WARRANT FOR ANNUAL TOWN MEETING 
Monday, March 7, 1955 


The Commonwealth of Massachusetts. Middlesex, ss. 


To either of the Constables of the Town of Burlington in 
the County of Middlesex: 
Greeting: 

In the name of The Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
you are hereby directed to notify and warn the inhabitants of 
said ‘Town, qualified to vote in elections and in Town affairs, 
to meet at the Burlington High School in said Town on Mon- 
day the seventh day of March next, at 10:00 o’clock in the fore- 
noon, then and there to act on the following articles: 


Article 1. To choose all necessary Town Officers on one 
ballot, namely: Moderator, for one year, one Selectman for 
three years, one member of the School Committee for three 
years, one Assessor for three years, one Treasurer for one year, 
one Library ‘Trustee for three years, one member of the Board 
of Public Welfare for three years, one Tax Collector for one 
year, one Park Commissioner for three years, one Cemetery 
Commissioner for three years, one Tree Warden for one year, 
one member of the Planning Board for five years, one First Con- 
stable for one year and one Second Constable for one year. 


Article 2. To hear and act on the reports of Town Offi- 
cers and Committees. 


Article 3. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Town Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow 
money from time to time in anticipation of the revenue of the 
financial year beginning January 1, 1955, and to issue a note or 
notes therefor, payable within one year, and to renew any note 
or notes as may be given for a period of less than one year in 
accordance with Section 17, Chapter 44, General Laws. 


Article 4. To see what sums the Town will raise by taxa- 
tion or otherwise to pay town debts, charges and fix the com- 
pensation of the elective Town Offices for the ensuing year and 
to appropriate the same. 


Article 5. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen 
to petition the State Department of Public Works for aid for 
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general highway purposes under Section 26-29, Chapter 81, of 
the General Laws and Amendments thereof, or do or act any- 
thing in relation to the same. 


Article 6. To see if the Town will authorize the Select- 
men to petition the State Department of Public Works and the 
Middlesex County Commissioners for aid in the reconstruction 
of Peach Orchard Road in accordance with Chapter 90 of the 
General Laws and Amendments thereof, or do or act anything 
in relation to the same. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to accept from 
the ‘Trustees of the Will of Marshall Simonds the sum of $2,500. 
to be spent under the direction of the Park Commissioners with 
the approval of the Simonds Trustees, or do or act anything in 
relation to the same. 


Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $900.00 for the purchase and erection of a 
chain link fence to be erected along the Church Lane boundary 
of the Simonds Park baseball diamond, the same to be spent 
under the direction of the Park Commissioners, or do or act 
anything in relation to the same. 


Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money for hydrant rental, the same to be paid 
to the Burlington Water District, or do or act anything in rela- 
tion to the same. 


Article 10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money to purchase and equip a Cruising 
Car for the Police Department, or do or act anything in rela- 
tion to the same. 


Article 11. ‘To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money for Town Hall alterations and re- 
pairs, or do or act anything in relation to the same. 


Article 12. To see if the ‘Town will vote to set up an Am- 
bulance Fund, or do or act anything in relation to the same. 


Article 13. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money for Street Signs, or do or act anything 
in relation to the same. 
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Article 14. To see if the ‘Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money for the payment of bills incurred dur- 
ing 1954 in the amounts of $26.00 Snow and Ice, $104.53 Police 
Expense, $7.50 Library, and $591.50 Health. Total $729.53 as 
listed with the Town Accountant, or do or act anything in rela- 
tion to the same. 


Article 15. To see if the Town will vote to transfer monies 
remaining in the following accounts to the Surplus Revenue Ac- 
count: Town Hall Alterations, Memorial School Construction, 
Memorial School Building Committee, Little League Field 
Fence, Little League Field Bleachers, Veterans’ Memorial, 
School Fire Alarm System and 1954 Hose and Equipment, or 
do or act anything in relation to the same. 


Article 16. ‘To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money and appoint a committee to consist 
of the following: One member of the Planning Board, one 
member of the Board of Selectmen, ‘Town Clerk and one mem- 
ber of the Board of Appeals to compile the present by-laws and 
zoning laws in book form the same to be sold when complete at 
a nominal fee, or do or act anything in relation to the same. 


Article 17. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money for a full time clerk, or do or act any- 
thing in relation to the same. 


Article 18. ‘To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate or transfer from available funds in the treasury a sum 
of money for protective clothing for the Call Firefighters, or do 
or act anything in relation to the same. 


Article 19. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate or transfer from available funds in the treasury a sum 
of money for fire alarm improvements, or do or act anything in 
relation to the same. 


Article 20. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money for street lights, or do or act anything 
in relation to the same. 


Article 21. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money for the removal of rubbish in a clean- 
up campaign, or do or act anything in relation to the same. 
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Article 22. To see if the Town will vote to appoint a com- 
mittee to investigate sites for a Town Dump, or do or act any- 
thing in relation to the same. 


Article 23. ‘To see if the Town will vote to transfer a sum 
of money from available funds in the treasury to the Union 
School Alteration Account, or do or act anything in relation to 
the same. 


Article 24. To see if the Town will vote to appoint a com- 
mittee to investigate the needs for constructing an elementary 
school and to recommend sites therefor, or do or act anything in 
relation to the same. 


Article 25. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money for the expenses of the School Build- 
ing Needs Committee, to be spent under the direction of said 
committee, or do or act anything in relation to the same. 


Article 26. To see if the ‘Town will vote to enable the 
Board of Health to select an agent or agents to enforce rulings 
and regulations, or do or act anything in relation to the same. 


Article 27. To see if the Town will establish a Board of 
Health under provisions of General Laws, Chapter 41, of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, Regulations and Rulings 
made by the Board of Health may be amended by referendum 
or annual vote. The Board shall consist of three members: the 
initial members to be elected at the Annual Town Meeting in 
March, 1956, one to serve one year, one for two years and one 
for three years from the date of their election; and thereafter 
when the term of any member expires, his successor shall be 
elected to serve for three years, or whatever action it will take 
thereon. 


Article 28. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the 
Assessors to publish starting with the annual report for the year 
1955, and annually thereafter the assessed values of real and 
personal property in the Town of Burlington, together with a 
list of abatements legally publishable, or do or act anything in 
relation to same. 


Article 29. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money to publish the assessed values of real 
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and personal property in the Town of Burlington, with a list 
of abatements legally publishable for the year 1955, or do or act 
anything in relation to same. 


Article 30. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the fol- 
lowing by-law: Meetings of all elected and/or appointed offi- 
cials, except meetings of the Board of Public Welfare, shall be 
open to the citizens of Burlington without exception. 

Minutes and records of all meetings shall be fully kept, and 
records of said meetings of all Boards and Offices shall be avail- 
able for public inspection within three days after the close of 
said meetings, upon request of any citizen. 

Notice of all meetings of officials, boards and commissions 
shall be published in newspapers covering the Town, in addition 
notices of said meetings shall be published on the bulletin board 
of the Town Hall seven days prior to said meeting and shall 
remain posted until the close of said meeting. 

Upon acceptance of this Article by the Town, and the ap- 
proval of the Attorney General, it shall become a part of the 
By-Laws of the Town of Burlington; or do or act anything in 
relation to the same. 


Article 31. To see if the Town will vote to amend the By- 
Laws to prohibit two-family or duplex houses in “Residence B” 
area, or do or act anything in relation to the same. 


Article 32. To see if the Town will vote to accept Chap- 
ter 85, Section 11-A, and amendments thereto if any, of the 
General Laws of the Commonwealth relative to the registration 
and operation of bicycles, or do or act anything in relation to 
the same. 


Article 33. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate or transfer from available funds in the treasury a sum 
of money to defray the costs of bicycle registration, or do or act 
anything in relation to the same. 


Article 34. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the fol- 
lowing by-law: Commencing with the annual meeting in 1956 
the Board of Selectmen shall consist of five (5) members to be 
elected by ballot from the registered voters in the manner follow- 
ing: Three (3) selectmen shall be elected for a term of one (1) 
year, in the year 1956; four (4) selectmen shall be elected for

a term of one (1) year in the year 1957; five (5) selectmen shall 
be elected for a term of one (1) year in the year 1958. Com- 
mencing in the year 1958 and annually thereafter, five (5) se- 
lectmen shall be elected for a term of one (1) year. 


Article 35. ‘To see if the Town will vote to accept the fol- 
lowing streets: Woodcrest Avenue, Paul Street, Leopold Street, 
Long Street, Douglas Avenue, Purity Spring Road, Meadow- 
vale Road, Carol Avenue, Wing Terrace, Forest Road, Algon- 
quin Drive and Keans Road, all as more fully shown on plans 
on file with the town clerk, or do or act anything in relation to 
the same. 


Article 36. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money to repair and put in shape the streets 
accepted in the above article, or do or act anything in relation 
to the same. 


Article 37. To see if the Town will vote to transfer a sum 
of money from the machinery fund to the machinery account, 
or do or act anything in relation to the same. 


Article 38. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $1200.00 to defray the expenses of com- 
pleting the house and street number directory from 1948 to 1954 
inclusive, or do or act anything in relation to. the same. 


Article 39. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money to remodel or replace the existing 
Town Lockup in accordance with General Laws, Chapter 40, 
Section 34, or do or act anything in relation to the same. 


Article 40. To see if the Town will vote to set aside a 
fund, not to exceed $700.00, for the purchase under FCDA 
matched funds program or critical civil defense equipment, same 
to be spent under the direction of the Town Selectmen, or do or 
act anything in relation to the same. 


Article 41. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate or transfer from available funds in the Treasury a 
sum of money to indemnify the Deputy Chief of the Fire De- 
partment for damages done to an automobile owned by Mrs. 
Josephine Welch of Winfield Road, Burlington, while he was 
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driving a fire truck in the line of duty, or do or act anything in 
relation to the same. 


Article 42. To see if the Town will vote to rezone the land 
located on the easterly and westerly sides of new Route 3 from 
Residence “B” District to Industrial District. Said land being 
between Kendall Road, Vind Brook, Robertson Road and the 
Lexington Line and more fully shown on plan on file in the 
Town Clerk’s Office. 


Article 43. ‘To see if the ‘Town will vote to increase the lot 
size in Residence “A”’ District to 20,000 square feet with a 100 
foot frontage, or do or act anything in relation to the same. 


Article 44. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money for the erection of a plaque dedicated 
to the Men of Burlington who gave their lives in World War 
One, World War Two and the Korean War. This plaque to 
be placed in the Memorial School. 


Article 45. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Board of Selectmen to appoint a committee of five to be known 
as “The Recreation Committee” to plan and supervise a recrea- 
tional program for the youth of Burlington and to encourage 
and promote adult recreational opportunities, or do or act any- 
thing in relation to the same.

The adjourned town meeting was called to order by the 
Moderator, at Burlington High School, 8:30 P.M. and notice 
of posting of the meeting and the constable’s return of same, 
dated March 9, 1955, was read by the Town Clerk. Immediate- 
ly the Moderator called for a motion from the assembly as to 
whether or not non-voters should be allowed to sit-in.

296 voters were checked at the door. 


Article 2. Motion was made and seconded that we act on 
reports of town officers and committees. A report from Mr. 
Meaney on the fire alarm committee was that same was unfin- 
ished but being worked on. Mr. Nazarro at this time wished to 
have some “carry over accounts” explained which Mr. Mohan 
took care of satisfactorily. 


Article 3. It was unanimously voted that the town author- 
ize the Town Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to 
borrow money from time to time in anticipation of the revenue 
of the financial year beginning January 1, 1955, and to issue a 
note or notes therefor, payable within one year, and to renew 
any note or notes as may be given for a period of less than one 
year in accordance with Section 17, Chapter 44, General Laws. 


Article 4. ‘Town Debts, compensation of town officers, 
etc. Mr. Nolan gave a brief report of the Finance Committee’s 
activities at this time, after which Item 1 under Article 4 was 
taken up. (Selectmen) 


Item 1. Unanimously voted that the sum of $1,150.00 be 
raised and appropriated for the Selectmen’s Department—$900. 
for salaries and $250.00 for expenses, same to be spent under the 
direction of the Selectmen. 


Item 2. Town Accountant — Motion made and seconded 
that the town raise and appropriate the sum of $1,235.00 for 
the department of the Town Accountant, $1200.00 for salaries 
and $35.00 for expenses, same to be spent under the direction of 
the Selectmen.

Police Department—Motion made that the town 
raise and appropriate the sum of $24,440.00 for the Police De- 
partment—$4,326.00 chief’s salary; $14,388.50 permanent men 
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wages; $2,000.00 special men and matron; $486.00 school traf- 
fic; $3,240.00 expenses—same to be spent under the direction 
of the Selectmen. An amendment was made to the motion that 
the town raise and appropriate the sum of $27,590.50, of this 
amount $23,790.50 for salaries and wages of the regular and 
special police officers and $3,800.00 for the expenses of the de- 
partment, to be spent under the direction of the Board of Se- 
lectmen. So voted.

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lectmen, chairman of the Board of Assessors, chairman of the 
Planning Committee and chairman of the Finance Committee 
to study the need for additional full-time and part-time town 
employees and that this committee report its recommendations 
to the next town meeting.

one for three years from the date of their election; and there- 
after when the term of any member expires, his successor shall 
be elected to serve for three years. After much discussion the 
words “regulations and rulings made by the Board of Health 
may be amended by referendum or annual vote” were stricken 
from the motion. 


Voted that the town establish a board of Health under pro- 
visions of General Laws, Chapter 41, of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts. The Board shall consist of three members—the 
initial members to be elected at the Annual Town Meeting in 
March 1956—one to serve one year, one for two years, and one 
for three years from the date of their election; and thereafter 
when the term of any member expires, his successor shall be — 
elected to serve three years.

BOARD OF HEALTH REGULATIONS—CHAPTER 111 


1. No cesspool, septic tank, permanent privy-vault, or 
other means of sewage disposal shall hereafter be constructed or 
‘installed in this Town until a permit has first been obtained 
‘from the Board of Health. Said permit shall be issued only upon 
filing of an application, on which shall be sketched the location 
lof the buildings and any wells, spring, brooks or ponds located 
‘on the premises. 


| 2. No sewage disposal works, the effluent from which will 
\discharge into any lake, pond, stream, or any tributary thereof, 
\shall be installed unless plans for such disposal works are first 
approved by the Massachusetts Department of Public Health. 


3. Where it is planned to drain the sub-division or to pro- 
vide central sewage disposal works, the plans for the proposed 
disposal of drainage or sewage must first be submitted to the 
(Massachusetts Department of Public Health for its advice and 
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approval. No such system, shall be established without the ap- 
proval of that Department. 


4. No building permit for a dwelling house shall be is- 
sued until the Board of Health has approved the proposed lot 
as suitable from a sanitary point of view for human habitation. 
No building permit shall be issued for a dwelling house on an 
unsewered street until a permit for sewage disposal installation 
has been obtained from the Board of Health. 


5. Where individual sewage works are to be installed, a 
permit for sewage disposal must be issued by the Board of 
Health before a building permit is granted for each dwelling 
unit. A sewage disposal permit shall not be issued until after an 
examination is made of the lot and after the suitability of the 
soil for local disposal works is determined by the Board of 
Health or its agent. Soil suitability must be determined by per- 
colation tests and/or mechanical soil analysis, using such system 
as recommended by the Massachusetts Department of Public 
Health. The results of the tests shall be given the contractor or 
builder along with the requirements of the Board for sewage 
disposal at the premises under consideration. Because soil com- 
position varies even within the same general area, a separate 
soil examination shall be made for each additional sewage dis- 
posal unit. 


6. All cesspools hereafter shall be of approved design and 
constructed of fieldstone, brick, or other material satisfactory to 
the Board of Health and shall be located not less than twenty 
(20) feet from any building, and not less than twenty-five (25) 
feet from any stream or ditch, and not less than ten (10) feet 
from any line of any street, court, or passageway, and not less 
than ten (10) feet from line of adjoining lot, all measurements 
being taken from nearest outer point of cesspool, and shall be — 
not less than six (6) feet in depth, measuring from nearest out- 
er point of cesspool, and shall be not less than six (6) feet in 
depth, measuring from the lower end of the inlet pipe, which 
must be eighteen (18) inches or more below the ground surface 
and shall be provided with a tightly fitting iron cover and rim. 
The cesspool pit as specified above shall not enter into the 
ground water table. Under such conditions a septic tank with 
surface disposal of the effluent satisfactory to the Board of 
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Health must be installed. Overflow cesspools may be entirely 
covered with earth but in no case shall the effluent from such a 
cesspool come to the surface or enter an open or closed water 
drain. If such conditions exist, a sub-surface disposal works must 
be installed. 


7. All septic tanks hereafter installed shall be of approved 
cement construction and design. Plans and details of same must 
be approved by the Board of Health before starting installation. 
Septic tanks shall have a minimum capacity of five-hundred 
(500) gallons. The minimum capacity of the tank shall be seven 
hundred fifty gallons where a garbage grinder is installed. All 
septic tanks hereafter constructed shall be located not less than 
twenty (20) feet from any dwelling, not less than ten (10) feet 
from any street, court, or passageway, and not less than ten (10) 
feet from line of adjoining lot, all measurements being taken 
from nearest outer point of tank. The effluent from such tanks 
must be disposed of by approved sub-surface works located in 
relation to buildings, streams and ditches, line of street, court, or 
passageway, and the line of adjoining lots as specified for cess- 
pools; measurements being taken from the nearest point of sub- 
surface disposal works, and so located as not to cause a nuisance 
in the vicinity or to polute any water supply. The use of an 
abandoned well as a cesspool in areas where water supplies are 
obtained from the ground is hereby prohibited. 


8. No person shall allow sewage or waste water from 
premises owned by him to flow upon any sidewalk, gutter, pub- 
| lic, or private way or to form stagnate pools in any place within 


| the town. 


9. No owner of any building in the Town of Burlington 
| shall allow any sewage of any kind to overflow from any cesspool 
_ to flow into the ponds, rivers, or brooks in the town, or into any 
| drain connecting with the same. 


| 10. All permanent privy-vaults, hereafter constructed, 
_ shall be of approved material, and shall be fly proof, and unless 
| otherwise specified shall be located not less than twenty (20) 
| feet from line of any street, court or passageway, all measure- 
| ments being taken from nearest outer point of vault. No per- 
| manent privy-vault shall be constructed or maintained on prem- 
| ises which are provided with a public water supply. 
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11. Temporary privy-vaults for the convenience of con- 
tractors or their employees may be erected or installed without 
a permit, but only under the following conditions: The vault 
must be at least two feet in depth and must be so located as to 
cause no annoyance to persons residing in the vicinity. The 
owner, contractor, or agent shall cause the contents thereof to 
be treated in a sanitary manner, and immediately upon com- 
pletion of the contract, the contractor shall remove the privy, 
fill in the vault, and leave the premises in a condition satisfac- 
tory to the Board of Health. 


12. No indoor toilet or water closet, except that which is 
provided with proper means of flushing at the time of using, 
where water is available, shall hereafter be installed on any 
premises in this ‘Town. Where water is not available for flushing 
indoor chemical toilets of approved material and construction 
may be installed under a special permit of the Board of Health, 
if proper provision is made for the final disposal of the contents 
thereof. 


13. Wherever a water closet, privy-vault, cesspool or drain 
become offensive or obstructed, the owner, agent or occupant 
of the premises shall cause the same to be cleaned and made 
free or otherwise corrected. 


14. Every owner, occupant, or agent of premises in which 
there is any private sewer, drain, privy-vault, septic tank, or 
cesspool shall keep the same in a sanitary condition and shall 
have every privy-vault, septic tank and cesspool emptied and 
cleaned when necessary or at such times as ordered by the Board 
of Health. If the owner or occupant fails to comply with such 
order, the Board of Health may cause the nuisance, source of 
filth, or cause of sickness to be removed, and all expenses in- 
curred thereby shall be paid by the person who caused or per- — 
mitted the same. No privy-vault, cesspool or septic tank shall be 
emptied except by such parties and in such manner as shall be 
specially authorized by the Board of Health. 


15. ‘The owner or other persons having control of any ex- 
isting building or buildings hereafter erected or converted into a 
dwelling or to be occupied by one or more families upon land 
abutting on a public or private way in which there is a common 
sewer, shall, in a manner and in a period of time satisfactory to 
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the Board of Health, cause such building to be connected with 
the public sewer. 


16. ‘The owner or other persons having control of any 
existing buildings or hereafter erected or converted into one or 
more stores or other places of business, and in which one or more 
persons are employed, shall provide sufficient toilet facilities, 
and if the building is upon land abutting on a public way in 
which there is a common sewer, shall, in a manner and within a 
period of time satisfactory to the Board of Health, cause such 
stores or other places of business to be connected with the pub- 
lic sewer. 


17. Separability—So far as the Board of Health may 
provide each section of these rules and regulations shall be con- 
strued as separate to the end that in any section, sentence, clause 
or phrase shall be held invalid for any reason, the remainder of 
the rules and regulations shall continue in full force. 


18. Penalty—Whoever, himself or by a servant or agent, 
or as the servant or agent of any other person, firm or corpora- 
tion, violates any of these rules and regulations shall be pun- 
ished by a fine of not less than twenty (20) dollars and not more 
than one hundred (100) dollars, except when otherwise provid- 
ed by law or by these regulations. 


19. These rules and regulations will take full force and 

effect upon their adoption by the Town and will supercede 

Chapter 111 of the Board of Health Regulations adopted the 
11th day of September, 1928.

PROCEEDINGS AT SPECIAL TOWN MEETING 
June 20, 1955 


The meeting was called to order at 8:20 P.M. by the Mod- 
erator and the Town Clerk read the Constable’s return, dated 
as of June 13, 1955, by Howard E. Bettinson, Constable. The 
articles on the warrant were acted upon as read.

REPORT OF THE DUMP SITE STUDY COMMITTEE 
Burlington, Mass., June 20, 1955 


The organizational meeting of the Dump-Site Committee 
appointed by the Moderator, Mr. Gerald Seminatore, was held 
at the Town Hall on May 12, 1955. Mr. Russell Petersen was 
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elected chairman. At this meeting it was decided to request 
suggestions from the townspeople as to suitable dump sites, these 
recommendations to be left at the Town Hall. It was also voted 
to contact the Massachusetts Department of Public Health for 
any help or advice they could give the committee. 


On Sunday, May 15, the members met at the Town Hall, 
and then inspected four possible sites. On May 21, upon request 
of the committee, a sanitary engineer from the Massachusetts 
Department of Health met with the group to inspect several 
sites which had been previously visited by the committee. The 
attached letter which is to be considered a part of this report, 
contains his recommendations. 


It is the recommendation of the Burlington Dump-Site 
Study Committee that a portion of the Winchester Brick Com- 
pany land, located northerly of Blanchard Road be obtained by 
the town and operated as a sanitary land fill. A description of 
“sanitary land fill” taken from a booklet, “Refuse Disposal 
Methods,” published by the Massachusetts Department of Pub- 
lic Health, Division of Sanitary Engineering, January 1955, is 
attached herewith.

~ Gentlemen: — 


The Department of Public Health following the receipt of 
a request contained in a communication dated May 17, 1955, 
signed by Joyce Y. Manchester, Secretary, Burlington Dump 
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Site Study Committee, has caused an examination of several 
locations proposed as suited for a public dump to be made by 
one of its engineers. 


The following sites were examined: 


Site #1, located northerly of Blanchard Road where there 
is an abandoned gravel pit. 


Site #2, located westerly of Muller Road where there also 
is an abandoned gravel pit now filled with water. 


Site #3, located easterly of Muller Road. 


Neither Site #2 nor Site #3 can be considered desirable 
due to the steepness of the slopes and other factors. The Depart- 
ment is still of the opinion stated in a communication to the 
Board of Selectmen dated March 17, 1954, that Site #1 is a sat- 
isfactory location for the disposal of municipal refuse. The De- 
partment also repeats its previous recommendation to the effect 
that, should a public dump be established at this location, it be 
operated as a sanitary landfill and drainage from this area be 
prevented from reaching Long Meadow Brook. 


Enclosed for this information is a pamphlet titled “Refuse 
Disposal Methods” in which you will find the sanitary land fill 
method described on pages 5-8. |

$500.00 be transferred from unappropriated available funds for 
the expense of the School Building Committee, the same to be 
spent under the direction of the School Building Committee. 


Back to Article 2 — 
Article 2. It was unanimously voted that the town trans- 
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fer the sum of $850.00 from the machinery fund to the machin- 
ery account to purchase a snow plow for the new highway 
department truck. 


Article 3. It was voted to dismiss Article 3 from the war- 
rant pertaining to transferring money for the legal account. 


Article 4. It was unanimously voted that the town trans- 
fer the sum of $1,000.00 from unappropriated available funds 
for sidewalk construction. 


Article 5. It was unanimously voted that the town transfer 
the sum of $1,500.00 from unappropriated available funds for 
drainage and sewerage projects. 


Article 6. It was unanimously voted that the town transfer 
the sum of $500.00 from unappropriated available funds to 
repair the Highway Department Barn. 


Article 7. (Re-zone land of Antonetta F. Nardone, from 
Residence “A” to Business District.) 


Planning Board report to Special Town Meeting October 
peeego, Article. J. 


This article calls for a change from Residence “A” District 
to Business District of seven (7) lots of land having a frontage 
of about 213 feet on Winn Street and having a depth of about 
100 feet. The Planning Board held a hearing thereon Septem- 
ber 29, 1955, notice of which was advertised in the Woburn 
Daily Times on September 16, 1955. The Planning Board had 
previously. held a hearing on this land together with the remain- 
ing lots running to the corner of Wildmere Avenue. That hear- 
ing was duly advertised in the Woburn Daily Times and no re- 
port had ever been made by the Planning Board on the larger 
parcel. The present hearing is confined to a portion of this 
parcel. The petitioner stated that he owns the property contain- 
ing the gas station across the street and that he wishes to elim- 
inate same and establish a new gas station of modern design 
on his land across the way, which is the subject of Article 7, in 
the present warrant. The land is swampy and has been idle for 
many, many years. The Board feels that it would be impractical 
and almost impossible to build houses thereon and that the 
most satisfactory use for this property is for business. There are 
no houses immediately adjoining this property. It lies in an area 
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that is generally swampy. The petitioner stated that he would 
fill the locus with gravel so as to bring it up to grade. By elim- 
inating the swamp, an area for breeding mosquitoes would be 
destroyed. On the representation of the petitioner that this land 
would be used for a service station, the Board is of the unani- 
mous opinion that the change be approved in that it would 
be for the general welfare of the Town.

This Planning Board Report was read at this time. 


Planning Board Report to Special town meeting—October 
ahd eee 


This article calls for a change of zone of land now in the 
Residence “A” District to Residence “B” District or Business 
District. The land is located in a hollow bounded by Route 
128, Winn Street and Lowell Street in the form of a triangle 
and contains about 4% acres. The portion near Winn Street 
is swampy and has been an open drain running through it. 
The back portion of the land is mostly ledge. The Planning 
Board held a hearing on the petition September 29, 1955 at the 
Town Hall and notice thereof was published in the Woburn 
Daily Times on September 16, 1955. It was pointed out at the 
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hearing that this land was the subject of a petition for re-zoning 
to Business District over a year ago at which time the Planning 
Board made a favorable recommendation to the Town meeting. 
At that time, the Felz Plumbing Co. had an option on the land 
and desired to erect a building. The matter was defeated at a 
town meeting. Thereafter the building was erected on land 
re-zoned by the Town at Middlesex Turnpike and Route 128. 

The petitioner stated that he operated the Union Florist 
Co., in Boston and also operated a nursery on Lexington Street 
in Woburn, Mass. He proposes to erect a modern nursery sim- 
ilar to the one operated by Wyman’s near Shopper’s World 
in Framingham. He stated that when he purchased the land 
his attorney bought a zoning map at the town hall. It indicated 
the land was in Residence B District. ‘This district would permit 
a farming operation which would include part of the activity 
of a nursery, such as raising flowers and trees and selling them 
on the premises. Under a recent decision of the Supreme Court 
involving the Winslow Nursery, the Supreme Court held that 
type of use did not include the sale of merchandise brought 
into the premises and not raised on the land—i.e. seeds, lawn 
mowers, fertilizers and other garden incidentals. On the strength 
of the information he obtained from the zoning map as well 
as the various town officials, the petitioner purchased the land 
and thereafter learned that at one time the land was in a 
Residence “B” District and thereafter changed to Residence 
“A” District so as to permit the development for homes on 
smaller lots. In Residence “A” District, farming is not permitted. 
The location is an ideal one for a clean business. It would not 
be desirable for homes because of the traffic going to Route 
128 and the great number of cars passing around the land on 
the way to the Sylvania plant, with the resulting noise, fumes 
and traffic hazard for little children. The most desirable use 
for the land is, in our opinion, for Business. On the representa- 
tion of the owner that he intends to use the land for a nursery, 
the Board is of the opinion that it would be for the best interest 
of the Town and conducive to its general welfare that it be 
re-zoned to Business District rather than Residence “B” District 
because the Business zone would permit him to sell items inci- 
dental to gardening. 

If, however, it should appear that some other use is pro- 
posed to be made by petitioner and the use would appear to be 
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detrimental to the Town the Planning Board has voted it would 
initiate a petition to have the land changed back to Residence 
“A” District.

Motion made and seconded that the town 
adopt the following by-law: All articles for town meetings shall 
be submitted to the town counsel who shall report within seven 
days indicating in writing over his signature his opinion as to 
the legality of the proposed articles. Articles which are of doubt- 
ful legality according to the opinion of the Town Counsel shall 
be withheld from the warrant with the written permission of a 
majority of the petitioners of the articles.

Motion was made that we take up Article 12, 13 
and 14 and adopt them collectively.

Article 12. No person shall remove any soil, loam, sand or 
gravel from any land in the Town not in public use unless such 
removal is authorized by a permit issued by the Board of Appeals 
except in conjunction with construction of a building on the par- 
of an existing sand and gravel pit. No such permit shall be 
issued until an application therefor is filed with said Board; 
said Board shall hold a public hearing on the application and 
notice of the filing of such application and the date and time 
of public hearing thereon shall be advertised in the paper, pub- 
lished in the County, seven days at least before the public hear- 
ing. This was unanimously voted. 


Article 13. It was unanimously voted that the town adopt 
the following as a by-law: Removal of earth products in con- 
nection with the construction of a building or structure for 
which a permit has been issued in accordance with the building 
laws is permitted, however, unless permission of the Board 
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of Appeals be obtained in accordance with the procedure and 
condition set forth in Article 5 of the zoning by-laws, the 
amount of soil, loam, sand and gravel or other earth product 
removed from the premises shall not exceed the amount of such 
material contained before construction in the particular space 
to be occupied by the foundation of the building or structure. 


Article 14. It was voted that the town adopt the follow- 
ing as a by-law: 


Any lawful building or structure or use of building, struc- 
ture, or land existing at the time this by-law is adopted, which 
does not conform with the regulations of the district in which 
it is located may be continued unless and until abandoned for 
a period of one year. Those in favor, 61; those opposed, 18. 


Article 15. It was unanimously voted to adopt the fol- 
lowing as a by-law: 


Whoever violates any of the provisions of those by-laws 
which control the removal of soil, loam, sand or gravel shall be 
punished by fine of not more than fifty dollars for the first of- 
fense, not more than one hundred dollars for the second offense, 
and not more than two hundred dollars for each offense there- 
after. 


Article 16. Motion was made and seconded that the 
town vote to amend the zoning by-laws to prohibit the erection 
of multi-family buildings in the town. Those in favor, 77; those 
opposed, 4. So voted. 


Article 22. Voted that the town transfer from unappro- 
priated available funds in the treasury the sum of $300.00 to 
the insurance account. 


At this time, 11:42 P.M., motion was made and seconded 
that we dissolve the meeting.

To see if the Town will vote to transfer a sum 
of money from the Town Hall Alterations account, Civilian 
Defense Account and the Memorial Plaque Account to the Po- 
lice Expense Account or do or act anything in relation to the 
same. 


Article 2. To see if the Town will vote to transfer a sum 
of money from the Memorial Plaque Account to the Bicycle 
Registration Account or do or act anything in relation to the 
same. 


Article 3. To see if the Town will vote to transfer a sum 
of money from the Town Report Account and the Memorial 
Plaque Account to the Treasurer’s Expense Account or do or 
act anything in relation to the same. 


Article 4. To see if the Town will vote to transfer a sum 
of money from the Memorial Plaque Account and the Overlay 
Reserve to the Insurance Account or do or act everything 
in relation to the same. 


Article 5. To see if the Town will vote to transfer a sum 
of money from the Overlay Reserve to the Election and Reg- 
istration Account or do or act anything in relation to the same. 


Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to transfer a sum 
of money from the Fire Department Expense Account to the 
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Fire Department Salary and Wages Account or do or act any- 
thing in relation to the same. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to rezone the land 
of James N. Bassett on the easterly side of Winn Street from 
Residence “A” Zone to Business Zone containing Twenty-seven 
Thousand Nine Hundred Thirty-eight (27,938) square feet 
more or less lying southerly of Wildmere Avenue and opposite 
Mountain Road being lots 8-17 inclusive on plan of Winnmere 
Addition on file with the ‘Town Clerk, or do or act anything in 
relation to the same. 


Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to rezone land of 
Northcrop Real Estate Corporation from Residence “B” Zone 
to Industrial Zone containing one acre more or less and situated 
on the easterly side of South Bedford Street between Route 128 
and Blanchard Road and all as more fully shown on plan on 
file with the Town Clerk, or do or act anything in relation to 
the same. 


Article 9. To see if the Town will vote by ballot on the 
following resolution: Resolved that the town petition the Gen- 
eral Court of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts to enact the 
following act, or do or act anything in relation to the same. 


AN ACT TO ESTABLISH THE TOWN MANAGER FORM 
OF GOVERNMENT IN THE TOWN OF BURLINGTON 


Section 1. Upon the acceptance of this act by the town 
of Burlington, and beginning in the year nineteen hundred and 
fifty-six, the regular town election for the purpose of electing 
selectmen, members of the school committee and moderator, 
required to be electd under this act, shall be held annually on 
the first Monday in March, and shall be a part of the annual 
town meeting. All articles in the warrant to be decided other- 
wise than by ballot shall be considered at the regular town 
meeting to be held on the third Monday in March. 


Section 2. Election of Selectmen— At the first town 
meeting following the acceptance of this act, the registered vot- 
ers of the town shall elect two selectmen for three years, two 
selectmen for two years, and one selectman for one year. At 
each annual town election thereafter the voters shall elect se- 
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lectmen for three year terms to replace those whose terms ex- 
pire. When a vacancy occurs among the selectmen by reason of 
death, resignation, change of residence from the town or other 
reason, the remaining selectmen shall have the power to fill 
the vacancy until the next annual town election, at which the 
voters shall elect a selectman for the remainder of the unex- 
pired term except that a vacancy resulting from a recall elec- 
tion shall be filled as provided in this act. Upon the election 
and qualification in the year nineteen hundred and fifty-six, 
the term of office of the members of the board of selectmen 
then existing shall terminate. 


Section 3. Appointive Powers of Selectmen. — The select- 
men shall appoint, and may remove, members of the board of 
appeals, election officers, and the registrars of voters except the 
town clerk. 


Section 4. Election of School Committee — At the first 
annual town election following the acceptance of this act, the 
registered voters of the town shall elect two members of the 
school commmittee for three years, two members of the school 
committee for two years, and one member of the school com- 
mittee for one year. At each annual town election thereafter the 
voters shall elect members of the school committee for three 
year terms to replace those whose terms expire. When a vacancy 
occurs among members of the school committee by reason of 
death, resignation, change of residence from the town or other 
reason, the remaining members of the school committee shall 
have the power to fill the vacancy until the next annual town 
election, at which the voters shall elect a member of the school 
committee for the remainder of the unexpired term, except 
that a vacancy resulting from a recall election shall be filled as 
provided in this act. Upon the election and qualification of the 
members of the school committee in the year nineteen hundred 
and fifty-six, the term of office of the members of the school 
committee then existing shall terminate. 


Section 5. Powers of School Committee— Upon the 
election and qualification of the five members of the school 
committee elected as herein provided, all the powers, rights, 
duties and liabilities, except as hereinafter provided, now or 
hereafter conferred or imposed by law upon the school com- 
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mittee, shall be exercised and performed by the school commit- 
tee elected under the provisions of this act. Nothing in this act 
shall be construed to affect the powers and duties of the school 
committee as provided by law, except as specifically provided 
herein. 


Section 5-A. The school committee shall appoint, and 
may remove, members of the board of library trustees to consist 
of three members. One of said persons shall be appointed for a 
term of one year, one for a term of two years, and one for a term 
of three years; and annually thereafter the school committee 
shall appoint a member for a term of three years in place of the 
member whose term is to expire. They shall be sworn to the 
faithful performance of their duties by the chairman of the 
board of selectmen, the town clerk, or by a justice of the peace. 


Section 6. Moderator, Election, etc. — A moderator shall 
be elected by ballot at each annual town election and shall serve 
as a moderator of all town meetings except as otherwise pro- 
vided by law, except that a vacancy resulting from a recall elec- 
tion shall be filled as provided by this act. Any vacancy in the 
office, except by recall election, may be filled by the board of 
selectmen at a meeting held for that purpose. If the moderator 
is absent, a moderator pro tempore shall be elected by the voters 
at the town meeting. The moderator shall appoint the finance 
committee. Three of said members of the finance committee 
shall be appointed for terms of one year, three for terms of two 
years, and three for terms of three years; and annually thereaf- 
ter the moderator shall appoint three members of the finance 
committee for terms of three years in place of the members 
whose term is to expire. The moderator shall appoint such spec- 
ial committees as the town shall authorize, however nothing in 
this act shall be construed as limiting nominations to committees 
by voters at the town meeting. 


Section 7. Compensation and Multiple Officers — The 
members of the board of selectmen, the members of the school 
committee, the members of the board of library trustees, the 
members of the board of appeals and the moderator shall serve 
without compensation. A member of the board of selectmen, 
or of the school committee, or of the finance committee shall, 
during the term for which he was elected or appointed, be in- 
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eligible either by election or appointment to hold any other town 
office. Any person appointed by the town manager to any town 
office under the provisions of this act or of any general or spec- 
ial law shall be eligible during the term of said office to appoint- 
ment to any other town office except that the town accountant 
shall not be eligible to hold the position of town treasurer or the 
position of tax collector. The town manager, subject to any 
applicable provision of the General Laws, relating thereto, may 
assume the duties of any office which he is authorized to fill by 
appointment. 


Section 8. Investigations or Suveys — For the purpose of 
making investigations or surveys, the selectmen may employ such 
experts, counsel and other assistants and incur such other ex- 
penses, not exceeding in any year the sum of one thousand dol- 
lars, or such larger sums as may be appropriated for the purpose 
by the town, as they may deem necessary, and the same shall 
be paid by the treasurer upon a warrant signed by a majority 
of the board of selectmen. 


TOWN MANAGER 


Section 9. Appointment of the Town Manager — The se- 
lectmen elected as provided herein shall appoint, as soon as 
practicable, for a term of three years, a town manager who shall 
be a person especially fitted by having a degree from an accred- 
ited college or university with a major in public administration 
or government to perform the duties of the office. The town 
manager shall be appointed without regard to his political be- 
liefs, color or religion. He need not be a resident of the town or 
of this Commonwealth when appointed. He may be appointed 
for successive terms of office. Before entering upon the duties of 
his office, the town manager shall be sworn to the faithful and 
impartial performance thereof by the chairman of the selectmen, 
or by the town clerk, or by a justice of the peace. He shall exe- 
cute a bond in favor of the town for the faithful performance of 
his duties in such sum and with such surety or sureties as may be 
fixed or approved by the selectmen. 


Section 10. Appointment of a Temporary Manager—Any 
vacancy in the office of town manager shall be filled as soon as 
possible by the selectmen. Pending the appointment of a town 
manager or the filling of any vacancy, the selectmen may ap- 
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point a suitable person to perform the duties of the office but 
not to exceed ninety (90) days in any one year. 


Section 11. Acting Manager— The town manager may 
designate, by letter filed with the town clerk, a qualified resi- 
dent of the town to perform his duties during his temporary ab- 
sence or disability. In the event of the failure of the manager to 
make such designation, the selectmen may, by resolution, desig- 
nate an officer of the town to perform the duties of the manager 
until he shall return or his disability shall cease. 


Section 12. Removal of the Manager— The selectmen, 
by four-fifths vote of the full membership of the board, may re- 
move the town manager. At least thirty days before such pro- 
posed removal shall become effective, the selectmen shall file a 
preliminary written resolution with the town clerk setting forth 
in detail the specific reasons for his proposed removal, a copy of 
which resolution shall be delivered to the town manager. The 
manager may reply in writing to the resolution and may request 
a public hearing. If the manager so requests, the board of select- 
men shall hold a public hearing not earlier than twenty days 
nor later than thirty days after the filing of such request. After 
such public hearing, if any, otherwise at the expiration of thirty 
days following the filing of the preliminary resolution, and after 
full considerations, the selectmen by four-fifths vote of the full 
membership of the board may adopt a final resolution of re- 
moval. In the preliminary resolution, the selectmen may suspend 
the manager from duty, but shall in any case cause to be paid 
to him forthwith any unpaid balance of this salary and his sal- 
ary for the next three calendar months following the filing of 
the preliminary resolution. 


Section 13. Compensation of the Manager— The town 
manager shall receive such compensation for his services as the 
selectmen shall determine but it shall not exceed the amount ap- 
propriated therefor by the town. 


Section 14. Powers and Duties of the Manager — In addi- 
tion to specific powers and duties provided in this act the town 
manager shall have the general powers and duties enumerated 
in this section: 


(a) The town manager shall supervise and direct the ad- 
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ministration of all departments, commissions, boards and offices, 
except the board of selectmen, the school committee, the board 
of appeals, the board of library trustees, election officers and 
the registrars of voters. 


(b) The town manager, in accordance with the provisions 
of this act and except as otherwise prohibited by the General 
Laws, may reorganize, consolidate or abolish departments, com- 
missions, boards or offices under his direction and supervision, 
in whole or in part, may establish such new departments, com- 
missions, boards or offices as he deems necessary, and may trans- 
fer the duties, powers and appropriation of one department, 
commission, board or office to another. 


(c) Except as otherwise provided by this act, the town 
manager shall appoint upon merit and fitness alone, and subject 
to the provisions of chapter thirty-one of the General Laws 
where applicable, may remove, all officers and employees of the 
town except employees of the school department; town officers 
and employees not subject to the provisions of said chapter 
thirty-one shall not be removed by him except on five days no- 
tice in writing, setting forth the cause of such removal. 


(d) Notwithstanding the provisions of section one hun- 
dred and eight of chapter forty-one of the General Laws, the 
town manager shall fix the compensation of all town officers 
and employees subject to removal by him. 


(ce) The town manager shall attend all regular meetings 
of the board of selectmen except meetings at which his removal 
is being considered. 


(f) The town manager shall keep full and complete rec- 
ords of his office, and shall render as often as may be required 
by the selectmen a full report of all operations during the period 
reported on. 


(g) The town manager shall keep the selectmen fully ad- 
vised as to the needs of the town and shall recommend to the 
selectmen for adoption such measures requiring action by them 
or by the town as he may deem necessary or expedient. 


(h) The town manager shall have jurisdiction over the 
rental and use of all town property and shall be responsible for 
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the maintenance and repair of all town buildings. He shall be 
responsible for the preparation of plans and the supervision of 
work on existing buildings or on the construction of new build- 
ings. 


(1) The town manager shall purchase all supplies and 
materials and equipment, except books for schools, and shall 
award all contracts for all departments of the town. He shall 
make purchases for departments not under his supervision only 
upon requisition duly signed by the head of such department. 


(j) The town manager shall administer either directly or 
through a person or persons appointed by him in accordance 
with this act all provisions of general and special laws applic- 
able to said town, all by-laws and all regulations established by 
the selectmen. 


(k) The town manager shall have the authority to prose- 
cute, defend and compromise all litigation to which the town is 
a party, and to employ special counsel to assist the town counsel 
whenever in his judgment it may be necessary. 


(1) The town manager shall perform such other duties, 
consistent with his office, as may be required of him by the by- 
laws of the town or by vote of the selectmen. 


Section 15. Investigations by the Manager — The town 
manager may without notice cause the affairs of any division or 
department under his control or the conduct of any officer or 
employee thereof to be examined. The town manager shall have 
access to all town books and papers for information necessary 
for the proper performance of his duties. 


Section 16. Appointment of Planning Board —'‘The town 
manager shall establish a planning board as herein provided 
which shall have all the powers and duties of planning boards 
established in accordance with section eighty-one A of chapter 
forty-one of the General Laws, except that such a planning 
board shall not be authorized to act as playground commission- 
ers. The board established hereunder shall consist of five mem- 
bers who shall be appointed by the town manager. When such 
board is first established its members shall be appointed for 
terms of such lengths and so arranged that the term of at least 
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one member will expire each year and his successor shall be 
appointed by the town manager for a term of five years. Any 
vacancy shall be filled for the unexpired term by the town man- 
ager. Upon the appointment and qualifications of the members 
of the board, the term of office of members of the then existing 
planning board shall terminate. 


Section 17. Appointment of Board of Public Welfare — 
The town manager shall appoint a board of public welfare to 
consist of three suitably qualified persons. One of said persons 
shall be appointed for a term of one year, one for a term of two 
years, and one for a term of three years; and annually thereafter 
there shall be appointed by the town manager, a member for a 
term of three years in place of the member whose term is to ex- 
pire. The members shall serve until their successors are appoint- 
ed and qualified. If for any reason a vacancy occurs in the 
membership of the board of public welfare, the vacancy shall 
be filled forthwith by the town manager for the unexpired term. 
Upon the appointment and qualification of the members of the 
board of public welfare as provided in this section the terms of 
the members of the then existing board of public welfare of the 
town should terminate. The board of public welfare appointed 
hereunder shall organize for the proper conduct of their duties 
and shall possess all the powers and rights and be subject to all 
the duties and liabilities conferred or imposed by law upon 
boards of public welfare of towns, but in the performance of 
their duties they shall be subject to the general supervision and 
direction of the town manager. They shall be sworn to the faith- 
ful performance of their duties by the chairman of the board of 
selectmen, the town clerk, or by a justice of the peace. 


Section 18. Appointment of Board of Health — The town 
manager shall appoint a board of health to consist of three suit- 
ably qualified persons. One of said persons shall be appointed 
for a term of one year, one for a term of two years, and one for 
a term of three years; and annually thereafter there shall be 
appointed by the town manager, a member for a term of three 
years in place of the member whose term is to expire. The mem- 
bers shall serve until their successors are appointed and quali- 
fied. If for any reason a vacancy occurs in the membership of 
the board of health, the vacancy shall be filled forthwith by the 
town manager for the unexpired term. Upon the appointment 
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and qualification of members of the board of health as 
provided in this section the term of office of the then exist- 
ing board of health of the town shall terminate. The board of 
health appointed hereunder shall organize for the proper con- 
duct of their duties and shall possess all the powers and rights 
and be subject to all the duties and liabilities imposed by law 
upon members of boards of health of towns, but in the perform- 
ance of their duties they shall be subject to the general supervis- 
ion and direction of the town manager. They shall be sworn to 
the faithful performance of their duties by the chairman of the 
board of selectmen, the town clerk, or a justice of the peace. 


Section 19. Appointment of Board of Park Commission- 
ers — The town manager shall appoint a board of park commis- 
sioners to consist of three suitably qualified persons. One of said 
persons shall be appointed for a term of one year, one for a term 
of two years, and one for a term of three years; and annually 
thereafter there shall be appointed by the town manager, a 
member for a term of three years in the place of the member 
whose term is to expire. The members shall serve until their suc- 
cessors are appointed and qualified. If for any reason a vacancy 
occurs in the membership of the board of park commissioners, 
the vacancy shall be filled forthwith by the town manager for 
the unexpired term. Upon the appointment and qualification of 
the members of the board of park commissioners as provided 
in this section the terms of office of the members of the then 
existing board of park commissioners of the town shall termi- 
nate. The board of park commissioners appointed hereunder 
shall organize for the proper conduct of their duties and shall 
possess all the powers and rights and be subject to all the duties 
and liabilities conferred or imposed by law upon the boards of 
park commissioners of towns, but in the performance of their 
duties they shall be subject to the general supervision and direc- 
tion of the town manager. They shall be sworn to the faithful 
performance by the chairman of the board of selectmen, the 
town clerk or by a justice of the peace. 


Section 20. Appointment of Board of Cemetery Commis- 
sioners—The town manager shall appoint a board of cemetery 
commissioners to consist of three suitably qualified persons. One 
of said persons shall be appointed for a term of one year, one 
for a term of two years, and one for a term of three years; and 
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annually thereafter there shall be appointed by the town man- 
ager, a member for a term of three years in the place of the 
member whose term is to expire. The members shall serve until 
their successors are appointed and qualified. If for any reason a 
vacancy occurs in the membership of the board of cemetery 
commissioners, the vacancy shall be filled forthwith by the town 
manager for the unexpired term. Upon the appointment and 
qualification of the members of the board of cemetery commis- 
sioners as provided in this section the terms of office of the 
members of the then existing board of cemetery commissioners 
of the town shall terminate. The board of cemetery commis- 
sioners appointed hereunder shall organize for the proper con- 
duct of their duties and shall possess all the powers and rights 
and be subject to all the duties and liabilities conferred or im- 
posed by law upon boards of cemetery commissioners of towns, 
but in the performance of their duties they shall be subject 
to the general supervision and direction of the town manager. 
They shall be sworn to the faithful performance of their duties 
by the chairman of the board of selectmen, the town clerk, or 
by a justice of the peace. 


Section 21. Appointment of Assessors — The town man- 
ager shall appoint a principal assessor for a term of three years 
who shall devote his full time and attention to his duties and 
shall be chairman of the board, and also an assessor for a term 
of two years, and also an assessor for a term of one year; and 
annually thereafter there shall be appointed by the town man- 
ager a principal assessor or an assessor, as the case may be, for 
a term of three years to succeed the principal assessor or assessor 
whose term is to expire. The principal assessor and the assess- 
sors shall serve until their respective successors are appointed 
and qualified. If for any reason a vacancy occurs in the mem- 
bership of the board of assessors, the vacancy shall be filled 
forthwith by the town manager for the unexpired term. Upon 
the appointment and qualification of a principal assessor and 
assessors as provided in this section the terms of offices of the 
assessors then in office shall terminate. The principal assessor 
and assessors appointed hereunder shall organize for the proper 
conduct of their duties and shall possess all the powers and rights 
and be subject to all the duties and liabilities conferred or im- 
posed by law upon assessors of towns, but in the performance 
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of their duties they shall be subject to the general supervision 
and direction of the town manager. They shall be sworn to the 
faithful performance of their duties by the chairman of the 
board of selectmen, the town clerk, or by a justice of the peace. 


Section 22. Town Clerk — The town manager shall ap- 
point a suitably qualified person to the office of town clerk. The 
existing elective office of town clerk shall be continued until the 
person appointed to said office of town clerk shall have quali- 
fied, at which time the elective office of town clerk shall termi- 
nate. The town clerk shall have the powers, perform the duties 
and be subject to the liabilities and penalties now or hereafter 
conferred or imposed by law upon town clerks. He shall be 
sworn to the faithful performance of his duties by the chairman 
of the board of selectmen or by a justice of the peace. The town 
clerk shall serve ex officio as clerk of the board of selectmen. 
The town clerk shall be subject to the general supervision and 
direction of the town manager in the performance of his duties. 


Section 23. Town Treasurer — The town manager shall 
appoint a suitably qualified person to the office of town treas- 
urer. The existing elective office of town treasurer shall be con- 
tinued until the person appointed to said office of town treas- 
urer shall have qualified, at which time the elective office of 
town treasurer shall terminate. The town treasurer shall have 
the powers, perform the duties, and be subject to the liabilities 
and penalties now or hereafter conferred or imposed by law up- 
on town treasurers but in the conduct of his office he shall be 
subject to the supervision and direction of the town manager. 
Whenever it shall be necessary to execute any deed conveying 
land, or any other instrument required to carry into effect any 
vote of the town, the same shall be executed by the treasurer 
in behalf of the town, unless the town shall vote otherwise. The 
town treasurer shall execute a bond in favor of the town for the 
faithful performance of his duties in such sum and with such 
surety or securities as may be fixed or approved by the selectmen. 
The town treasurer shall be sworn to the faithful performance 
of his duties by the chairman of the board of selectmen, the 
town clerk, or by a justice of the peace. 


Section 24. Collector of ‘Taxes — The town manager shall 
appoint a suitably qualified person to the office of collector of 
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taxes. The existing elective office of collector of taxes shall be 
continued until the person appointed to said office of collector 
of taxes shall have qualified, at which time the elective office 
of collector of taxes shall terminate. The collector of taxes shall 
have the powers, perform the duties and be subject to the lia- 
bilities and penalties now or hereafter conferred or imposed by 
law upon collectors of taxes except that in the performance of 
his duties he shall be subject to the general supervision and di- 
rection of the town manager. The collector of taxes shall exe- 
cute a bond in favor of the town for the faithful performance 
of his duties in such a sum and such surety or securities as may 
be fixed or approved by the selectmen. The collector of taxes 
shall be sworn to the faithful performance of his duties by the 
chairman of the board of selectmen, the town clerk, or by a 
justice of the peace. 


Section 25. Town Accountant — The town manager shall 
appoint a suitably qualified person to the office of town ac- 
countant. The town accountant in office when this act becomes 
effective shall continue in office, subject to the provisions of 
chapter thirty-one if applicable, but otherwise subject to re- 
moval by the town manager as provided herein. Except as oth- 
erwise provided in this act, the town accountant shall have the 
powers, perform the duties and be subject to the liabilities and 
penalties now or hereafter conferred or imposed by law upon 
town accountants but in the performance of his duties he shall 
be subject to the general supervision and direction of the town 
manager. The town accountant shall be sworn to the faithful 
performance by the chairman of the board of selectmen, the 
town clerk, or by a justice of the peace. 


LEGAL AFFAIRS 


Section 26. Appointment of Town Counsel — The town 
manager shall annually appoint an attorney-at-law to act as 
town counsel, who shall draft all bonds, deeds, leases, obliga- 
tions, conveyances and other legal instruments and shall per- 
form such other legal services as requested of him, by vote of the 
town, by the town manager, or by any board of town officers. 
Also, when so requested he shall furnish a written opinion on 
any question that may be submitted to him, and he shall at all 
times upon the request of the town manager furnish legal advice 
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to any officer of the town who may require his advice upon any 
subject concerning the duties of such officer. He shall prosecute 
all suits or other legal proceedings ordered to be brought by the 
town or by the town manager or by the board of selectmen, and 
shall appear before the courts of the Commonwealth in defense 
of all actions or suits brought against the town or its officers in 
their official capacity, and shall try and argue any and all 
causes in which the town shall be a party or before any board 
of referees or commission and shall appear at any and all hear- 
ings on behalf of the town whenever his services may be re- 
quired. 


FISCAL AFFAIRS 


Section 27. Approval of Warrants — The town manager 
shall be the chief fiscal officer of the town. Warrants for the 
payment of town funds prepared by the town accountant in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of section fifty-six of Chapter 
forty-one of the General Laws shall be submitted to the town 
manager. [he approval of any such warrant by the town man- 
ager shall be sufficient authority to authorize payment by the 
town treasurer, but the selectmen shall approve all warrants in 
the event of the absence of the town manager or a vacancy 
in the office of town manager. 


Section 28. Investigation of Claims — Whenever any pay 
roll, bill or other claim against the town is presented to the town 
manager he shall, if the same seems to him to be of doubtful 
validity, excessive in amount, or otherwise contrary to the in- 
terests of the town, refer it to the selectmen who shall imme- 
diately investigate the facts and determine what, if any, pay- 
ment should be made. Pending such investigation and determi- 
nation by the selectmen, payment shall be withheld. 


Section 29. Receipts Paid to Treasury -— Every officer 
shall pay into the treasury of the town all amounts received by 
him on behalf of the town, and shall make a true return thereof 
to the town accountant stating the accounts upon which such 
amounts were received. 


Section 30. Fees Paid to Treasury —‘The aggregate an- 
nual compensation of each town employee appointed by the 
manager shall be limited to the amount established in accord- 
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ance with the provisions of this act and all fees received in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of any general or special law shall 
be paid into the treasury of the town. 


Section 31. Certain Town Offices Not to Make Contracts 
With the Town — It shall be unlawful for any selectman, the 
town manager, any member of the school committee, or any 
other elective or appointive official, except as otherwise pro- 
vided by this act or any other provision of law, directly or in- 
directly to make a contract with the town, or to receive any 
commission, discount, bonus, gift, contribution or reward from, 
or any share in the profits of, any person or corporation making 
or performing such a contract, unless the official concerned, 
immediately upon learning of the existence of such a contract, 
or that such a contract is proposed, shall notify the selectmen 
in writing of the contract and of the nature of his interest there- 
in and shall abstain from doing any official act on behalf of the 
town in reference thereto. Violation of any provision of this sec- 
tion shall render the contract in respect to which such violation 
occurs voidable at the option of the town. Any person violating 
any provision of this section shall be punished by a fine of not 
more than five thousand dollars, or by imprisonment for not 
more than three years, or by both such fine and imprisonment. 


Section 32. Estimates of Expenditures — On or before the 
first day of December of each year, the town manager shall sub- 
mit to the selectmen a careful, detailed estimate in writing of 
the probable expenditures of the town government for the en- 
suing fiscal year, stating the amount required to meet the interest 
and maturing bonds and notes or other outstanding indebted- 
ness of the town, and showing specifically the amount necessary 
to be provided for each fund and department, together with a 
statement of the expenditures of the town for the same purposes 
in the two preceding years and an estimate of the expenditures 
for the current year. He shall also submit a statement showing 
all revenues received by the town in the two preceding fiscal 
years together with an estimate of the receipts of the current 
year and an estimate of the amount of income from all sources 
of revenue exclusive of taxes upon property in the ensuing year. 
He shall report the probable amount required to be levied and 
raised by taxation to defray all expenses and liabilities of the 
town together with an estimate of the tax rate necessary to raise 
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said amount. For the purpose of enabling the town manager to 
make up the annual estimate of expenditures, all boards, offi- 
cers, and committees of the town shall, upon his written re- 
quest, furnish all information in their possession and submit to 
him in writing a detailed estimate of the appropriations required 
for the efficient and proper conduct of their respective depart- 
ments during the next fiscal year. Failure of any elected or 
appointed officer of the town to comply with this section shall 
be deemed nonfeasance of office and shall be sufficient cause 
for his removal. 


Section 33. Annual Budget— The selectmen shall con- 
sider the tentative budget submitted by the town manager and 
make such recommendations relative thereto as they deem ex- 
pedient and proper in the interests of town. On or before the 
twentieth day of December of each year the selectmen shall 
transmit a copy of the budget together with their recommenda- 
tions relative thereto to each member of the finance committee. 


FINANCE COMMITTEE 


Section 34. Appointment of Finance Committee — There 
shall be a finance committee consisting of nine registered voters 
of the town. No elective or appointive officer or town employee 
shall be eligible to serve on said committee. The moderator 
elected under the provisions of this act in the year nineteen 
hundred and fifty-six shall forthwith appoint three members of 
the finance committee for terms of one year, three members for 
terms of two years, and three members for terms of three years. 
At each annual town meeting thereafter the moderator shall 
appoint three members of said committee for terms of three 
years. The terms of office of said members shall commence i1m- 
mediately upon their qualification and shall expire at the final 
adjournment of the annual town meeting at which their suc- 
cessors are appointed. Said committee shall choose its own offi- 
cers and shall serve without pay. It shall cause to be kept a 
true record of its proceedings. Upon the appointment and 
qualification of a finance committee as provided herein the 
terms of office of all members of the then existing committee 
shall terminate. 


Section 35. Appointments to Fill Vacancies— ‘The said 
committee shall fill any vacancy which may occur in its member- 
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ship, by vote, an attested copy of which shall be sent by its sec- 
retary to the town clerk. If any member is absent from five 
consecutive meetings of said committee, except in case of illness, 
his position shall be deemed vacant and shall be filled as herein 
provided. The term of office of any person chosen to fill a 
vacancy shall expire at the final adjournment of the next suc- 
ceeding annual town meeting, and the moderator shall appoint 
his successor to complete the unexpired term of the member in 
whose office such vacancy originally occurred. 


Section 36. Consideration of Town Warrant — All arti- 
cles in any warrant for a town meeting except articles providing 
for election of town officers and except zoning articles shall be 
referred to the finance committee for its consideration. The ~ 
selectmen after drawing any such warrant shall transmit im- 
mediately a copy thereof to each member of said committee. 
A public hearing shall be held at least ten days before the an- 
nual town meeting upon all articles in the warrant for such 
meeting and a notice of such hearing shall be given by posting 
a copy thereof in at least three public places in the town not less 
than three days before the time of holding such hearing, and 
also to be given to the newspapers covering the town. The 
finance committee may hold a public hearing on any or all 
articles in the warrant for a special town meeting. Said com- 
mittee, after due consideration of the subject matter of such 
articles in any warrant, shall report thereon to the town meeting, 
in writing, such recommendations as it deems best for the 
interests of the town and its citizens. The report of the finance 
committee on such articles in the warrant for any annual town 
meeting shall be filed with the town clerk not later than the 
first Monday in February and the town clerk shall forthwith 
cause said report to be printed and a copy thereof to be dis- 
tributed prior to said meeting to each registered voter in the 
town. 


Section 37. Recommendations by Committee — It shall 
be the duty of the finance committee annually to consider the 
expenditures in previous years and the estimated requirements 
for the ensuing year as set forth in the budget submitted to them 
by the selectmen. The finance committee shall add to the state- 
ment of expenditures and estimates in the annual budget an- 
other column, giving the amounts which in its opinion should be 
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appropriated for the ensuing year, and shall further add thereto 
such explanations and suggestions relating to the proposed ap- 
propriations as it may deem expedient, and report thereon as 
provided in section thirty-five. 


Section 38. Free Access to Financial Data— In the dis- 
charge of its duty, said finance committee shall have the free 
access to all books of records and accounts, bills and vouchers on 
which money has been or may be paid from the town treasury. 
Officers, boards and committees of the town shall, upon written 
request, furnish said committee with facts, figures and any other 
information pertaining to their several activities. 


Section 39. Annual Report — It shall be the duty of the 
finance committee to make an annual report of its doings, with 
recommendations relative to financial matters and the conduct 
of town business, which shall be included in the annual town 
report. 


RECALL 


Section 40. Holder of an Elective Office May Be Re- 
called — Any holder of an elective office may be recalled there- 
from by the registered voters of the town as herein provided. 


Section 41. Recall Petition, Preparation, Filing — Any 
ten registered voters of the town may file with the town clerk 
an affidavit containing the name of the officer sought to be 
recalled and a statement of the grounds for recall. The town 
clerk shall thereupon deliver to said voters making the affidavit 
copies of petition blanks demanding such recall, printed forms 
of which shall be kept available. The blanks shall be issued by 
the town clerk with his signature and official seal attached 
thereto. ‘They shall be dated, shall be addressed to the selectmen, 
and shall contain the names of the ten persons to whom they 
were issued, the name of the person whose recall is sought, the 
grounds for the recall as stated in the affidavit, and shall de- 
mand the election of a successor in the said office. A copy of the 
petition shall be entered in a record book to be kept in the 
office of the town clerk. The recall petition shall be returned 
and filed with the town clerk within twenty days after the filing 
of the affidavit, and shall have been signed by at least ten per 
cent of the registered voters of the town, who shall add to their 
signatures the street and number, if any, of their residences. The 
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town clerk shall submit the petition to the registrars of voters in 
the town, and the registrars shall forthwith certify thereon the 
number of signatures which are names of registered voters of 
the town. | 


Section 42. Removal and Election — If the petition shall 
be found and certified by the town clerk to be sufficient, he shall 
submit the same with his certificate to the selectmen without 
delay, and the selectmen shall forthwith give written notice of 
the receipt of the certificate to the officer sought to be recalled, 
and shall, if the officer does not resign within five days there- 
after, thereupon order an election to be held on a Monday fixed 
by them not less than twenty-five nor more than thirty-five days 
after the date of the town clerk’s certificate that a sufficient pe- 
tition is filed; provided, however, that if any other town election 
is to occur within sixty days after the date of the certificate, the 
selectmen shall postpone the holding of the recall election to the 
date of such other election. If a vacancy occurs in said office 
after a recall election has been ordered, the election shall never- 
theless proceed as provided in this act. 


Section 43. Nomination of Candidates — The question of 
recalling any number of officers may be submitted at the same 
election. But as to each officer whose recall is sought there shall 
be a separate ballot. The nomination of candidates to succeed 
an officer whose recall is sought, the publication of the warrant 
for the recall election and the conduct of such election shall be 
in accordance with the provisions of the General Laws. 


Section 44. Ballots — Ballots used in a recall election shall 
submit the following propositions in the order indicated :— 


For the recall of (name of officer). 
Against the recall of (name of officer). 


Immediately at the right of each proposition there shall be 
a square in which the voter, by making a cross mark (X), may 
vote for either of the said propositions. Under the proposition 
shall appear the word “Candidates” the directions to voters re- 
quired by the General Laws, and beneath this the names of the 
candidates nominated as hereinbefore provided. 


Section 45. Election — If a majority of the votes cast on 
the question of recalling an officer shall be against his recall, he 
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shall continue in office but subject to recall as provided in 
this act. If a majority of such votes be for the recall of the officer 
designated on the ballot, he shall, regardless of any defects in 
the recall petition be deemed removed from office. When an 
officer is recalled from office, the candidate to succeed the offi- 
cer recalled shall be determined in accordance with the provi- 
sions of the General Laws. 


Section 46. Election in Event of Resignation — If an of- 
fice in regard to which a sufficient recall petition is filed becomes 
vacant before the ballots are printed, the election shall be held 
as hereinbefore provided, except that the title of the ballot shall 
be “Town Election” that the propositions in regard to the recall 
shall be omitted from the ballot, and that above the names of 
the candidates there shall appear on the ballot the words “Can- 
didates to succeed (name of officer) resigned.” (If he resigns 
his office). 


Section 47. Subsequent Recall —No recall petition shall 
be filed against an officer within three months after he takes 
office, nor in the case of an officer subjected to a recall election 
and not recalled thereby, until at least three months after the 
election at which his recall was submitted to the voters of the 
town. 


Section 48. Person Recalled Not to Be Appointed to Any 
Town Office Within Five Years — No person who has been re- 
called from an office, or who has resigned from office while 
recall proceedings were pending against him, shall be appointed 
to any town office within five years after such recall or such 
resignation. 


Section 49. Duties of Certain Town Officials Relative to 
Election — It shall be the duty of the selectmen and the town 
clerk in office and any other town official upon whom by reason 
of his office a duty devolves under the provisions of this act, to 
comply with all the requirements of law relating to elections, 
to the end that all things may be done necessary for the nomi- 
nation and election of the officers first to be elected under this 
act. It shall be the duty of the selectmen and the town clerk 
in office and any other town official upon whom by reason of 
his office a duty devolves under the provisions of this act, to 
comply with all the requirements of law relating to elections, to 
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the end that all things may be done necessary for the acceptance 
of this act by the voters of the town in time to set up the select- 
man-manager form of government in the town at the annual 
election in nineteen hundred and fifty-six. 


Section 50. Separability — So far as this act may provide, 
each section of this act shall be construed as separate to the 
end that if any section, sentence, clause or phrase shall be held 
invalid for any reason, the remainder of the act shall continue 
in full force. 


Section 51. This act shall be submitted for acceptance to 
the qualified voters of the town of Burlington at a special elec- 
tion called for the purpose. The vote shall be taken by ballot in 
accordance with the provisions of the General Laws, so far as 
the same shall be applicable. In answer to the question, which 
shall be placed upon the official ballot to be used at said meet- 
ing:—“Shall an act passed by the general court in the year 
nineteen hundred and fifty-six, entitled ‘An Act to establish the 
Selectman-Manager form of government in the town of Burling- 
ton’ be accepted by this town?”. If a majority of the voters 
voting on this question shall vote in the affirmative, said act 
shall take effect immediately for the purposes of the town elec- 
tion to be on the first Monday of March, nineteen hundred 
fifty-six and for all things pertaining thereto, and shall take full 
effect upon the qualification of the majority of the selectmen 
first elected as provided in section two of this act. If a majority 
of the voters voting on this question shall vote in the negative, 
the question shall again be placed upon the ballot for the annual 
election in the year nineteen hundred and fifty-seven, and if then 
a majority of the voters voting on this question shall vote in the 
negative, the question shall again be placed upon the ballot for 
the annual town election in the year nineteen hundred and fifty- 
eight. If at any election a majority of the voters voting in the 
affirmative on the question, said act shall take effect immedi- 
ately for the purposes of the town election. 


Section 52. At any time after the expiration of five years 
and within six years from the date in which this act is operative, 
and not less than ninety days before the date of an annual 
meeting, a petition, signed by not less than ten per cent of the 
registered voters of the town, may be filed with the selectmen, 
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requesting that the question of revoking the acceptance of this 
act be submitted to the voters. Thereupon the selectmen shall 
call a town meeting to be held at a date not later than forty- 
five days after the filing of the petition, but not between the 
first day of June and the first Tuesday of September, both dates 
inclusive. At such a meeting the vote shall be taken in answer 
to the following question which shall be printed on the official 
ballot: “Shall the acceptance by the town of Burlington of an 
act passed by the General Court in the year nineteen hundred 
and fifty-six, entitled ‘An Act to establish the town manager 
form of government in the town of Burlington’ be revoked?”. 
If such a revocation is favored by a majority of the voters voting 
thereon by ballot, the acceptance of this act shall be revoked and 
this act shall become null and void beginning with the annual 
town meeting next following such vote, which meeting shall be 
held at such time, in conformity with general law, as may be 
determined by vote of the town; provided, that all town officers 
holding office under this act shall continue to hold office until 
their successors have been duly qualified. At the first annual 
town election following such a vote of revocation the registered 
voters of the town shall elect by ballot all elective officers and 
boards whose election to office was required prior to the ac- 
ceptance of this act and the terms of office shall be so arranged 
that there shall be elected annually thereafter such officers as 
were elected annually prior to the acceptance of this act. It 
shall be the duty of the selectmen and the town clerk in office 
and any other town official upon whom by reason of his office 
a duty devolves when this act is revoked, to comply with all 
the requirements of this section relating to election, to the end 
that all things may be done necessary for the nomination and 
election of the officers required to be elected following the revo- 
cation of this act. The said revocation shall not affect any con- 
tract then existing or any action at law or suit in equity or other 
proceeding then pending, with the exception of any contract 
made by the town with the town manager then in office, whose 
office shall be abolished at the time of the annual town meeting 
next following such vote of revocation and who shall receive 
compensation in full to such date. Any special laws relative to 
said town which are repealed by this act shall be revived by 
such revocation. Any by-law in force when such revocation takes 
effect, so far as consistent with general laws respecting town 
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government and town officers and with said special laws, shall 
not be affected thereby. 


And you are directed to serve this Warrant, by posting up 
attested copies thereof, one at the Billboard at Carbone’s Store 
in Winnmere, one at the Billboards on Wilmington Road, 
Wood’s Corner, and one on the Billboard at the. Town Hall, in 
said ‘Town of Burlington seven days at least before the time of 
holding said meeting.

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REPORT OF THE 
BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


The Board of Selectmen met and organized March 8, 1955. 
David M. Ward was elected Chairman and James C. Piper, Jr., 
was appointed Clerk of the Board. Other appointments were 
Thomas E. Murray, Superintendent of Highways, and Fred 
Pimentel, Inspector of Buildings. Early in the year the meeting 
night was changed to Wednesday and the Board met every 
Wednesday night. 

In March, Sidney Brown resigned as Acting-Chief of the 
Fire Department, on account of his health. His resignation was 
accepted with regret and Herbert Crawford was appointed Act- 
ing-Chief, and later was made Permanent Chief, appointed from 
the Civil Service List. Thomas J. Mohan who had been ap- 
pointed Town Accountant in February, also resigned in March 
on account of his health. His resignation was accepted with re- 
gret and James Parker was appointed ‘Town Accountant. 

In accordance with the vote at the Annual Town Meeting, 
to appoint a General Clerk for the Town Hall, Mrs. Margaret 
Piper was appointed on April 17, 1955. On the advice of her 
Doctor, Mrs. Piper resigned in November. Her resignation was 
accepted with regret, and the present clerk, Mrs. Mary Layton, 
was appointed. 

Industrial valuation has increased over One Million Dol- 
lars with the four factories now under construction, or complet- 
ed, along Route 128. 

New residential developments are continuing to open up 
every month. In our capacity as Board of Health we supervise 
these developments with an eye to drainage and sanitation, 
(septic tanks). Most of the Developers are co-operative and the 
projects are a real asset to the Town. With factories locating in 
Burlington it is safe to say that home building will continue for 
some time. 

The population of Burlington as of January 1, 1955, accord- 
ing to the State census was 5225. Many families have moved 
into ‘Town since that date. 

One of the projects to which we have given much time 
and attention this year is Sidewalks. Under the direction of 
_ Superintendent of Highways, Thomas E. Murray, the sidewalk 
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was continued from Vincent’s Store in Winnmere, along Winn 
Street, past the Memorial School, to Centre Street. This year 
we hope to have an appropriation to construct a sidewalk from 
Lexington Street along Bedford Street. Construction of a side- 
walk, from Cronin’s Gas Station, along the State Road to Rita 
Avenue, at Doucette’s, has finally been “OKED” by the State 
and work should begin in the Spring. The Town has already 
appropriated $1000. for this project. 

We feel that the Town has progressed this year with all 
departments working along in harmony. For this we are grate- 
ful. 

We again urge any residents of the Town who are dissat- 
tisfied with conditions to take the matter up with the Depart- 
ment under which the problem comes. In a Town growing as 
fast as Burlington, problems are bound to arise. Your Town 
Officials are ready and willing to discuss these problems with 
you. We will do all in our power to remedy the conditions, if 
they are brought to our attention.

REPORT OF THE 
MEMORIAL SCHOOL PLAQUE COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of Burlington: 

By your affirmative vote on the motion under Article 44 at 
the Adjourned Town Meeting of April 4th, 1955, the Board of 
Selectmen and a committee of the Burlington Allied Veterans 
Council met several times and decided upon a Bronze Plaque 
inscribed to the men of Burlington who gave their lives in World 
War I, World War II and the Korean Conflict. The Plaque was 
erected at the entrance to the Memorial School and unveiled 
and dedicated Memorial Day, May 30, 1955. 

The unveiling of the Plaque was by the Gold Star Mothers 
of Burlington, who also placed at the Plaque a wreath from 
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the Town in homage to its War Dead. The dedication was by 
the Honorable David M. Ward, Chairman, Board of Selectmen, 
and acceptance of the Plaque into the care of the School De- 
partment was made by the Honorable Charles L. McGinnis, 
Member, School Committee. ‘The invocation attendant to the 
ceremony was given by Reverend Sidney D. King, Pastor, 
Church of Christ, and the Benediction by Reverend Father Wil- 
liam Anderson, Curate, St. Margaret’s Church. 

Participating in the dedication were veteran, school and 
clvic organizations of the Town who marched to the ceremony 
from Memorial Day Services at Chestnut Hill Cemetery. Many 
men and women of Burlington were present on the school 
grounds. 

Of the $700.00 appropriated under Article 44, the com- 
mittee spent $487.08 for the Plaque, light, and erection.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF PUBLIC WELFARE 


OLD AGE ASSISTANCE 
Our payroll records indicate that from September 1953 
through September 1955 there was a decrease of thirteen cases, 
and yet eleven new applicants for Old Age Assistance was ap- 
proved in that period. In this brief time, 24 cases were closed. 
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This shows the general trend that is prevalent in our Town to- 
day. Through increases and expansion of coverage by Social 
Security, new applicants have lessened and many are ineligible 
due to their income from Old Age and Survivors Insurance. In 
the not too distant future we will be assisting the medically in- 
digent only, which covers the vast category of people whose in- 
come is sufficient for their basic needs, but lack the resources 
necessary to meet the cost of medical care and attention. 

An analysis showing the increase in medical cost and total 
expenditure and receipts is inserted for your general review.

Mr. Johnson is very familiar with all the undertakings 
in the cemetery and the locations of individual graves, which 
proves a tremendous help to Mr. Perrin. Mr. Perrin, at the 
present time is making an addition to our present tool house 
which has been needed for some time. He has painted all water 
faucets to make them easily accessible for watering flowers and 
it is our intention to extend some of the water lines this year. 

The Olde Burial Ground is a point of interest for many 
passersby and to new inhabitants of the town and we sincerely 
wish that this cemetery may be fenced in some day and kept as 
a memorial to our forefathers. Many of the slate stones seem 
to be an attraction for vandals and are very hard to repair and 
some of them have been broken beyond repair.

REPORT OF TAX COLLECTOR 


To the Citizens of Burlington: 

Once more it is possible to show (in tax dollars) the rapid 
growth of our community during the past year. In 1954 the total 
commitment of all types of taxes combined amounted to $380,- 
321.10. This year this total amounts to the impressive figure of 
$464,058.42. This represents a 22% increase.

Because the Real Estate Tax is by far the largest item it 
may be of interest to see what actually happens to it in a year’s 
time.

Thus the collector’s books show that 91% of the real estate 
levy has been honored, 91% of the personal property levy, 86% 
of the °55 excise levy and 97% of the poll tax levy. The ac- 
countant’s report will show a complete list of outstanding taxes. 

The reason for the poor showing in excise is neither the 
fault of the collector nor of the assessors’ office. These two de- 
partments have always worked very closely together. Excises 
‘come through from the Registry of Motor Vehicles in batches 
throughout the year and when a particularly large commitment 
comes through in December it shows up as uncollected on Jan- 
uary one. 

The following amount, representing all taxes and interest 
collected during the year with certain fees and charges, has been 
turned over to the treasurer $437,069.76 

Since the town is growing so fast, it might be well to con- 
sider the advisability of putting the collector’s office on a full- 
time basis. Since I do not wish to become a full-time collector I 
am merely suggesting the following solutions in the interest of 
good government and good service. One—that the town consider 
consolidating the offices of collector and treasurer, giving the 
responsible party a substantial salary of at least $4500 and sup- 
plying him with a clerk at an appropriate salary. One man will 
not be able to carry both jobs alone on a mere forty hours a 
week, believe me. Two—place the collector on a full-time basis, 
offering him a substantial salary and the protection of civil 
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service and supplying him with a part-time clerk; or three— 
leave the collector as the responsible person on a part-time basis 
and subject to election each year but supplying him with a full- 
time clerk required to be bonded. 

I respectfully suggest that some thought be given to the 
above suggestions and that some action be taken next year at 
the next annual Town Election.

REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE 
To the Citizenry of Burlington: 


Viewed in retrospect, your School Committee feels that 
the year 1955 was one of considerable progress. While much was 
accomplished toward strengthening the school system and en- 
riching its program, many serious problems remain. 


The Union School was completely renovated and plans 
made for refurbishing the Annex; maintenance of the buildings 
progressed according to schedule; the athletic field nears com- 
pletion and will be ready for use next fall; full-time instructors 
were engaged for the Arts and Music programs; arrangements 
were made for Burlington to join the scholastic National Honor 
Society; revision was made of the salary structure for all school 
personnel; school openings were delayed due to the serious 
problems raised by the polio epidemic; transportation problems 
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arising from the heavy increase in enrollment necessitated con- 
stant attention; and contacts were maintained with School 
Committees from other towns and cities through the medium of 
various regional and state-wide conferences. These and many 
other matters occupied much of your Committee’s time and are 
more fully described in the report of Superintendent Lynch ap- 
pended herewith. 


As always, however, the welfare of the school child is upper- 
most in your Committee’s thoughts. Education is a sound and 
necessary investment in the future well-being of our Nation, our 
community and all of our citizens. Closely associated with this 
investment in education is the problem of securing and main- 
taining an adequate staff of competent teachers, administrative 
force and all other personnel involved in the operation of the 
school system. 


Your Committee appreciates very much the excellent co- 
operation extended by the PTA Association in re-awakening the 
citizens to the inescapable fact that our teachers work with Bur- 
lington’s most precious resource, its children. Child growth and 
development emphasizes that the physical, mental and emotional 
aspects of child life are closely interrelated with his school activ- 
ities. To the end that the school child shall have the utmost in 
assistance and guidance during his school day, your Committee 
has constantly kept in mind that the prestige and status of teach- 
ing must be comparable to other professions within our com- 
munity and that the salary structure must be so geared that 
Burlington may more adequately compete with others in secur- 
ing quality manpower. 


The tremendous and continuous influx of students has 
maintained a pace that has strained our school housing system to 
the utmost. It is with regret that your Committee must announce 
that double sessions for some grades will be inescapable in the 
next school year. Work is progressing in devising schedules to 
meet this contingency and further announcements will be made 
from time to time. 


Your Committee commends Superintendent Lynch and the 
entire administrative and teaching corps for their splendid co- 
operation in assisting the Committee toward its goal—the main- 
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tenance of an appropriate balance in the school system to insure 
wholesome, well-rounded development of the pupil with ade- 
quate provision for the stimulation and development of all chil- 
dren, including the retarded, the average, and the gifted child. 
To the parents who have expressed a lively interest in their 
child’s school problems—an accolade.

Report of the Superintendent 
To the School Committee 


Chairmen and Members: —In contemplating the many 
areas of the educational system, anyone of which could provide 
ample material for this, my annual report to you, I am again 
forced to devote a substantial portion of it to a matter of pri- 
mary concern to us. As is natural, I would much prefer to re- 
port on the accomplishments achieved the past year to further 
improve the conditions of the “learning situation’, the educa- 
tional tools, and the school plant. On these areas, I intend to 
dwell briefly. But, knowing your sentiments favor utilizing such 
a report as-a medium to inform the citizens of the town of vital 
issues confronting the system, especially when their solution rests 
ultimately with them, foremost consideration will be given to the 
problem of housing. 


A logical and comprehensive treatment of the subject sug- 
gests the following procedure: first, an explanation of how the 
housing facilities presently available are meeting the current 
needs; second, estimating the enrollment for September next 
and making known the plans for accommodating it; third, a 
brief yet comprehensive report on plans formulated by the 
School Building Committee for the erection of an elementary 
school; fourth, estimating the enrollment for September, 1957, 
and facilities needed to adequately house it. 
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Below are the official enrollment figures which will be used 
as the basis of reasoning on certain items.

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It should be noted here that, for all intents and purposes, 
a total enrollment figure for the junior and senior high grades 
would have sufficed for this deliberation. The fact is that where 
departmentalized instruction prevails, as it does in these grades, 
the educational program, rather than enrollment, primarily de- 
termines the classroom needs. By that is meant that if there were 
need to alleviate a housing situation in these grades, assuming 
no other accommodations are available, the solution more than 
likely would be resolved by the elimination of one or more sub- 
jects outside of the realm of the basic curriculum. 

From the facts above, it is evident that all available class- 
room facilities are currently being utilized. However, this does 
not necessarily mean that the existing accommodations are sat- 
isfactory in so far as ideal educational specifications are con- 
cerned. As a matter of fact, a comparison of the enrollment in 
certain grades as of January 6 this year with the number of 
rooms available for these grades reveals a significant fact. An ex- 
amination of the data shows that the pupil-teacher ratio in 
grades 3, 4, and 5 approximates 40, 10 above the system’s de- 
sired norm of 30, 15 above educators’ ideal class-size of 25. In so 
far as this matter relates to the high school, the situation is sat- 
isfactory at the moment. 


In estimating next September’s enrollment the major 
factor determining it will be the influx of new families resulting 
from the tempo of home construction. For this reason, no use 
will be made, as in the past, of formulae devised for projecting 
enrollment data. They are intended for communities experienc- 
ing normal growth, of which class Burlington is not. Rather, 
here and now, an attempt will be made, using the pupil increase 
of this past fall as a basis, first, to evaluate the influence the 
home construction factor has on school membership; second, to 
reason what may be expected in home construction in the 
months to come; third, to correlate this data for the purpose of 
estimating enrollment figures for the fall. 

A glance at the official figures shows that the system expe- 
rienced in a year’s time ending October 1st last an increase in 
enrollment of 284 pupils. Breaking it down, it amounted to 182 
in the elementary grades, 102 in the high school. 

It is possible to determine to what extent new families affect 
school membership providing certain information is available. 
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It is necessary to know the number of new families that have 
settled in the town within a specified period, as well as the in- 
crease in school enrollment during the same period. For the 
past calendar year 526 construction permits, a figure not to be 
overlooked, and approximately 350 occupancy permits were is- 
sued. A comparison of the school enrollment figures for January 
25, 1955, and January 6, 1956, shows an increase of 286 pupils. 
Dividing the enrollment increase of 286 by the homes occupied 
numbering 350 shows that each new home contributed .8 (eight- 
tenths) of a child to the school membership. Lest it be judged 
this finding is not valid because no allowance has been made for 
first-graders who have been in town for a year or more, it can be 
argued conversely that no concession has been made for pupils 
who have left school or transferred elsewhere. In addition, statis- 
ticians versed on the matter predict that each year will witness 
a rise in this ratio, and a study of the school census figures of 
last October reveals that a substantial number of new families 
will have children entering the first grade come September. In 
any event, an allowance will be made when estimating figures. 


Evidence available at the moment testifies to the fact that 
home construction scheduled this year will so exceed last year’s 
as to appear unbelievable. It is explained by the fact that a year 
ago home construction on a large scale was still in its infancy 
stage in so far as Burlington was concerned. That is to say that 
a year ago the building boom was just getting underway, today 
it is well underway, and for how long a period it will continue 
is something that is beyond the comprehension of the writer. 


The fact is that figures as of now (January 23) of proposed 
home construction for the ensuing year already exceed last year’s 
total of 526. They include large-scale developments only, some 
of which have already been approved by the duly authorized 
officials or boards of the town, others awaiting approval, and 
still others in the blueprint stage, with no consideration to the 
individual homes to be built. They total 560 and include the 
following developments: Arlington St. (Whitten), 52; Moun- 
tain Rd., 34; Cambridge St. (Freeman), 49; Simonds property, 
55; Cedar St., 35; Cambridge St. (Miller), 128; Turnpike and 
Bedford St. (Corcoran and Jones), 50; Sandy Brook (Tuck), 
37; Rebob Farm (Stabile), 32; Stoney Brook Rd. (Roberto), 
20; Woodhill (Kenny), 50; Winn St. (near Lowell), 18. 
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It may be that permits for a small percentage of the homes 
listed in the above developments are included in last year’s fig- 
ures. If such is the case it partially accounts for the 175 con- 
struction permits unaccounted for. On a recent tour of the town 
(January 7) for the purpose of checking school bus mileage, it 
was a surprise to observe a minimum of fifty homes under con- 
struction. This activity, it is presumed, is also a factor in ac- 
counting for this figure, the balance of which should also be 
added to this year’s building. 

In summation, taking into consideration, on the one hand, 
that the year is just beginning, and, on the other, that rarely 
does a builder succeed in constructing the number of homes 
planned, it is conservatively estimated that 550 homes will be 
built this year. 


On the basis of the above, it is a matter of simple arithme- 
tic to compute enrollment figures. Multiplying 550, the homes 
estimated, by .8 school children per new home, an estimated 
increase of 440 is the product. Adding this figure to the enroll- 
ment of October 1 last, 1332, an estimated total enrollment of 
1772 is obtained. Assuming the increase in the elementary and 
higher grades to be in the same ratio as for the past fall, 182 to 
102, or approximately 9 to 5, September next will witness an 
increase of 280 for a total of 1143 in the elementary grades, an 
increase of 160 for a total of 629 in the high school. 


Incidentally, it should be explained that the research and 
reasoning involved in this treatise is not the sole effort of the 
author. It has likewise been the source of much thought and de- 
liberation by the School Committee and the School Building 
Committee. Here is merely being expressed their reasoning, 
findings and conclusions on the subject. 

The School Committee has taken steps to meet the impend- 
ing problems. Plans have been made to put into effect next Sep- 
tember the two-platoon system, a solution not desired but, in this 
instance, unavoidable. The schedule as planned will not disturb 
the length of the school day for the elementary grades, a move 
which is educationally sound. Their school day will remain the 
same as now, except that the grades to be housed in the Union 
School and Annex, four classes of the fourth grade and the en- 
tire fifth and sixth, will start and end school one-half hour earl- 
ier. ‘This innovation will alleviate transportation difficulties in 
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that it will provide for a more equal distribution of children to 
be transported at a particular time. Grades one, two and three 
plus two classes of fourth grade children living in close proximity 
to the school, including the Winnmere and Peach Orchard 
Road Sections, will attend classes in the Memorial School. 


It is planned to have grades seven through twelve attend 
classes in the high school, grades 9-12 reporting in the morning, 
grades 7 and 8 in the afternoon. Of necessity, the school day 
must be curtailed, the morning session extending from 8:00 
A.M. to 12:30 P.M., the afternoon from 12:45 P.M. to approxi- 
mately 4:30 P.M. The educational program as now provided, 
however, will not be affected by the change. Provisions have 
been made for the addition of one teacher to each of the ses- 
sions, thereby permitting the program to remain unaltered. 


The School Building Committee has done a great deal in 
helping to solve the housing problem by virtue of the seriousness 
of purpose with which it operates, and the progress it has made 
in plans for erecting another elementary school. As of this mo- 
ment, it has decided the town has need of a second twenty room 
building to be built on the Simonds property near the junction of 
Francis Wyman Road and Bedford Street. Having come to this 
conclusion, it has taken the following steps in carrying out its 
duties as authorized by the townspeople: has taken an option on 
twelve plus acres of land, which site has been approved by the 
State Building Assistance Commission; has taken steps to pro- 
cure a right of way to the site from Francis Wyman Road; has 
caused a topographical map to be made of the area; following 
an examination of the professional reputation and past per- 
formance of interested architects, has retained the services of 
Messrs. Walker and Hanna, architects for the Memorial School, 
with whom it has met periodically to assist with the drawing of 
preliminary plans; and has authorized that borings and soil tests 
be made. Within the next two weeks it will have met with the 
School Building Assistance Commission for approval of plans, 
and with Mr. Herman Dine, State Director of Accounts, on 
relevant financial matters. 

It appears that by the time this report appears in print, the 
committee will be ready to make its recommendations to the 
town. It could conceivably happen that the committee, the same 
as the School Building Needs Committee, might also be in the 
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position to report on the need of the town’s purchasing other 
school sites at this time. 


The last statement brings this report to the fourth and last 
phase of the subject embodied herein, namely, estimating the 
enrollment for September, 1957, and facilities needed to ade- 
quately house it. ‘To attempt to do this on the meagre statistical 
data presently available for the period involved would be, in 
essence, pure speculation. ‘To do it by means of formulae used 
for projecting figures, as was mentioned above, is not desired. 
Rather, inasmuch as the sole objective here is to point out that 
an additional twenty room building will not completely solve the 
housing problem, the author ventures to say, reasoning a priori, 
that the increase in school enrollment for the year ending Octo- 
ber 1, 1957, will equal that of the previous year ending October 
on 096; 


It will be recalled that it was conservatively estimated above 
that next September’s elementary enrollment will approximate 
1150. That was on the basis of home construction planned as 
of now (January 23). To assume that additional home construc- 
tion will continue at a high level of activity for sometime to 
come, is not presumptuous. That statement is made in view of 
the experience of having construction planned for one year car- 
ried over to the next, and in the light of recent governmental 
action reviving the thirty year mortgage. That is the basis for 
estimating September, 1957, enrollment as conservatively 2150, 
1400 elementary children, 750 high school pupils.

To accommodate the enrollment for the fall of 1957, there 
will be need of forty-seven classrooms for the elementary grades, 
seven above the anticipated forty that will be available, with the 
secondary grades occupying the High, Union and Annex. These 
facilities will be needed provided the elementary grades main- 
tain a pupil-teacher ratio of thirty and all schools are operating 
on the regular school-day schedule. It is the basis of reasoning 
by those involved with the problem for suggesting a continuing 
study of adequate school housing. 
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In reporting briefly on other areas involved with the opera- 
tion of the school system, it can be said, generally, that the year 
1955 has been one of progress. 


With reference to the educational program being provided 
the children of Burlington, the past September saw it enriched 
with formal art and music programs for all grades. Supervisors 
in these areas testify to the fact that already much latent talent 
has been brought to light in their respective fields. 


The guidance department continues to perform services of 
inestimable value. Its success is due in great measure to its or- 
ganization which is framed around the particular needs of the 
students, rather than modeled after any single pattern. This de- 
partment, working closely with teachers and officials, organized 
the “grouping” plan. It was put into effect last September in the 
elementary grades following your vote of approval. Its objective, 
generally speaking, is to have the child experience a sense of 
belonging. Briefly, it is hoped that he, instinctively as it were, 
senses he belongs in the group, is happy, free from complexes, 
and is being challenged to work to his capacity. It is beneficial 
from the teacher’s point of view. It enables her to provide more 
individual attention due to the decrease in span of the varied 
levels of ability and achievement. 


To conform with this “grouping” plan, it was necessary to 
change the report card from the inadequate old-type form to a 
record of progress. The guidance department bore the brunt of 
the work and upon its completion, you, again, after proper study 
which involved further revision, voted its adoption. This record 
evaluates each child’s progress in relation to his mental capaci- 
ties. It gives a more complete picture of the pupil than the 
former, indicating progress in habits and attitudes along with 
progress in knowledge and skills. In addition, in grades 4-6, it 
ranks by letter the achievement of the child in relation to the 
whole grade. 


Your action of late in voting a substantial salary increase 
and in adopting a new salary schedule is ample testimony of 
your knowledge and high esteem of the teaching staff. It com- 
prises a group of conscientious individuals, fully aware of their 
responsibilities in the physical, mental, and moral development 
of the children of the community. 
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In reporting to you on the year’s work as outlined in the 
long-range maintenance schedule adopted in 1954, all projects 
as planned have been completed. It included the following in 
the high school: painting cafeteria, kitchen, back hallways, 
home economics room, shop, girls’ shower room and lavatory 
(first floor) ; replacing three unit vent radiators; applying treat- 
ment to cafeteria floor; replacing shades in cafeteria, home eco- 
nomics room and east side of classroom wing; stripping and 
finishing five classroom hardwood floors. In the annex, all win- 
dow sashes were replaced. 


This past year saw the renovation of the Union School 
completed. ‘The extensiveness of the project may be gathered 
from the work performed. It included: rewiring the building 
throughout; installing fluorescent fixtures; painting interior and 
exterior; installing new program and fire alarm bell systems and 
thermal units where needed; replacing approximately eighty per 
cent of the window sash; laying asphalt tile floor throughout on 
plywood base; providing tackboard, a stainless steel kitchen with 
modern equipment, drinking fountains, additional movable 
desks and chairs, and custodial storage and work area on each 
floor. It serves today as a functional school building, meeting all 
the requirements of the State Department of Public Safety. 


With the arrival of spring, plans for readying the new foot- 
ball field in the rear of the high school for fall use will be under- 
way. They include the rolling of the grass area, the installing of 
permanent metal goal posts, the applying of two coats of oil and 
sand on a four inch gravel base for the enlarged parking area, 
and the erecting of bleachers to accommodate three hundred. 
This field will also provide an area for carrying on the physical 
education program. It is expected that the financial return from 
the athletic events held here will permit a reduction in the 
financial outlay currently required for the athletic program. 


In conclusion, I again express my thanks to the parents, 
town officials, and school personnel for the splendid cooperation 
accorded me the past year. To you, the members of the School 
Committee, I express my sincere gratitude for your constructive 
suggestions, sincere effort in determining proper school policies, 
and loyal support.

Age of Admission 
Pupils entering the first grade in September 1956, must be 
five years of age on or before January 1, 1956. In other words, a 
child entering Grade One next September will have reached his 
sixth birthday on or before January 1 of the year 1957. 


Vaccination 
The state law requires all pupils attending public school to 
be vaccinated. Exceptions will be made of a child presenting a 
certificate signed by a registered physician to the effect that he 
has personally examined the child and found his physical condi- 
tion such that his health would be endangered by vaccination. 


Attendance 

Regular attendance is necessary to do satisfactory work. A 
written excuse from the parent or guardian is required for every 
absence, tardiness, or dismissal. No pupil is allowed to leave 
school during the session without permission from the Principal 
or Superintendent. Unless the pupil brings with him a written 
request for dismissal from his parents or guardian, he is per- 
mitted to leave only in case of emergency. 

Teachers may require pupils to attend the extra afternoon 
session if it is necessary for success in their work or for discipline. 


Report of School Physician 
To The Honorable School Committee: 
I hereby submit my report as School Physician for the Town 
of Burlington for the fiscal year 1955-1956. 
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Regular examinations of all students taking an active part 
in athletics and physical education have been completed. 


Examination of the 1, 2, 4, 7, 8, 9, 10th grades have been 
completed. 


Immunizations and booster injections were given to pupils 
who needed them. The poliomyelitis innoculations were given 
to the students in the Memorial School as designated by local 
board of health. A total of 195 students in the first and second 
grades were innoculated with the first poliomyelitis vaccine. 


All employees of the school cafeteria have been given a 
physical examination, blood Wasserman test, and chest x-ray. 


The following recommendations are respectfully submitted: 


iB. 


I recommend that a room be set aside for Audiometer 
testing of pupils in elementary grades. As of now, these 
examinations are carried out in the nurse’s room at the 
Memorial School and the absolute quiet which is neces- 
sary for a proper testing is not obtainable. 


The present and expected increase in student enroll- 
ment requires more and more of the time of the school 
nurse, Mrs. Julia Connors. At present, she is expected 
to supervise the health program of the three schools in 
town. I believe that in view of the expected increase in 
student enrollment, at least one other nurse should be 
appointed as school nurse with her office to be located 
either in the Union or High School. 


Sick children. The time of the school nurse is too val- 
uable, and her presence in the Memorial School so 
necessary to render proper care to the children in her 
charge, that I cannot see how she can be both a school 
nurse and a taxi driver at the same time. There are 
too many children attending school daily who, because 
of fever, severe upper-respiratory infection, rashes and 
numerous other ailments, have to be taken from school 
to their home by the school nurse. I wish to use this 
opportunity to advise the mothers to keep their children 
in bed if they are known to be sick, rather than risk 
obvious complications, and causing these infectious 
diseases to be spread among the child’s classmates. 
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Starting in the fiscal year 1955-1956, I hope to be able 
to set up an effective Medical Record Filing System. 
The purpose of this is to keep track of the pupils who 
have heart, lung, nervous, mental, and orthopedic 
disorders. This I believe of the utmost importance. In 
my opinion, and in the opinion of the school health 
authorities in the state, it is more important to keep 
complete up to date Medical Records on children with 
known disorders, rather than skim through a much 
larger number of normal fully developed pupils. It is 
the prime duty of the school physician, together with 
the parents and family physician, to keep abreast of the 
developments of these handicapped children by periodic 
examinations of their disorders. This is another reason 
for the need of another school nurse. 


During the unfortunate illness of Mrs. Connors, school 
nurse, I was glad to make almost daily visits to the school to 
check the health of the children during her absence.

I recommend that extra funds be appropriated to allow 
the purchase of more suitable athletic equipment. From 
what I have seen and heard it would appear that some 
of the equipment, for example shoulder pads, kidney 
pads, and knee pads are much too big for the average 
football player. I know, for a fact, that a number of 
minor injuries resulted in rather serious injuries be- 
cause of the faulty, ill fitting equipment. In one in- 
stance, a boy sustained a tear in his kidney which, 
fortunately, cleared up but could have resulted in death. 
This, I am sure, can be corrected, if not immediately 
at least in the near future. Under this heading, I’m 
compelled to advise the purchase of muscle condition- 
ing equipment to better prepare our sons and daughters 
for the competitive sports they participate in and equip- 
ment such as heat lamps to relax bruised, tired muscle 
that might otherwise result in sprains. 


The above recommendations are submitted with the hope 
that they will be considered and eventually acted upon. I fully 
realize that due to the limitations in the budget they can not all 
be acted upon immediately. However, it is my hope, that not 
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only as the school physician, but also as the father of two boys 
in school, that eventually, and in the not too distant future, some 
of these recommendations that I have submitted will be adopted.

Report of School Nurse 


To the Superintendent and School Committee: 


I hereby submit my report as School Nurse for the year 
Poo: 


I assisted the School Physician, Dr. Anthony Giangreco, in 
his examination of all pupils taking part in the Physical Educa- 
tion Program. 

Children in the fourth, seventh, and eleventh grades were 
also examined and parents notified of defects. About fifteen per 
cent of the children entering the first grade had examinations 
done by family physicians as advised by State Health regulations. 


An increase in the number of communicable diseases was 
reported during the year. 

Hearing tests were given by teachers and referrals exam- 
ined by Pure Tone Audiometer. In addition to the usual vision 
testing by teachers, referrals were examined by Dr. Sidney 
Adams. 

The dental clinic was conducted by Dr. Edward McCall 
who made twenty-five visits and completed fillings, extractions, 
and cleanings on two hundred and fifty children. 

The Well Child Conference sponsored by the Board of 
Health is conducted once each month at the Memorial School 
by Dr. Harriet Leach of Billerica assisted by Mrs. Julia Connors, 
R.N. Parents may bring their pre-school children by making 
appointments with School Nurse. 

I wish to thank the Superintendent of Schools, the School 
Committee, Dr. Anthony Giangreco, Board of Health, and all 
the teachers for the valuable assistance and cooperation.

It was unanimously voted that the town author- 
ize the ‘Town Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to 
borrow money from time to time in anticipation of the revenue 
of the financial year beginning January 1, 1956, and to issue a 
note or notes therefor, payable within one year, and to renew 
any note or notes as may be given for a period of less than one 
year in accordance with Section 17, Chapter 44, General Laws. 


After Article 3, a motion was made and seconded and so 
voted that we take up Articles 21, 22 and 23 respectively. 
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School — 


Article 21. A motion was made and seconded and it was 
so voted that the sum of $825,000.00 be raised and appropriated 
for the purpose of acquiring land by purchase, or by taking by 
right of eminent domain, and for constructing thereon and for 
originally equipping and furnishing an elementary school build- 
ing, and that to meet said appropriation the sum of $25,000.00 
be appropriated from available funds in the treasury, and that 
the Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, be and here- 
by is authorized to borrow the sum of $100,000.00 under author- 
ity of Chapter 44 of the General Laws and the sum of $700,000 
under authority of Chapter 645 of the Acts of 1948, as amended, 
and to issue bonds or notes of the town therefor payable in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of Chapter 44 of the General Laws 
so that the whole loan shall be paid in not more than twenty 
years from the date of issue of the first bond or note. 215 in 
favor and 2 opposed. 


Tellers appointed to count the vote were Charles J. Cav- 
alier, Woodhill Road; Edward L. Smith, Keans Road, and 
Thomas E. Murray, Skilton Lane. 


Article 22. It was unanimously voted that the sum of 
$2,000.00 be transferred from the New School Account to the 
Treasurer’s Expense Account.

and recommendations in a written report to the Town not later 
than September 1, 1956. 


An amendment to this motion was that a committee of five 
members be appointed from the floor—said committee to in- 
clude the Fire Chief, the President of the Firefighters Association, 
the Chairman of the Board of Selectmen, the Chairman of the 
Finance Committee and Mr. Douglas Forbes of the Planning 
Board. Said Committee to act as a Fire Station Building Com- 
mittee. After much discussion a substitute motion was made that 
a Town Purposes Building Needs Committee be accepted to 
consist of five (5) voters and five (5) others namely: Fire Chief, 
President of Firefighters Association, Chairman of the Board of 
Selectmen, Douglas Forbes, Chairman of Finance Committee, 
with special emphasis be placed on the need for a Fire Station, to 
report back to the Town in writing by September 1, 1956. At this 
time the tellers, Thomas Murray and Edmund Skelton, were ap- 
pointed to count the vote—those in favor, 72, those opposed, 65.

Unanimously voted that the sum of $1,000.00 
be raised and appropriated for fire alarm improvements, the 
same to be spent under the direction of the Selectmen. 


Article 20. Voted to lay this article on the table—relating 
to money for Board of Health expenses. 
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Article 24. A report of School Building Needs Committee 
read by Howard E. Bettinson— 


As a result of studies made by the School Building Needs 
Committee the following recommendations relative to the acqui- 
sition of additional school sites are made: (1) A suitable site of 
land be acquired for a school in the South section of the Town 
in the vicinity of Lexington Street, Stoney Brook Road and 
South Bedford Street. This area has shown a marked growth of 
new homes as more fully illustrated on the town map prepared 
for the School Building Needs Committee. 


(2) Another site of land be acquired in the North section 
of the town to serve the area encompassed by Wilmington Road, 
Cambridge Street, Winn Street, Locust Street and Mill Street as 
also shown on this map. 


The Committee is of the conviction that the construction of 
schools in these two areas will provide adequate elementary 
school housing and recommends favorable action on the appoint- 
ing of another school building committee as requested in Article 
25 of the warrant. 


From the available data as shown in the report of the School 
Building Committee this committee recommends strongly the 
purchase of sites in these areas as soon as possible.

Article 34. Unanimously voted that the sum of $350.00 be 
raised and appropriated for a walk and other improvements in 
the Millican-MacKenzie Memorial Plot and for maintenance of 
the Plot—the same to be spent under the direction of the Select- 
men in whose care the Memorial Plot is hereby invested, and 
that Memorial Plot Maintenance become a regular budget item 
each year beginning in 1957.

The land adjacent to the above streets is heavily populated 
and the streets are in fairly passable condition. ‘The cost to repair 
and construct the above is estimated at $10,000.00. 


We have not recommended Old Colony Road because the 
town still holds a bond on it from the Contractor, and it will not 
be released until the street is put in acceptable condition. 


We have not recommended Moline Road because the cost 
for repairs and construction of it estimated at $1,800.00 is not 
warranted by the number of abutters. The present street is in 
poor condition and until the abutters can improve it to a point 
where it can be accepted, the Planning Board cannot recommend 
it. 

We have not recommended Douglas Avenue for similar rea- 
sons as those stated on Moline Road. It would cost approximate- 
ly $4500.00 to construct the 1000 foot extension asked for if the 
recommended 24 foot traveled way is observed. A 700 foot sec- 
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tion of Douglas Avenue was accepted last year and it is only 
logical that this section be constructed first before we vote to 
extend it further. The street could be built with a 16 foot trav- 
eled way for about $2500.00, but this would be less than the 
width we recommend. 


In general, the town should not accept streets until they are 
at least in reasonably passable condition, and the number of abut- 
ters can warrant the expenditure necessary to complete repair 
and construction of these streets. The Planning Board feels that 
to act otherwise puts an undue financial hardship and creates an 
unwarranted legal liability on the town.

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PROCEEDINGS AT SPECIAL TOWN MEETING 
June 25, 1956 


The Moderator opened the meeting at 8:45 PM with 363 
voters as having checked in—non-voters being escorted to the 
front of the hall by order of the Moderator. Before Article 1 was 
taken up Mr. Nazzaro asked for a suspension of rules in order 
that he might inform the voters and townspeople of the tragedy 
which befell the Cataldo family on Old Colony Road some two 
weeks ago and to ask their full support in every way in the mat- 
ter of solicitations. Burlington always has, in the past, responded 
greatly in time of need, and this will be no exception. 

The Constable’s return was read by the Clerk and Article 
1 was taken up. 

Article 1. Voted that the town transfer from available 
funds the sum of $137.50 for the maturing debt interest. 

Article 2. Unanimously voted that the town raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $1,860.00 for the temporary loan interest. 

Article 3. Unanimously voted that the town transfer from 
the Welfare Personnel Account the sum of $4,000.00 to the Old 
Age Assistance Account. 

Article 4. Unanimously voted that the town transfer from 
available funds the sum of $8,000.00 for the Old Age Assistance 
Account. 

Article 5. Unanimously voted that the town transfer from 
available funds in the treasury the sum of $3,500.00 for the Dis- 
ability Assistance Acount. 

Article 6. Unanimously voted that the town raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $1,700.00 for the Police Salary Account.

Article 10. (Town Purpose Building Needs Committee) 
—Motion was made to have the ‘Town Purpose Building Needs 
Committee’s report read—which follows— 

This report is a summary of your Town Purpose Building 
Needs Committee’s studies and recommendations for additional 
town buildings. 

We find that the fire department is in desperate need of 
new quarters and that the town take steps toward securing a site 
for new quarters and constructing a building on same. Condi- 
tions of present Fire Station are inadequate for housing equip- 
ment and personnel. 

This committee also finds that the Police Department Lock- 
up is not adequate and does not conform with the State Laws. 
To remedy this condition would involve a large sum of money 
and also take more room from Town Hall offices. By finding 
new quarters for the Police Department would give more room 
for ‘Town Office space and allow the Police Department to con- 
form with State Laws. 

This committee recommends (1) that the town construct 
new quarters for the Fire & Police Department (2) that a site 
be purchased in the industrial area for a sub-station in the near 
future. (3) that a site be purchased in the North section of town 
for a sub-station in the future.

Kenzie Post #273, Inc. American Legion) Unanimously voted 
that the town give the Selectmen the power to deed under its 
terms and conditions to the Millican-MacKenzie Post #273, 
Inc. American Legion, the old Town Barn with access to and 
from the barn and for the Town Counsel to draw up a Contract 
so that when the Post abandons or disposes of the building it re- 
verts back to the Town. 

Article 16. (Acceptance of Luther Road, Bradford Road 
and Foster Road)—-Unanimously voted that the town accept 
Luther Road, Bradford Road and Foster Road as shown on a 
plan on file with the Town Clerk.

A duly advertised public hearing was held before the Plan- 
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ning Board and the petitioner stated that he has had an oppor- 
tunity to sell the land for a substantial electronics plant similar 
to the ones now being constructed along the turnpike.

A. Akeson. We take note of the fact that the land on which the 
Sylvania plant is located was rezoned by the City of Woburn to 
an Industrial zone and this plant is almost adjacent to the land 
of the petitioner which was originally an abandoned gravel pit 
and which the petitioner filled in. It was represented to the 
Board that the National Lumber Company desires to erect a 
building for a very substantial value to be used as a warehouse 
and distributing center for building materials. 


The location has a great advertising value for traffic along 
Route 128 and it is important that industry will always locate 
where it has such an advantage. There has been a great trend 
for rezoning land all along this highway with the result that tax 
revenue has come into the Town and enhanced the welfare of 
everybody. The purpose of rezoning is to make the best use of 
the land for the Town. Because of the heavy traffic over the 
access road leading to the Sylvania plant and because of the 
swampy condition of the back portion of the land, it is the opin-

Second report on article 22. This is a minority report of 
the undersigned members of the Planning Board. On this parti- 
cular article for rezoning, we do not agree with the majority re- 
port of our fellow members of the Planning Board. At present 
this particular property abuts no other property zoned for busi- 
ness or industrial use and is in the center of the most densely 
populated residential section of the town. This land has come 
up for rezoning before and the consensus of the town which 
agreed with a large majority of the property owners in the 
neighborhood have turned down the petition for rezoning. 


We have recently completed an elementary school in the 
neighborhood which houses more than 600 young children. Many 
of the children are required to cross the road on their way to 
school which is the only access to this property. We feel that the 
increased traffic load would endanger the safety of the children 
in the neighborhood. Although the Sylvania Electric Plant also 
uses this entrance and the argument has been presented that 
this is already a heavy trafficed way, this does not in our opinion 
offer any excuse for increasing the traffic hazard. The basic 
principle behind good planning is to create general areas 
for industrial, business and residential use. ‘To rezone this 
particular parcel of land would be a flagrant use of spot zoning 
and would serve as no betterment to the town in general or the 
immediate neighborhood in particular. The petitioner has done 
an excellent job of filling in the land and eliminating a stagnant 
pond which was a safety and health hazard. We appreciate his 
thoughtfulness in this respect although cannot see why this 
should be used as a wedge to destroy the character of the neigh- 
borhood. 


At the public hearing which the Planning Board held, the 
neighbors again expressed stalwart opposition to the rezoning of 
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this property. The petitioner's representative stated that the 
property would be used for a lumber yard and in a recent letter 
to the people of the town stated that the property value would 
be increased by some $200,000.00 to $300,000.00. After check- 
ing the valuation of the lumber yards in a number of surround- 
ing towns, it seems inconceivable that the proposed owners of the 
land could spend this amount of money on a lumber yard. In 
general and as they stated, there would be an office building 
plus a number of sheds used to store finished lumber and other 
building materials, with dimension stock and sheathing dumped 
in piles around the yard. After viewing a number of yards we 
have arrived at the conclusion that it is extremely difficult to 
keep them neat and orderly, and they would do nothing to in- 
crease the property valuation in the neighborhood. 

As members of the Planning Board we want to welcome new 
industry to our town and suggest that the prospective buyers in- 
vestigate some of the presently zoned industrial land which is 
siuated in one localized section of the town. Although industry 
in general serves to contribute more to the town treasury than 
they require in services, an industry such as this would con- 
tribute a very small amount. On the basis of the valuation of 
lumber yards in other towns and keeping our assessment struc- 
ture in consideration, this enterprise if it required no town serv- 
ices would serve to drop our tax rate 6c. It is our opinion that 
this figure does not warrant changing the character of one of 
our best residential neighborhoods and running the risk of de- 
creasing residential property values and creating a safety risk to 
our children. 

Because of the above stated reasons, we request that any 
motion to change the zoning of this property be defeated.

PROCEEDINGS AT SPECIAL TOWN MEETING 
October 23, 1956 


The Moderator called the meeting to order at 8:40 P. M., 
and the Constable’s return was read as also a certification from 
the Chairman of the Board of Selectmen stating the fact that a 
copy of the warrant for the special town meeting for October 23, 
1956 was mailed on October 13, 1956 to every registered voter 
in the town of Burlington.

REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


Herewith is submitted the Annual Report of the Planning 
Board for the year ending December 31, 1956. The duties of the 
Planning Board which have increased tremendously over the past 
few years, may be broken down into the following categories. 

1. SUBDIVISION CONTROL — The Planning Board is 
responsible for control of subdivisions and acts both under the 
Planning Act and the State Subdivision Control Law. Public 
hearings are held on all proposed subdivisions and the wishes of 
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abutters and the citizens of the town are taken into considera- 
tion before any plan receives final approval. A bond or condi- 
tional release agreement is required of all subdividers before they 
proceed with any development. We now require them to build 
a gravelbase road with a bituminous concrete surface and bitumi- 
nous gutters or berms. The developer must also install adequate 
drainage pipe with necessary catch basins and manholes where 
required, as well as street bounds, street signs and loam and 
seeded strips. It is our opinion that the new regulations will both 
bring our rapid growth under control and also provide new resi- 
dents with services and facilities that they would demand of the 
town if not installed at the time of building. We have recently 
completed a pamphlet which combines all our regulations into a 
complete, concise form so that all questions may be answered im- 
mediately and no misunderstandings may arise as had happened 
in the past. This year we have had 15 subdivision applications 
which have had preliminary approval and public hearings. Nine 
of these have received final approval. 


2. ZONING CHANGES AND RECOMMENDATIONS 
— Upon application of ten or more voters of the town, the Plan- 
ning Board is required to hold a public hearing regarding any 
proposed plan in the zoning. The Planning Board inspects the 
site, keeping in mind the area in which the proposed change 
would take place and the wishes of the public as expressed at 
the public hearings, makes recommendations regarding the pro- 
posed changes. It is our sincere desire to attract the proper type of 
new business and industries to the town where they will not en- 
croach upon the rights of individual home owners. A healthy 
industrial growth will both serve to broaden our tax base and 
also to provide employment for residents of our own and sur- 
rounding communities. We have had 9 applications regarding 
rezoning and have held public hearings on each of these. 


3. STREET ACCEPTANCE — Upon the application of 
ten or more voters requesting acceptance of a street, the Planning 
Board makes an inspection of the street in question and makes 
recommendations to the town meeting with regard to the accept- 
ance of the street and appropriation to be made for the repair of 
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the street in question. Henceforth, it will be the practice of the 
Planning Board to initiate and recommend the acceptance of 
any streets which have been released under the terms of the 
Subdivision Control Law. In the near future, most of the streets 
which come up for acceptance will not require any appropriation 
by the Town for repairs. Our present requirements for street 
construction will make this possible. 


4. MASTER PLAN—At our meetings during the past 
year, which are held regularly every three weeks in addition to 
our public hearings and field trips, we have discussed in some 
detail the establishing of a Master Plan of the Town. Many of the 
items under consideration have been worked out and with the 
completion of the new zoning map, we feel much progress has 
been made in this direction. During the ensuing year, we intend 
to present a master plan proposal of the Town, to the voters for 
their consideration. 


5. APPROPRIATION — During the past year, we have 
had an appropriation of $1,200 for expenses and engineering. In 
addition to small miscellaneous expenses, we have purchased a 
large steel file where we will be able to file all our subdivision 
plans and other necessary data. Since we are now requiring that 
all developers furnish us with a linen transparency of their sub- 
division, we will, in time, have an excellent plan file set up for 
the town. Upon request of the Board of Selectmen, we used a 
portion of our appropriation for an engineering study and survey 
of some of our drainage problems. We are pleased to report 
that this survey, combined with that made by the Board of Se- 
lectmen, arrived at the solution of alleviating a serious drainage 
condition in a large section of the town. We have also used a 
portion of our appropriation for field supervision of the road 
installations. Our engineer in two instances required the road 
builders to halt their operations because they were using improp- 
er material. This immediate supervision is the key to proper in- 
stallation of the roads and allied facilities. Through the coopera- 
tion of the Board of Selectmen, and the Highway Superintend- 
ent, our expenses for this particular item, have been kept to a 
minimum. For the year 1957 we are asking that our appropria- 
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tion be reduced from $1,200 to $1,000 as we feel this will ade- 
quately cover our necessary expenses.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF PUBLIC WELFARE 
AND 
BUREAU OF OLD AGE ASSISTANCE 


GENERAL RELIEF — CHAPTER 117 


This section is utilized mostly for temporary cases awaiting 
establishment of eligibility for other categories of assistance. We 
have no permanent General Relief cases at the time of this re- 
port and are pleased to denote the continued financial decline 
of this program, which receives no Federal or State financial 
reimbursement with the exception of a few scattered unsettled 
cases in which the State will participate. 


AID TO DEPENDENT CHILDREN — CHAPTER 118 


Like most of the other categories A. D. C. has shown a sharp 
increase of approximately 58.3% in caseload. Although this may 
at first glance appear alarming, the actual financial cost is con- 
siderably low mostly due to contributions from legal liable par- 
ents, wages from children, allotments, etc. The actual cost to 
the Town at this time is 20.2%. 


OLD AGE ASSISTANCE — CHAPTER 118A 


This category has taken a sharp increase due to transfer 
cases from other cities and towns. Our caseload has increased 
45.6%, while the cost has been comparable at approximately 
44.9%. Due to settlements in other cities and towns and unset- 
tled cases, the ultimate Town share has remained low. Out of an 
anticipated $72,000 expenditure for 1957, the Town share is ex- 
pected to be 15%, or less. 
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The most significant change in this chapter during 1956 
came about when it was revised on 8/9/56 giving aliens the 
right to apply if residing in the U. S. for 20 years, and the Com- 
monwealth for 3 out of the last 9 years, with one year immediate- 
ly preceding, date of application. Only two aliens have applied 
in Burlington to date. 


DISABILITY ASSISTANCE — CHAPTER 118D 


In comparing November of 1955 with the same month in 
1956, the percentage increase in caseload was only 25%, but due 
to increased medical cost the actual financial increase was 
44.7%. 

Whereby the inception of this chapter is only five years old, 
it is most difficult as yet to properly ascertain the ultimate cost 
that will eventually occur for this category. At present the Town 
bears a flat 25% of its financial support. 

For details of receipts and expenditures see ‘Town Account- 
ant’s report. 

We would once again like to extend our sincere appreciation 
to the residents of Burlington, the clergy, other town depart- 
ments, and the industries in our area for their assistance and 
cooperation during the past year.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of Burlington: 

It is with a deep sense of satisfaction and pride that your 
School Committee presents its annual report on the state of the 
schools. 

Despite the large classes in the elementary school and the 
two-platoon plan in the Junior-Senior High School, it has been a 
year of much progress throughout the system. 

The High School now offers a program geared to meet the 
needs of all its students with the exception of those who are in- 
terested in the trades. However, while the school does not have 
a vocational department, provision is made for these pupils to 
attend a state-aided vocational school of their choice with all 
tuition and transportation costs borne by the town and state. 
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In addition and in line with the best educational practices 
and thinking, the basic courses are supplemented by an activity 
and recreational program designed to bring forth innate talents 
and develop well-integrated young people. Among the projects 
and clubs offered are the National Honor Society for students 
who display superior scholarship and citizenship, Band for pupils 
interested in instrumental music, an athletic program for those 
who are not varsity material but who wish to enjoy sports on a 
less competitive basis, Driver Education giving instruction in 
the proper operation of motor vehicles, a Science Club whose 
culminating activity is a science fair, and a series of well-super- 
vised dances conducted by the various classes and aimed to de- 
velop the social graces so important to boys and girls of this age 
group. 

Education at the elementary level has also reached new 
heights. Last year the Superintendent was given permission to 
experiment with homogeneous grouping. This method of classi- 
fying children according to mental ability has proved so success- 
ful that it will be continued. Under this plan every child solves 
his educational problems with a reasonable degree of success. 
The usual frustrations of the children who learn slowly are avoid- 
ed and the pupils who achieve more rapidly are challenged by a 
program of enrichment. 

The guidance program carried on under the capable super- 
vision of Mrs. Mary Billings is functioning well. Parents are wel- 
come at all times to meet with the director for discussion of their 
children’s problems. 

Our physical education and athletic programs received an 
impetus with the dedication of the High School athletic field 
in October. The first phase of the program is marked by the com- 
pletion of the football field. It is expected that the baseball dia- 
mond will be finished during 1957. This field and a third gym- 
nasium, which will be available with the opening of the new 
school, afford a greater recreation area than is found in many of 
our larger towns. 

Although precedence must be given to activities scheduled 
for our students, the Committee looks with favor on the use of 
the schools by all our citizenry. Evening classes in sewing and 
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rug making are popular and youth organizations as well as adult 
groups meet regularly for physical education. 

Among the problems that must be solved that of housing still 
holds a place of major importance. However, with the opening of 
the new Wildwood School early in 1958 and the erection of a 
school in the Lexington Street area to be ready probably by late 
1959, the elementary school situation will ease appreciably. 

The High School question while not so urgent should be a 
subject for careful study during the next year. The answer might 
be found in one of the following plans: seventh and eighth grade 
pupils to be housed in the elementary school leaving the High 
School and Union School available for grades nine to twelve; 
an addition to the present High School building; a new High 
School plant; or a regional school with a neighboring town. 

The town is indeed fortunate in having such an able Super- 
intendent, a fine administrative and teaching staff, and other 
well-qualified school personnel. All are eager to help our boys 
and girls to achieve the greatest possible success in whatever they 
undertake. ‘They deserve our utmost co-operation in their en- 
deavor. 

At this time your Committee wishes to express its sincere 
gratitude to our citizens for giving so generously of their time 
and tax-dollars to improve the educational opportunities for 
Burlington’s sons and daughters.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


To the School Committee: 


Madam Chairman and Members: — Customarily, the an- 
nual report of the Superintendent of Schools to the School Com- 
mittee dwells in a cursory manner on the educational, opera- 
tional and maintenance aspects of the system. When the occa- 
sion presents itself it might well make note of a change or inno- 
vation in educational thinking with the view of improving one’s 
Own system. 
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For the past two years, due to the gravity of the rapidly 
developing housing problem, you deemed it wise that this matter 
primarily be the subject of the report. You reasoned that inas- 
much as its solution rested ultimately with the citizens of the 
town, it was of prime importance that they be fully informed. 

A year ago, as a result of favorable action by the town and, 
in addition, of further planning by you and the other members 
of the Memorial School Building Committee, it was my expecta- 
tion that this year any lengthy deliberation on said subject would 
be unwarranted. I refer to the town’s approval of the construc- 
tion of the Wildwood School and your plans, since approved 
by the voters, for the appointing of a building committee to 
consider a third elementary school. 

In spite of the above, it would seem imperative that this 
report again be devoted to the subject of housing. Be assured it 
is not by choice. Rather, it is due to a continuing growth in en- 
rollment not alone in the primary grades, but also in the inter- 
mediate grades and, more surprising, extending into the junior 
and senior grades. 

The net result is that where originally it was thought three 
elementary buildings would provide a respite in the building pro- 
gram, there is now developing a need, a need bordering urgency 
when you realize the length of time required for planning and 
erecting a secondary school, to consider either an addition to 
the present high school or erecting a new one. You recall last 
year that on the basis of the then current enrollment figures, your 
plan to safeguard against a housing difficulty arising in the high 
school was to utilize temporarily classrooms that would be avail- 
able to the elementary buildings. They would house the seventh, 
and, if need be, the eighth grades. It now appears that such a 
proposal will not be feasible for any appreciable length of time. 


Consequently, the objective of this treatise will be to prove 
the need for instituting action now on providing additional fa- 
cilities for high school purposes. Its proof rests not solely with 
trying to project high school enrollment figures for some years. 
This is one method of approach to the problem, but from past 
experience, in so far as Burlington is concerned, it has proven 
at best a calculated guess. More convincing, it would seem, would 
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be to proceed as follows: 1. show by figures the rate of growth 
of school population the past few years; 2. describe the present 
problem and plans formulated to meet immediate needs; 3. 
show to what extent present high school facilities will serve to 
meet the needs of the immediate future. 

Below are official figures for the dates quoted. The figures 
for October 1, 1957, are conservative estimates of the elemen- 
tary and high school enrollments as projected by School Build- 
ing Committee #2 and Superintendent of Schools respectively.

As was mentioned before, the above figures are listed pri- 
marily to familiarize the reader with the rapid growth being ex- 
perienced by the system. Suffice it to say that a cursory examina- 
tion of the figures shows that as of now (January 11, 1957) 
the schools have experienced in less than 24 years an enroll- 
ment increase of 64%, and that by October 1, 1957, a three year 
period, it will amount to approximately 100%. 

Schools will reopen next September with only the present 
housing facilities available. By then the Wildwood School will 
be well underway and it is hoped, the third elementary school 
under construction. In order to accommodate the then estimated 
enrollment of 2020 pupils, it is planned to return the junior and 
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senior high grades to a single session, to place the elementary 
grades on a double session or two-platoon day. 

Be assured that this decision was reached after much thought 
and discussion. All factors were considered during its delibera- 
tions. First, consideration had to be given to providing a school 
day of sufficient length; second, transportation had to be reck- 
oned with; third, due regard had to be given to providing chil- 
dren with suitable classroom furniture (desks and chairs). 

First consideration was given to continuing the present or- 
ganization with the junior and senior high grades on double 
session utilizing the high school, the elementary on single session 
using the Memorial, Union and Annex. The elementary en- 
rollment dispelled any further thought toward this possibility. 
Assuming each room were to accommodate its capacity (Memo- 
rial — 35 pupils, Union and Annex 30 pupils), the maximum 
number of children that could be accommodated under this 
plan, a proposal certainly not to be construed as educationally 
sound on a wholesale basis, would be 1050. 


Consideration was then given to the possibility of housing 
grades 1-3 in the Memorial School on single session with the in- 
termediate grades and the Junior-Senior high school on double 
session in the Union and Annex and High school buildings re- 
spectively. Thoughtful deliberation revealed transportation dif- 
ficulties that would either deny a school-day of sufficient length 
for the double session pupil, or would necessarily mean a return 
home after dark for a substantial percentage of children attend- 
ing in the afternoon. 


Under the plan as now proposed for next September, the 
junior and senior high class day will begin not later than 8:00 
A.M. These grades will utilize the High, Union and Annex 
buildings. The morning elementary session, theoretically one- 
half of the elementary enrollment to be determined geographi- 
cally, will attend from 8:30 to 12:00 noon, the afternoon session 
from 12:30 to 4:00 o’clock. The current experience with the 
afternoon session coupled with curtailed areas to be covered by 
_ busses due to geographical division will permit the afternoon 
session returning home before darkness falls. Provisions will be 
made to supply milk to both the morning and afternoon sessions 
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during the recess period. Although plans are not based on such 
an assumption, it is possible the Wildwood School will be ready 
for a January next occupancy, thereby eliminating the need for 
continuing double sessions. 

September, 1958, should find the third elementary school 
completed providing the citizenry votes its construction. This is a 
matter that will be due for consideration at about the time this 
report appears or shortly thereafter. If it is approved, upon its 
completion the town will then find itself with ample housing 
facilities for its elementary children and a surplus of rooms to 
relieve the problem confronting the high school classes. 

In speaking of said surplus classrooms, be mindful that their 
need will become more urgent each year. That is to say that each 
year both the elementary and high school segments will have 
greater need of them. Assuming that the rate of growth of the 
past two years continues, it would appear from the figures quoted 
above that come September, 1959, all classrooms in all three 
elementary buildings will be occupied by grade children. 

In the meantime, a serious housing situation will have been 
developing in the junior-senior high grades. The fact is that 
already steps have had to be taken to curtail certain features of 
the educational program. The degree to which it will develop, to 
be reflected necessarily in the learning situation and educational 
program, only to be relieved temporarily by the surplus class- 
rooms spoken of above, is best embodied in a report recently 
submitted by Principal James Horton of the high school. 

Below is that portion of his report related to the subject. 


“Shortly after the beginning of this calendar year, plans 
were formulated for the High School building to be used for two 
sessions with the seventh and eighth grade students attending 
classes in the afternoon and grades nine through twelve in the 
morning. Because these sessions necessitated a shortening of the 
school day, certain changes in the curriculum had to be made. In 
order to keep the academic subject content unchanged, it was 


decided to eliminate physical education, art, music, home eco- 


nomics and to curtail our shop program. We were fortunate in 
not eliminating any other subject except a public speaking course 
which we had for one year. 
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However, increased enrollment in grades nine through 
twelve caused certain classes to be made up of more students 
than is normally good practice. These subjects were second year 
algebra, first year French, and all ninth grade business subjects. 
As a result of these larger classes, individual help and instruction 
has of necessity been curtailed. All of these classes have more 
than 45 students in them. Several of them, in order to function 
properly should have no more than 25 students at a time. With 
the afternoon classes in session, it is difficult to schedule many 
students for extra help at that time also. 


We have mainained our physics and chemistry courses in 
the face of declining enrollment in those subjects in high schools 
throughout the nation. The U. S. News and World Report for 
November 30, 1956, in an interview with Dr. Arthur Berton of 
the University of Illinois, states that one half of the high schools 
in the United States do not have physics, one quarter have 
neither physics nor chemistry, and nearly one quarter offer no 
geometry. A community nearby Burlington with a Junior class 
of over 200 students has fewer in its chemistry than does Bur- 
lington with only 50 students in the same class. 

We of the faculty have attempted to keep pace with the 
increasing enrollment of the past few years. The High School 
building has a capacity of 300 students. This, however, would 
be possible only in an ideal or theoretical planning situation. For 
example, our classes in trigonometry or French III may enroll 
ten to twelve students. This means that eighteen to twenty stu- 
dents must be absorbed by other classes. Therefore, we have a 
situation where certain classes may be overwhelmed by enroll- 
ment. Our facilities for typing are such that twenty-one students 
may be accommodated at one time, our science laboratory has 
20 pupil stations and it must be used for chemistry, physics and 
biology laboratory periods as well as used for classes. This cuts 
its effectiveness considerably. 

We have been forced to use the cafeteria for a study hall in 
order to get more classroom space. This is inadequate and edu- 
cationally unsound. 

In our plans for September, 1957, we find that we shall need 
the following divisions: 3 twelfth grade; 3 eleventh grade; 5

tenth grade; and 5 ninth grade. These may be defined further 
under the headings college course, business course, and general 
course. We shall have one division of each course in both grades 
eleven and twelve. In both grades nine and ten we shall have 2 
college divisions, 2 business divisions and a general division. 
These total to sixteen and since the High School building has 
ten adequate classrooms, of which there is a laboratory, a typing 
room, and a business subject room, it will be necessary to effect 
a reshuffling of classes. We are planning to schedule three of the 
ninth grade classes in the Union School along with grades seven 
and eight next year. With assignments in physical education, 
shop, and home economics, we feel that we can make provisions 
to conduct the remaining classes in the high school building for 
the year 1957-1958. With the reopening of our cafeteria, we 
shall be forced to eliminate some study periods in the cafeteria. 
With the shortage of classroom space we will encounter difficul- 
ties in scheduling art and music classes also. However, our pro- 
jected enrollments show very definitely that we shall need more 
classroom space within the next two years. In 1946-1947 our en- 
rollment for grades 7-12 was 249, in 1955-1956 it was 503. This 
is a 100 per cent increase in ten years. At the present time our 
actual enrollment in these grades is 587. We shall graduate 55 
seniors this year and we shall take in 136 sixth graders for a net 
gain of 81. Undoubtedly, we shall have new families moving 
to Burlington with junior and senior high students, also. This 
will cause our enrollment to reach 700 in the school year 1957- 
1958. We had 308 in 1951-1952, showing that we shall have had 
a 110 per cent increase in a six year period. With more than 1100 
registered in the elementary grades, we are faced with the next 
doubling of our high school population in a shorter period of 
time. From the above figures, it may be seen that we have 
doubled in four fewer years. If this ratio continues, our high 
school population will exceed 1200 sometime during the 1960- 
1961 school year. ' 


In considering the increase in school enrollments, it is wise 
to attempt to formulate plans to set up a diversified program 
which will fit the needs of many students. For example, with 
changes in subject content, our present college course could be 
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expanded into three courses: 1. | Academic — for those students 
preparing for liberal arts colleges; 2. Scientific—for those 
students preparing for technical and engineering schools; and 
3. General College — for those students preparing for nursing 
schools, teachers colleges, or perhaps their terminal point in 
formal education. In like manner the business course could be 
expanded to include these courses: 1. Accounting; 2. Secre- 
tarial; and 3. General Business. 

We should also think in terms of increased facilities in the 
Household Arts field with courses for 1. Foods; 2. Clothing; 
and 3. General Home Economics. In the Industrial Arts field 
more shops should be provided. These could include: 1. Wood- 
working; 2. Metalworking; 3. Printing; and 4. Automotive. 

Our needs will increase rapidly for more typing facilities, 
office machines and other business course matters. In addition 
to the above we should contemplate increased library services, 
art and music facilities, and an increase in our physical education 
department.” 


In conclusion, the School Committee and Superintendent of 
Schools entreats you, the citizens of the town, to question them 
on any and all aspects of this vital matter when the article re- 
questing the town to appoint a High School Building Committee 
comes up for consideration.

Age of Admission 


Pupils entering the first grade in September, 1957, must 
be five years of age on or before January 1, 1957.

The state law requires all pupils attending public school to 
be vaccinated. Exceptions will be made of a child presenting a 
certificate signed by a reigistered physician to the effect that he 
has personally examined the child and found his physical con- 
dition such that his health would be endangered by vaccination.

1956. 

I assisted the School Physician, Dr. Anthony Giangreco, in 
his examination of all pupils taking part in the interscholastic 
athletic program. 

Childen of the first, fourth, seventh, and eleventh grades 
were also examined and parents were notified of the defects. 

According to State Health Regulations all first graders are 
required to have physical examinations. About twenty-five per 
cent of the children entering the first grade had this done by 
their family physicians and the remaining younsgsters were ex- 
amined by the school physician. 

A few cases of mumps and chicken pox were reported dur- 
ing the school year. 
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Hearing tests were given by teachers to 1365 children and 
referrals were examined by Pure Tone Audiometer. 

The Massachusetts Vision Test was given to 1350 children 
and referrals were examined by Dr. Sidney Adams. 

The dental clinic is being conducted by Dr. Merton S. 
Brandes who has examined the first three grades. 

The Well Child Conference sponsored by the Board of 
Health is conducted each month at the Memorial School by Dr. 
Harriet Leach of Billerica assisted by Mrs. Julia Connors, R. N. 
Parents may bring their pre-school children by making appoint- 
ments with the School Nurse. 

I wish to thank the Superintendent of Schools, the School 
Committee, Dr. Anthony Giangreco, Board of Health and all 
the teachers for the valuable assistance and cooperation.

Mr. Augustus Berthiaume was appointed Inspector of Slaughter- 
ing from April 1956 through April 1957. Mr. Robert Rimbach 
was appointed Milk Inspector from April 1956 through April 
Tony. 


Dale Pharmacy was appointed Board of Health Agent for 
distributing State Vaccine. 

Mr. Fred Graham & Son was appointed on a weekly basis 
for care of the dump. 

Polio innoculations at the Clinic as conducted by the Board 
of Health were given as follows:

Total shots given, 2600 including those given by private 
physicians. We wish to thank all those who helped to make 
this clinic the success it was. 

In order to have more uniform and stringent regulations 
for sewage disposal systems than previously existed, a set of regu- 
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lations were drawn up and published in the Woburn Times and 
also copies were made available to all builders. 

Regulations were enacted pertaining to food handlers and 
food processing establishments. A Chest X-Ray program was 
set up in conjunction with the State Public Health Department 
for all food handlers doing business in the Town. 

Monthly milk inspections are made on all concerns handling 
milk and milk products. 

We recommend, in view of the large expenditure of money 
entailed in the care of the dump site, that the Town appropriate 
a sum of money to acquire land to be used officially as a town 
dump, because under the existing law the present location is un- 
lawful and undesirable. The Board is of the opinion that the 
large expenditure used to better private property is a waste of 
the taxpayers money. Also, it is impossible for the Board to en- 
act ordinances invoking fines for violations in the maintenance 
of an orderly, sanitary dump, since the present site is illegal, the 
voters not having acted in accordance with the law.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


February 14, 1957 

In March 1956, your governing Board of Selectmen met and 
organized with William L. Nelson as Chairman. Howard Bet- 
tinson was appointed Clerk of the Board and Veterans’ Agent. 

During 1956 Burlington experienced unparalleled growth 
in new homes. Many complex problems arose which your Board 
has tried to cope with. Some of these problems are reflected in 
the reports of the Fire and Police Departments. To provide more 
adequate police protection, the force was doubled, when five new 
officers were engaged. 

An unprecedented series of March blizzards with attendant 
flood conditions sorely taxed the capacity of the Highway De- 
partment. Outside help was employed to clear many roads and 
streets. We congratulate the men of the Highway Department 
on the excellence of their performance. A four wheel drive truck 
was purchased to augment the Highway Department equipment 
which has proved its worth many times over. We are awaiting 
proper surveys by the County Engineers with regard to installa- 
tion of sidewalks. We will continue to press the County Commis- 
sioners for action. 

Adequate drainage continues to be a pressing need. To re- 
lieve this condition in the northwest section of the Town, a 
drainage ditch was dug, culverts installed and present ditches 
were widened and cleaned for over a mile. 

We have been fortunate in obtaining State aid for relocating 
and improving bridges and culverts as part of a Town Flood 
Control program. 

Your Board of Selectmen has been working constantly with 
the telephone officials to improve our telephone service and are 
happy to report that at present they are enlarging their facilities 
to take care of the load. 

Many new, large industrial plants have been encouraged to 
come to Burlington, helping in a great measure to lower our tax 
burden. 

We are grateful to the Board of Health for the splendid 
co-operation offered us in consideration of many problems of 
mutual interest and for their excellent inspections of establish- 
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ments that had requested issuances of Common Victualer Li- 
censes from the Board of Selectmen. 

We wish to extend our thanks to the Finance Board for their 
untiring effort and co-operation with the Board of Selectmen.

To the Citizens of Burlington: 

The number of tax dollars collected the past year by the 
Collector of Taxes is proof once more of the continued and 
startling growth of the Town. For example, the Real Estate 
commitment for 1956 was $576,592.89, an increase of more than 
$200,000.00 over the previous year. True — part of this increase 
represents an increase in the Tax Rate but it was the increase 
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in valuation that played a far larger part. This continued growth 
of the ‘Town is of necessity reflected in the work load of this de- 
partment, and expanded facilities are indicated to take care of 
this increase. The time of part-time official and clerical help is 
soon to be a thing of the past in Burlington.

This represents a little better than 92.6% of the commit- 
ment collected. 

It may be of interest to state that 95.8% of the Personal 
for °56 is collected and 67% of ’56 Excise. This latter commit- 
ment shows poorly in comparison to the others primarily be- 
cause of the larger commitments in the month of December. 
The commitment of °56 Excises during December amounted to 
$9,824.20. 

A young father, feeling that his son should assume a little 
more responsibility, spoke to him rather harshly, “You must 
realize your responsibilities young man. Just think. Where would 
you be if I should die suddenly?” “Here,” replied his son, “but 
where would you be?” Which is probably a poor way to empha- 
size the following point. If the speedy growth of your town has 
put such a load upon your part time officials that they may not 
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be able to properly handle that load, the important question is, 
not what will happen to the officials, but what will happen to 
the town. The loss could be great in money, prestige and service. 

In conclusion may I respectfully request that some respon- 
sible committee look into the situation of its Town Offices and 
try to come up with an adequate solution that does not try to 
change our entire form of Town Government.

To either of the Constables of Town of Burlington in the County 
of Middlesex: 


Greeting: 


In the name of THE COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHU- 
SETTS, you are hereby directed to notify and warn the inhabitants 
of said Town, qualified to vote in elections and in TOWN AF- 
FAIRS, to meet at the MEMORIAL SCHOOL, WINN STREET, 
in said Town on MONDAY, the FOURTH day of MARCH, next, 
at EIGHT o’clock in the FORENOON, then and there to act on 
the following articles: 


Article 1. To choose all necessary Town Officers on one 
ballot, namely: Moderator for one year, one Selectman for three 
years, one member of the School Committee for three years, one 
Assessor for three years, one Treasurer for one year, one Library 
Trustee for three years, one member of the Board of Public Welfare 
for three years, one member of the Board of Health for three years, 
one Tax Collector for one year, one Park Commissioner for three 
years, one Cemetery Commissioner for three years, one Tree Warden 
for one year, one member of the Planning Board for five years, one 
First Constable for one year, one Second Constable for one year, 
and to vote yes and no on the following question: Shall the Town 
of Burlington accept the provisions of Chapter 31, Section 47 of the 
General Laws placing the official service and labor service of the 
Town under provisions of the Civil Service Laws, a fair and concise 
summary of which appears below?

A vote of YES to the foregoing question means that certain 
appointees and employees of the Town would be under the pro- 


tection of the statute pertaining to Civil Service, particularly with 
regard to a hearing before being removed from office and priority 
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for their continued employment if they have been employed a min- 
imum period of six (6) months. A YES vote would mean that the 
janitors, highway employees, clerks of the various boards (except 
clerk of the Board of Selectmen), plumbing inspector, building 
inspector, animal inspector, sealer of weights and measures, board of 
health agent, school nurse, school cafeteria workers, wiring inspector, 
and similar jobs would receive the protection and benefits of the Civil 
Service Law. Certain jobs would not come under the Law. This in- 
cludes heads of principal departments, i.e., highway superintendent 
and cemetery superintendent, and all officials elected, i.e., selectmen, 
etc. It would not apply to police, firemen, and school teachers. The 
Civil Service Commission may classify as official service or labor 
service every office and position which is included in the Civil 
Service. 


Article 2. To hear and act on the reports of Town Officers 
and Committees. 


Article 3. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Town Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen to borrow 
money from time to time in anticipation of the revenue of the 
financial year beginning January 1, 1957, and to issue a note or 
notes therefor, payable within one year, and to renew any note or 
notes as may be given for a period of less than one year in accord- 
ance with Section 17, Chapter 44, General Laws. 


Article 4. To see what sum the Town will raise by taxation 
or otherwise to pay town debts, charges and fix the compensation 
of the Town Officers for the ensuing year and to appropriate the 
same. 


Article 5. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen 
to petition the State Department of Public Works for aid for gen- 
eral highway purposes under Section 26-29, Chapter 81 of the Gen- 
eral Laws and Amendments thereof, or do or act anything in relation 
to the same. 


Article 6. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen 
to petition the State Department of Public Works and the Middlesex 
County Commissioners for aid in the reconstruction of Winn Street 
in accordance with Chapter 90 of the General Laws and Amend- 
ments thereof, or do or act anything in relation to the same. 
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Article 7.. To see if the Town will accept the State Bond 
Issue money to be used on the Middlesex Turnpike or do or act any- 
thing in relation to the same. 


Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to have the moderator 
appoint a committee of five (5) to be the permanent fire station 
or a police and fire combination station committee or do or act any- 
thing in relation to the same. 


Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate or transfer from available funds a sum of money to acquire 
a site for a fire station or a police and fire combination station and 
to obtain plans and cost of such building. This money to be spent 
under the direction of the permanent fire station or police and fire 
combination station committee with the approval of the selectmen, 
or do or act anything in relation to the same. 


Article 10. To see if the Town will vote to accept as a By- 
Law the following: No person shall be appointed Town Counsel who 
holds any other appointive or elective office in the Town, or do or 
act anything in relation to the same. 


Article 11. To see if the Town will vote to accept as a By- 
Law the following: No person shall be appointed to the Board of 
Appeals who holds any other appointive or elective office in the 
Town, or to do or act anything in relation to the same. 


Article 12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to purchase and equip two (2) cruising cars 
for the Police Department, or do or act anything in relation to the 
same. 


Article 13. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money for Town Hall alterations and repairs, or do 
or act anything in relation to the same. 


Article 14. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money for hydrant rental, the same to be paid to 
the Burlington Water District, or do or act anything in relation to 
the same. 


Article 15. To see if the Town will vote to accept from the 
Trustees of the Will of Marshall Simonds the sum of $3,000.00 to 
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be spent under the direction of the Park Commissioners with the 
approval of the Simonds Trustees, or do or act anything i in relation 
to the same. 


To see if the Town will vote to raise and ‘appro- 
priate a sum of money for the resurfacing of the upper Tennis

Progress Report on Wildwood School—March 12, 1957 
(By Mr. Wilde) 
To the Citizens: 

Herewith is submitted a report of progress on the Wildwood 
School. Work completed to date includes the following: 

1. Site has been cleared, loam stripped and piled, and excava- 
tion completed except for pipe trenches and approximately one-half 
of filter bed area. 

2. Northwest Wing: all footings, foundation walls and piers 
have been poured; the forms for the floor slab and about 1% of the 
pans have been erected, ready for pouring of concrete next week. 

3. Center Section: Walls of locker rooms, boiler room, load- 
ing platform and all interior piers have been poured. The back filling 
of this area and grading of crawl space within are now in process. 

4. South wing: all footings have been poured and area now 
ready for erection of wall and pier forms. 

The structural steel for the center section as well as the 6” 
and 8” water pipe have been delivered to the site. 

The committee has been informed that the balance of the 
structural steel, miscellaneous iron, aluminum sash, exterior door 
frames, interior metal door frames are currently being fabricated.

The Town Clerk reported that at the end of December 1956 
the sum of $93.75 was turned over to the Treasurer for the sale of 
maps and By-Law books and that so far this year $22.00 has been 
received by the Town Clerk.

After Article 3 was dispensed with a motion was made and 
seconded that we advance Articles 43, 44 and 45 forward, to be 
considered at this time, based on the fact that the first session of 
our meetings has a much larger attendance, we feel that this im- 
portant issue should be considered at this time. A great deal of dis- 
cussion followed on this article and an amendment was made and 
seconded that we include Article 10—whereupon a substitute mo- 
tion was made and seconded that we also include Article 39. The 
tellers Ralph Nazzaro, Philip A. Phalon, David M. Ward and Ralph 
Jackson were appointed to take the count. 

The motion to take up Articles 43, 44 and 45 was lost. 

The amendment to include Article 10 was lost — those in 
favor, 49, those opposed, was determined by the Moderator.

Item 3. (Treasurer’s Department) Motion made and _sec- 
onded that the town raise and appropriate the sum of $2,000.00 for 
salary and $300.00 for a clerk and $1,300.00 for expenses, same to 
be spent under the direction of the Treasurer. An amendment to 
the motion was made that we raise and appropriate the sum of 
$2,500.00 for salary and $700.00 for a clerk. The amendment was 
lost and the main motion that the sum of $2,000.00 be raised and 
appropriated, $300.00 for clerk and $1,300.00 for expenses was 
voted. 


Item 4. (Tax Collector’s Department)—Unanimously voted 
that the town raise and appropriate the sum of $2,000.00 for the 
salary of the Tax Collector, $2,000.00 for the Clerk’s wages and 
$1,680.00 for expenses, to be spent under the direction of the Tax 
Collector. 


Item 5. (Assessors? Department) Unanimously voted that 
the town raise and appropriate the sum of $2,625.00 for salaries of 
the Board, $3,000.00 for clerk’s wages and $2,000.00 for expenses 
to be spent under the direction of the Board of Assessors. 


Item 6. (Legal Department) Unanimously voted that the 
town raise and appropriate the sum of $2,500.00 for the Legal De- 
partment, this to include the fees and expenses, same to be spent 
under the direction of the Selectmen. 


Item 7. (Town Clerk’s Department) Motion made and sec- 
onded that the town raise and appropriate the sum of $2,000.00 for 
salary of the Clerk and $850.00 for expenses. An amendment was 
that $2,500.00 be raised and appropriated for salary—amendment 
was lost and vote was on the original motion that the sum of 
$2,000.00 be raised and appropriated for salary and $850.00 for

10 and 11, March 26, 1957. A motion was made and seconded that 
the voters yield to a suspension of rules in order that a resolution 
might be adopted at this time. The tellers were appointed and the 
vote on the suspension of rules was as follows—those in favor 139, 
and those opposed, 16. Tellers—Bernard DuPulis, Humboldt Ave.; 
Robert Carpenter, Dearborn Road; Albert Wilde, Mill Street; Stan- 
ley J. Zverblis, Lantern Lane. 


Suspension of rules was carried. 
The resolution was read by Mr. Ward— 


- Resolved: That the voters here assembled at this adjourned 
town meeting, on April 1, 1957, respectfully petition the Board of 
Selectmen that they carry out the wishes of the voters as expressed 
in the vote recorded at an adjourned town meeting on March 26, 
1957 on Articles 10 and 11 in the Warrant for the 1957 Annual 
Town Meeting, whereby it was voted that no person holding an 
Elective or Appointive office in the Town be appointed as Town 
Counsel, or as a member of the Board of Appeals. And be it further 
resolved that the Town Clerk be instructed to deliver to the Se- 
lectmen forthwith, a copy of this Resolve and to record thereon 
the vote taken here tonight on the Resolution. 


The vote on the resolution was as follows:—those in favor 117, 
those opposed, 43.

The Special Town Meeting was called to order by the Moderator 
at 8:15 P.M. and the return of the Constable was read by the Clerk. 
There were 167 voters who had checked in at the beginning of the 
meeting and the total number of same was later given as 240. 

Unanimously voted that we dispense with the reading of the 
warrant. 

Non-voters were allowed to sit in the area provided for them. 
The Moderator allotted five minutes to each speaker and made a 
ruling that no one be allowed to speak three times. 


Article 1. Reports of progress from all appointed committees. 
Fire Station Committee—No one present to report. 


Cemetery Committee—Report read by Mr. Edward Sullivan, 
following: October 23, 1957, Mr. Moderator, Citizens of the town 
of Burlington: 

This report is a summary of your Cemetery Needs Committee 
as a result of studies of existing and available land in the town for 
a cemetery site. 

We find the present cemetery is not adequately large enough 
and is in desperate need for additional land in view of the town’s 
increase in population, and the increasing number of interments 
in the last few years. 

The committee feels that they have looked at every available 
piece of land that could be considered for a cemetery site. Some 
of this land has been rejected due to drainage problems, ledge and 
gravel, or remote locations, considering the expense which we feel 
should be kept to a minimum. 

However, we have considered from surface observation only, 
several pieces of land that have possibilities subject to soil test, land 
borings, reasonable price. 

The committee is of the conviction that one of these parcels 
of land will provide adequate land for future needs, and recommends 
favorable action on the appointment of a Cemetery Land Acquisi- 
tion Committee, and to see if the town will vote to transfer from 
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available funds a sum of money for the purpose of obtaining option 
on land for site, engineer’s fees, legal fees, surveys, boring and soil 
tests, the same to be spent under the direction of the Cemetery: 
Land Acquisition Committee or do or act anything in relation to 
the same as requested in Article 16 and 17 of the warrant. 

The Committee recommends strongly the purchase of 2 piece 
of land with the approval of the town as soon as possible. . 

In conclusion the Cemetery Needs Committee invites you, the 
citizens. of the town, to question them or any or. all aspects of this 
vital matter when the article requesting the. town to. appoint a 
Cemetery Land Acquisition Committee comes up for consideration.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH 


To the Citizens of Burlington: 

The Board of Health met on March 5, 1957 and Dr. Gian- 
greco was re-elected Chairman. Meetings were held every Tuesday 
evening at the Town Hall. The following appointments were made: 
Mr. Augustus Berthiaume was appointed Animal Inspector and 
Slaughtering Inspector through March, 1958. On March 19, 1957 
the following appointments were made: Mrs. Julia Connors was 
re-appointed Public Health Nurse through March, 1958. Mr. Robert 
Rimbach was appointed Milk and Food Inspector through March 
31, 1958 and Mrs. Mary Crawford was appointed Clerk for the 
Board through March 31, 1958. 

On April 22, 1957 Dr. Giangreco submitted his resignation 
from the Board of Health to the Board of Selectmen. On April 29, 
1957 at a joint meeting of the Board of Health and the Board of 
Selectmen, Mr. James Nevins was appointed to fill the unexpired 
term of Dr. Giangreco. On May 6, 1957 Mrs. Eileen Gauthier 
was elected Chairman of the Board of Health. On September 24, 
1957 the Board appointed Mr. Thomas Casey, Mr. James Cassani 
and Mr. Arthur Castraberti as a By-Law Committee to work in 
conjuction with the Selectmen’s By-Law Committee. 

One of the primary responsibilities of the Board of Health 
in a rapidly growing community is to see that each house had 
an adequate and well designed sewage disposal system. Burlington 
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with its generally high water table, etc., has many problems for 
the unwary developer and inexperienced home buyer. 

The Board of Health has only been in existence as a separate 
Board since March, 1956. During the first year of operation the 
Board was made acutely aware of the many difficulties that can 
be caused by some irresponsible developers. The awareness was 
brought about by the deluge of complaints by homeowners rela- 
tive to poorly working sewage disposal systems as well as flooded 
cellars, caused by inadequate surface drainage systems. 

During the second year of operation, after investigating and 
studying the complaints and probelms, the Board concluded that 
to help alleviate such problems in the future, it would require 
more detailed plans from all developers with special emphasis on 
drainage and sewage disposal system layouts. This resulted in 
several court actions which in our opinion could have been avoided 
had more cooperation been realized between the Planning Board 
and the Board of Health. This cooperation has not been forth- 
coming from the Planning Board despite repeated attempts through 
correspondence and meetings initiated by the Board of Health. 

The Board takes pleasure in announcing the appointment of 
Mr. Robert Rimbach of Old Colony Road as Food Inspector for 
the Town of Burlington. Mr. Rimbach provides a service to the 
Town for which the Board has felt a need since its organization. 
Mr. Rimbach comes to us with several years experience in the 
field of Food Inspecting. He also maintains a State approved 
Laboratory for conducting the tests pertinent to the field of 
Food Inspecting. 

The Board sponsored five (5) polio clinics. Asiatic Flu Vaccine 
was made available to Police Department, Fire Department, and 
School Personnel, at clinics sponsored by the Board of Health. 
Mosquito control program was successfully carried out in a series 
of three sprays by airplane. 

The Board wishes to thank the residents of the Town for 
their cooperation and interest in our efforts over the past year.

As you read this report, you will notice that there has been a 
pronounced decrease in the overall crime rate in this town, especially 
in our traffic accident record. 

Without proper public support, this tremendous reduction in 
both personal and property damage accidents could not have been 
accomplished. 

I believe that it can be generally accepted that excessive speed 
is the basic and contributory factor to traffic accident occurrence. 
The speed of vehicles, therefore, must be regulated, and it is the duty 
of the proper authorities to provide the necessary controls which will 
move persons and their property on our highways as fast as possible, 
and at speeds which are consistent with comfort and safety. 
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The Police Department is a vital active force working quietly 
and efficiently twenty four hours a day for the protection and wel- 
fare of the community. Modern equipment and well trained men 
are two important reasons for successful operations. 


False economy in regards to essential police protection is indeed 
ironic in view of the staggering toll exacted each year by the vast 
criminal horde, it is certainly dangerous policy to neglect the best 
insurance against crime, a well trained and well equipped police force. 


The public must cooperate with financial support for proper 
salaries, sufficient manpower, suitable facilities and equipment and 
adequate training for essential functioning. 


During the year 1957, our juvenile delinquency problem has 
been practically nil. I think much credit should be given to the 
children and parents, together with many of the organizations, 
churches, etc., for their splendid cooperation, which is, I believe, the 
greatest contributing factor to the suppression of delinquency, the 
crime which has become America’s number one law enforcement 
problem. 

In conclusion, may I take this opportunity to express my appre- 
ciation for the cooperation shown this department by the Board of 
Selectmen, the Fire Department, School Department and all other 
persons and organizations who have assisted us to efficiently perform 
our duties during the year 1957.

Twelve Well-child Conferences were held at the Memorial 
School at which 224 children were examined by Dr. Harriett Leach, 
Conference Doctor. Triple antigen (DPT) innoculations were given 
to 166 children.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF PUBLIC WELFARE 
and 
BUREAU OF OLD AGE ASSISTANCE 


OLD AGE ASSISTANCE—Chapter 118A 


The case load under Old Age Assistance has continued to in- 
crease due to transfer cases from other cities and towns and the 
private pensioners need for a supplement to their inadequate income. 
Many of our new applicants have private income from some source 
but are unable to maintain themselves due to physical adversities 
and are compelled to seek assistance from this department. With an 
increased population, a continuous increase in caseload appears in- 
evitable. 


AID TO DEPENDENT CHILDREN—Chapter 118 


Although we reported last year that this category had in- 
creased 58.3%, the continuous increase appeared to have stopped 
during 1957. Aid to Dependent Children is the most flexible of all 
the categories of assistance mostly due to contributions and other 
income from legal liable spouses and employed children. Due to a 
State directed increase in grants, and higher cost of medical ex- 
penses, the actual financial cost continues to increase slightly. This 
particular division of our department requires considerable home 
and collateral contact, but the fruits of our casework has been most 
gratifying. 


DISABILITY ASSISTANCE—Chapter 118D 


There has been a slight decrease in this category over the past 
year. Through a proper medical evaluation, rehabilitation is many 
times possible and a return to active employment is effected. Ben- 
efits under Chapter 118A are better, resulting in client’s upon 
reaching age 65 immediately transferring to this category after ad- 
visement of their rights. More than 50% of our present cases are 
either in Private Nursing Homes or Public Medical Institutions 
such as the Tewksbury State Hospital. As in other categories an 
anticipated increase appears likely in lieu of several new applicants 
and a rise in medical cost. 
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GENERAL RELIEF—Chapter 117 


Fifty percent of the money expended in this category was paid 
to other cities and towns for assistance rendered to Burlington 
Settled Cases. Overall expenditure has continuel to decline due to a 
period of prosperity and elimination of legal barriers in other State 
and Federal participated programs. 

It is with regret that on February 15, 1958, we accepted the 
resignation of Mrs. Alice (Bennett) Rodriquez. Mrs. Rodriquez has 
served this department efficiently for over the past five years and 
her devotion and sincerity will ‘be missed, not only by the Welfare 
Personnel but by all the Old Age and Welfare clients that have 
come in contact with her. 

Again we would like to extend our thanks to the residents of 
Burlington, the clergy, other town departments and the industries 
in our area for their assistance and cooperation during the year.

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TAX COLLECTOR’S REPORT 


To the Citizens of Burlington: 


Collections for the year 1957 totaled $832,029.83. This is but 
one indication of how your town has grown in the past few years. 
In 1950, my first year in office, the collector turned in to the Town 
Treasury $165,323.22. That represents one-fifth of today’s total and 
also but one-fifth of today’s work load. Your collector, who is 
bonded and is the responsible party, now hires a full-time clerk 
on duty in the office five days a week from 9 A.M. to 5 P.M. and is 
also forced to hire an added clerk during the crucial tax months 
of June through November. Since all other departments in the 
town depend financially upon the proper functioning of the Asses- 
sor’s and Collector’s offices, there should be every effort made to 
help these operate efficiently and squabbles about clerical help kept 
to a minimum.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 
To the Citizens of Burlington: . 


Burlington, like all fast growing communities, is suffering 
from lack of facilities in every department of the town govern- 
ment. This is especially true in the school department. Here, al- 
though the school building program has progressed as planned, a 
growth greater than has been experienced by neighboring commu- 
nities has resulted in crowded conditions still prevailing. 


The new Wildwood School which opened in February lightened 
the burden on children, parents, and teachers, because it eliminated 
the double session in grades one through six. It will handle the ele- 
mentary situation until the new school now on paper is completed. 


In spite of the crowded conditions and limited facilities your 
School Committee takes pride in the continuous and steady im- 
provement in the type of education being provided for the children 
of the town. 


The class for retarded children established many years ago in- 
sofar as Burlington is concerned has proven of inestimable value. 
Although it has of necessity been held in inadequate quarters, the 
situation will be corrected to a degree with the opening of the 


Wildwood School. 


It is hoped within a year to finish the athletic field which 
project has been carried on over a period of several years. At this 
time the grading and seeding of the entire field is completed. It is 
intended this year to lay out the baseball field and track, thereby 
giving the community a beautiful and all-inclusive athletic field. 
Our last two football seasons have been successful in every respect 
and we look forward for years to come to providing an area on 
which to carry out a comprehensive athletic and recreational pro- 
gram. 


We of the School Committee are proud and pleased to hear, as 
has been the case of late, unsolicited compliments for the conduct 
of the students of Burlington when competing elsewhere in athletic 
events. It speaks well of the children, faculty, coaches, the parents 
and the town. 
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We thank the people of Burlington for their cooperation and 
hope this splendid relationship continues to exist.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
To the School Committee: 


Chairman and Members:—In undertaking my annual report to 
you, I am mindful of the fact that for the past several years the 
subject of the report has dealt primarily with the school construc- 
tion program. This has been due to the urgent need for additional 
housing. However, as a result of the steps taken by the town this 
past year in approving the construction of a third elementary school 
and in providing funds to enable the high school building commit- 
tee to proceed with its project, there is no further need to plead for 
action. Rather, what remains to be done, is to provide a report of 
progress on the projects voted, to be followed by a report on how 
the ultimate school plant will provide adequate housing for the 
school children of the town. 


It is not to be inferred here that the time has arrived when the 
children, parents, and teachers will no longer be inconvenienced by 
inadequate housing. As will be explained currently, such is not the 
town’s good fortune. 


Providing the town’s rights as guaranteed in the building con- 
tract are not jeopardized, it is expected that the Wildwood School 
will have been occupied by the time this report appears in print. If 
such materializes, it will mean the return of the elementary grades 
to single session; the Memorial School in attendance from 8:30 a.m. 
to 2:50 p.m., the Wildwood School from 9:00 a.m. to 3:20 p.m. 
The staggering of the school hours is necessary due to bus commit- 
ments and is common practice today. 
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Shortly thereafter, it is expected that the plans and specifica- 
tions for the third elementary school to be located on Lexington 
Street will again be ready for bidding. Some weeks ago bids on this 
project were received and rejected because the school building com- 
mittee, acting in good faith and for the best interest of the town, 
judged them exorbitant, being in excess of the estimated cost by a 
substantial amount. The committee in the meantime has spent many 
hours studying the plans with the view of constructing the building 
within the appropriated figure. With construction costs still show- 
ing an upward trend, the committee is to be commended for the 
objective it seeks to attain—a sound, functional building costing 
not more than the original estimated figure. 


Since being organized, the high school building committee has 
averaged better than a meeting a week. Aware of the impending 
problem facing the high school, it is determined to present plans for 
an adequate high school to the townspeople well within the usually 
alloted length of time for such a project. It is an accepted fact that 
the period of time required for the planning stage for a major proj- 
ect such as this runs in excess of a year. The Committee in addition 
to viewing possible sites, visiting recently constructed high schools, 
meeting with the school committee, administrators, department 
heads, and other school personnel, is now in the process of inter- 
viewing architects. 


When schools reopen September next, it is a foregone conclu- 
sion that all buildings will be taxed to capacity. With an estimated 
enrollment of 1450 children scheduled to occupy the two ele- 
mentary buildings, it will of necessity mean large classes in many 
instances. From an educational point of view, this is not desired but 
preferred to returning to double sessions where much more stands 
to be lost. 


As for the high school, the situation here is of growing con- 
cern. On the basis of current enrollment, next year’s membership in 
grade 7 through 12 will reach and, in all probability, exceed 800. 
Again, reasoning that more is to be gained educationally by keeping 
to the single session, the school committee resolved the problem. To 
provide the needed accommodations without curtailing the academic 
program in the least, it is planned to eliminate home economics, a 
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non-academic subject, for the Junior High grades housed in the 
Union School and Annex, and to utilize the high school auditorium 
three periods a day as a classroom. 


In looking ahead to the school year, September, 1959—June, 
1960, unless the town is to experience a rate of growth in school 
population greater than has been experienced the past few years, no 
housing problem should exist. By September, 1959, the third ele- 
mentary school should be available, and in the then three elementary 
buildings should be found the solution to the still greater high 
school housing problem. By incorporating the seventh grade in the 
elementary system and housing it in the elementary buildings, it 
would provide the needed room for high school classes. 


To venture to say at this time that this transfer of the seventh 
grade should also provide the solution for the year following or 
until such time as the high school is completed, would be unwise. 
If by its continuation it should serve to ayoid the return of double 
sessions at the high school level without jeopardizing the effective 
operation of the elementary buildings, it would undoubtedly remain 
unchanged. 


In concluding this treatise on such a vital school matter, we of 
the school department, school committee and administration, are 
grateful and proud of you, the townspeople, for the steps you have 
taken this past year to ultimately provide the children of Burlington 
with an adequate school plant. 


In reporting on other areas involved with the operation of the 
school system, it can be said, speaking generally, that the past year 
has been one of further progress. 


With reference to the educational program provided, which 
area includes such factors as subject content, teaching methods, 
length of school day, and services associated with the learning 
process, several accomplishments are to be noted. 


Just prior to the close of school last June, the elementary 
teachers completed a generalized course of study in the subjects of 
reading, language arts, and arithmetic. Undertaken early in Jan- 
vary a year ago, it meant a great deal of research on the part of 
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some, weekly meetings at the outset by the respective grade teach- 
ers, periodic meetings later of different groups, and eventually meet- 
ings of all teachers with administrators. As a result of their efforts, 
there is now available a syllabus which pinpoints to a degree what 
subject matter is to be covered at a particular time of year and 
throughout the year. 


With the reopening of school in September and the return of 
the Junior-Senior High School to single session, the school day was 
lengthened to an overall total of six hours and thirteen minutes. 
This is thirty-eight minutes longer than the original full school day 
and approximately two hours longer than the double session day. It 
provides for a class period of forty-five rather than forty minutes 
and an additional period termed activities period. As a result of the 
addition of this latter period there is no interruption of class in- 
struction. Release time classes, meetings of school and class organ- 
izations and clubs are allotted this time. 


With the appointment of late of heads of the English, Social 
Studies and Mathematics departments, a great stride forward has 
been taken. Each department has had a series of meetings to de- 
termine necessary revisions in their respective courses of study and 
more recently joint meetings have been held for the purpose of es- 
tablishing a common philosophy. 


Suffice it to say that the Guidance Department continues to 
provide an invaluable service to parents and children alike. This 
past year, Mrs. Billings devised a new cumulative record card for 
grades one through six. It is similar to the folder used in the high 
school and will become a part of it when the child enters the seventh 
grade. This card will be on file in the guidance office at all times, 
alphabetically arranged by grade and school. 


It can be reported that all alteration and maintenance projects 
planned for the year have been completed. They include the follow- 
ing: extending the bituminous concrete surface at the rear of the 
Memorial School; surfacing the greater portion of the area about the 
Union School and Annex with bituminous concrete; applying a 
coat of oil and sand to the entire surfaced area about the high 
school; replacing the base rotted wooden flagpole at the high school 
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with a new metal pole, and erecting the salvaged portion of said 
pole in the vicinity of the athletic field. 


In addition to a complete overhaul of the heat control system, 
two additional control components have been added to the high 
school system. A similar check of the heat control system was made 
at the Memorial School in the early fall. 


Just recently steps have been taken to solve a problem provok- 
ing concern at the Memorial School. To eliminate the excessive heat 
in the classroom above the boiler room, a four-inch thickness of 
foamglass has been installed on the ceiling of the boiler room. 


A brief comment on the athletic field will bring this report to 
a close. This past year saw the remaining portion of the area behind 
the high school leveled, graded and seeded preparatory to the laying 
out of a baseball diamond and cinder track this coming summer. 


In conclusion, I wish to thank the parents, town officials, town 
organizations, and school employees for their cooperation this year. 
Grateful am I to you, the School Committee, for the cooperation, 
consideration and advice accorded me.

Age of Admission 


Pupils entering the first grade in September, 1958, must be 
five years of age on or before January 1, 1958. In other words, 
a child entering Grade One next September will have reached his 
sixth birthday on or before January 1 of the year 1959. 


Vaccination 


The state law requires all pupils attending public schools to 
be vaccinated. Exception will be made for a child presenting a 
certificate signed by a registered physician stating that he has 
personally examined the child and found his physical condition such 
that his health would be endangered by vaccination. 


Attendance 


Regular attendance is necessary to do satisfactory work. A 
written excuse from the parent or guardian is required for every 
tardiness or dismassal. No pupil is allowed to leave school during 
the session without permission from the Principal or Superintendent. 
Unless the pupil brings with him a written request for dismissal 
from his parents or guardian, he is permitted to leave only in case 
of emergency. 

Teachers may require pupils to attend extra afternoon session 
if it is necessary for success in their work or for discipline reasons. 
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REPORT OF SCHOOL PHYSICIAN 


Balin gton School ‘Committee 
Burlington, Massachusetts 


Honorable Members of the School Committee: 


Medical advances in research necessitate a revision of our 
school health program. In keeping with these recent | changes the 
following conclusions have been drawn. 


Less emphasis is now being placed on “routine” physical 
examinations done on “each” child yearly. This is particularly a 
parental responsibility. The value of such examination is limited 
by the unavailability of laboratory tests as well as physical sur- 
roundings. It is, therefore, essentially, a screening examination and 
parents of those children, who need further diagnostic services 
and treatment are notified accordingly. If, however, follow up 
studies as recommended by the school physician, are not carried 
out by the parents, the whole program of yearly examinations is 
for all practical purposes useless. Healthy children gain nothing 
by the examination and those with health problems, who are not 
further evaluated, by their own family physician, get progres- 
sively worse. 


It is this repeated finding and recording of defects about which 
little or nothing gets done that weakens the school health program 
and has led to much of my concern about the school health pro- 
gram. What are the major health problems that we, in the schools, 
the doctors, the nurses, and the teachers most concerned with? 


Dental Caries. These are an old pet peeve of mine which are 
still very common. About 90% of children have dental caries. Un- 
less parents take their children to their family dentist, for treatment 
of caries, little is accomplished by the frequent dental “‘inspec- 
tions.” It is possible to reduce dental caries by 60%, by visiting 
the family dentist, at least once a year and this obviously is not 
being done by the majority of the primary and the secondary 
school students. | 

Visual Activity and Hearing Screening Tests. Nisusis activity 
and hearing in children changes rapidly and unless recommenda- 
tions, made’ ‘by .the school authorities, are acted on immediately, by 
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you parents, your children will not progress in school because the 
child needs to hear and see reasonably well to get the most out of 
his classroom instructions. | 

The Social and Emotional Development of Children. . The 
teacher is best qualified by training and experience to recognize at- 
titudes and behavior in younger children. If each of us parents 
would ‘communicate with our child’s teachers more often, we 
would be helped by the school staff in improving the child’s school 
adjustment, which in some cases, is in a very poor state of affairs, 
bordering on juvenile delinquency. This is evidenced. by the recent 
developments, especially in the secondary grades. We should pay 
more attention to the teachers “evaluation” of our child and less 
to our child’s “opinion” of his teacher.

REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE 


To the Superintendent and School Committee: 

I hereby submit my report as School Nurse for the year 1957. 

All children participating in physical education and interscho- 
lastic athletic programs were examined by the School Physician, Dr. 
Anthony Giangreco. 

_ The children of the first, fourth, seventh, and Slewarteh Side 
were given physical examinations. Defects were not too noticeable 
except for the dental caries. About forty percent of the children in 
the first grade had physical examinations completed by their oy 
physicians as advised by the State Health Regulations. 

The Pure Tone Audiometer Test and the Massachusetts Vision 
Test were given to all children in the odd grades and Bae were 
notified of the defects. 

The dental clinic is being conducted by Dr. Merton S. Brandes 
two mornings a week. The children requesting treatment are given 
an initial treatment and then advised as to cavities and referred to 
their family dentist. 
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The Well Child Conference, sponsored by the Board of Health, 
is conducted once a month at the Memorial School by Dr. Harriett 
Leach of Billerica. Parents may bring their pre-school children by 
making appointments with the School Nurse, Mrs. Julia Connors. 
Diphtheria-tetanus and whooping cough inoculations are given at 
the clinic. 

Several Polio Clinics were held at the schools during the year 
giving the children the opportunity to complete their series of in- 
occulations. 

I am grateful for the decision of the Superintendent and the 
School Committee for recommending a second school nurse. Due to 
the increased enrollment and the opening of the Wildwood School, 
a second nurse was imperative. 

A Flu virus was prevalent in Burlington during October and 
November which prevented many children from attending school. 

I wish to thank the Superintendent of Schools, the School 
Committee, Dr. Anthony Giangreco, the Board of Health, and all 
the teachers for the valuable assistance and cooperation.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 
1957 


To the Citizens of Burlington: 


The Board was re-organized at the first meeting after election 
of Charles L. Shea on March 4, 1957, with William L. Nelson being 
voted Chairman. Howard E. Bettinson was voted to again serve as 
Clerk of the Board; as Insurance Broker of Record; and as Veterans’ 
Agent. Thomas Murray was re-appointed Supt. of Highways and 
Ferdinand Pimentel re-appointed as Building Inspector. After con- - 
siderable deliberation the resignation of Jack J. Moss as Town 
Counsel was accepted and John J. Fitzpatrick appointed to succeed 
Mr. Moss in this office. Marie Seminatore was appointed to the 
Board of Election and Registrations. Messrs. Gordon Thomson and 
Gerald F. Seminatore were appointed to the Board of Appeals, the 
former for a full term of 5 years, the latter to complete the four 
year unexpired term resulting from the resignation received from 
Vincent Howard. Subsequent resignations received from Appeal 
Board members, Messrs. Thomson and William Remick resulted in 
vacancies filled by the appointments of Francis Joyce and Frank 
Sirocco. 


On April 29, 1957, William Nelson, then Chairman of the 
Board tendered his resignation effective immediately and Selectman 
Kenneth Maclver tendered his resignation effective on June 2, 1957, 
the date set for a Special Election to fill the resulting two vacancies 
on the Board. 


On June 22, 1957 a Special Election was held and Albert E. 
Wilde was elected to fill the remaining period of William Nelson’s 
term of office and David M. Ward was elected to fill the twenty-one 
month unexpired of Kenneth Maclver. The Board was re-organized 
at their first meeting on June 25, 1957 with Charles L. Shea voted 
as Chairman. Otherwise the organization of the Board remained 
unchanged, with all efforts directed toward bringing to a conclu- 
sion partially completed projects of their predecessors, and at the 
same time endeavoring to initiate long-range planning to meet the 
challenge of Burlington’s phenomenal growth and development. At 
the same time we have geared our activity toward stimulating an 
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evidenced spirit of cooperation and coordination between the Town’s 
administrative boards having a profound awareness that by con- 
certed efforts and joint contributions of suggestions and solutions 
to the Town’s many problems are most essential to a sound business 
like, economical, and stable administration of government. 


With primarily part-time personnel and facilities, our task has 
been momentous and often times discouraging, but with the ac- 
quirement of the full-time Accountant and the resulting purchase- 
order voucher system and accurate up-to-date account balances, an 
Executive-Secretary to act by and for the Selectmen during the day 
providing most necessary full-time supervisory direction and the 
approval by the Town of our proposed full-time Highway Depart- 
ment, we hope and sincerely believe that our efforts can be directed 
toward the policy making and long-range planning which con- 
cededly is our only assurance of a business-like administration; a 
condition precedent to encouraging industrial development so badly 
needed to meet our revenue demands in this our premature growth.

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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


The activities of the Planning Board during the past year can 
be divided in the following general categories: 


ZONING AND INDUSTRY 

During the past year, we have had many petitions for the re- 
zoning of residential land to business or industrial districts. Several 
parcels adjacent to our present industrial district have been re-zoned, 
and we expect to see a number of new plants located there in the 
near future. By encouraging industrial re-location in our industrial 
districts, we are able to broaden our tax base, and hold our tax rate 
at a reasonable figure. The fruits of our efforts can be seen in the 
lowering of our rate-for the past year, and the acquisition of such 
desirable industries such as R.C.A., Spray Engineering, those located 
in Northwest Industrial Park, and many others. We have also en- 
couraged new business, and can now boast of a new Post Office, the 
Economy Shoppers Center, the Burlington Specialty Center, the 
I. G. A. center, as well as a Chamber of Commerce, and many other 
retail shops. 


SUBDIVISION CONTROL 

During the past year, we have increased the requirements for 
the development of land for residential use, and have printed a book- 
let outlining our requirements so that no misunderstandings may 
arise after the Board has approved a plot. Activity in the field of 
home building has been very sharply curtailed during the past year, 
and is due in part to the difficulty of obtaining mortgage money, 
and the increased cost of development due to our strict requirements. 


MASTER PLAN 

Thru the rezoning of a number of parcels of land, our master plan 
of land use is rapidly coming into being, and with the cooperation 
of the voters, will reach complete reality in the near future. We 
have purchased large scale aerial photographs of the town, which 
will assist us as well as other town departments in future planning. 


OTHER ACTIVITIES 
We have held a public hearing on the proposal of adopting 
the Betterment Act. Many opinions both pro and con were given 
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regarding this proposal, and we plan to further pursue this item 
of legislation. Unfortunately, we were unable to continue our 
activities in the alleviation of drainage problems because of our 
small appropriation, but hope that in the coming year, the voters 
will realize the value of this, and we will be able to complete the 
program that we started in 1956. The working of the drain from 
Reed’s Pond attests to the value of this program. 


We wish to thank those who cooperated wholeheartedly with 
the Planning Board in making Burlington a better town to both 
work and live in.

The School Building Committee No. 2 is pleased to report 
the following progress since we made our last report — 

The land off Lexington Street was deeded to the town from 
Mr. Sleeper on November 15, 1957. 

We have decided on the following for the new school: 


1. Hot water heat. 
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2. Incandescent lighting. 
3. Downdraft heating in the classrooms.

We received reports from the Carr-Dee Boring Company and 
found them to be very favorable. 

The plans and specifications were approved by the School 
Building Assistance Commission of the Commonwealth. 

Due to the fact that all bids came to a total of more than 
our appropriation, we voted to reject all bids and sub-bids and 
arrange for a re-bidding. 

On March 7, 1958 the Committee published bids for the new 
school. 

Bids will be returned on April 14, 1958. It is hoped that 
we will be able to break ground for the new school by the 1st 
of May 1958.

The High School Building Committee report was given next 
by Mr. Fogelberg — 


Mr. Moderator: 


The High School Building Committee wishes to give the 
following report of progress. We have spent the last few weeks 
interviewing some twenty-seven architects or architectural firms. 
This field has now been narrowed down to a handful and a final 
decision will be made shortly. We have checked several sites 
and have called on two property owners but have made no com- 
mittment as yet. We are working on an educational specifications 
report which must be submitted to the State for approval and 
also given to the architect as a basis for his future planning. We 
have had Mr. Black of the State School Building Assistance Com- 
mission and will meet with him again as soon as the architect is 
_ selected and our educational needs determined in terms of class- 
rooms and teacher stations. We hope to have specific proposals 
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to present to the Town, unless something unforeseen happens, 
this coming June, or earlier. 


Cemetery Land Acquisition committee report — postponed. 
Incinerator committee report postponed. 
No report from the Dump committee. 


Combination Police and Fire Station Building committee 
report taken up when their article comes up for consideration. 


Lastly the Wage Scale Committee report was given — 


March 17, 1958 
To the Honorable Moderator and Citizens of Burlington: 


At the organization meeting of the Wage Scale Survey Com- 
mittee in December of 1957, Robert G. McClellan was elected 
Chairman and Frank Kirby, Secretary. The aims of this committee 
were discussed, and the members met with various officers of the 
surrounding towns of Billerica, Lexington, Arlington, Winchester, 
Wilmington, Bedford and Chelmsford in an effort to align cor- 
responding titles with Burlington personnel. 

We encountered difficulty in properly comparing what would, 
on the surface, appear to be corresponding jobs because the duties 
involved in most cases varied considerably. 


Although we have tabulated, for the sake of comparison, 
the wages for the above mentioned towns, we felt that a detailed 
report would be unwise. The attached schedule shows what in- 
formation we could chart at this time, as there are several con- 
flicting elements with regard to job classification and wage scales. 
Since this is the area currently being surveyed by the Civil Service 
Commission, and, as they have not completed their examination 
of the various town departments, we felt we were stymied and 
could proceed no further. 

When the comparison chart is examined, it should be noted 
that the listing for Arlington, Lexington and Winchester are 
established for 1958 and that the maximum figures were used. 
It should be further noted that, although jobs listed have the 
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same or similar titles, the duties, responsibilities, and hours worked 
can vary. The conclusion of the various town meetings in this 
area will, without question, alter the wages of the respective 
towns. Examination of the budget requests for our own town 
for the coming year will point out the changes which will take 
effect. 

We suggest that after the Civil Service Commission has com- 
pleted its examination and job classification that a more complete 
study with recommendations for further moves can be made.

tion of the Selectmen’s Department. 

Amendment was made to this motion to add one clerk at 
$2,028.00. Amendment was lost. After much discussion on this 
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article the original motion was voted by a majority vote, to be 
spent under the direction of the Selectmen. 


Item 2. (Town Accountant's Department) Unanimously 
voted that the town vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$4,440.00 for the Accountant’s department: $4,140.00 for the 
Accountant’s salaries; $300.00 for expenses, same to be spent 
under the direction of the Selectmen. 


Item 3. (Treasurer's Department) Unanimously voted that 
the town vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $3,250.00 for 
the Treasurer's department: $2,250.00 for the salary of the Treas- 
urer; $1,000.00 for expenses, same to be spent under the direction 
of the treasurer.

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PROCEEDINGS AT ADJOURNED TOWN MEETING 
March 24, 1958 | 


The adjourned town meeting was called to order by the 
Moderator at 8:20 P.M. Notice of posting and of the constable’s 
return as of March 18, 1958 was read by the Town Clerk. 


Unanimously voted to admit non-voters to the area restricted for 
them. Unanimously voted to limit all debates to 5 minutes. 


It was voted that no new business be transacted after 
11:30 P.M. 


Voted that when we adjourn this meeting it be adjourned 
until 2 weeks from tonight and have a Special town meeting and 
an adjourned town meeting at the same time, April 7, 1958. 


Unanimously voted to omit the reading of the minutes of the 
previous meeting. Voted to refer to the articles by number only. 


Item 6 tabled at adjourned meeting March 17, 1958 and 
Items 18 and 34 for reconsideration, were disposed of at this 


time. 


Item 6. (Legal Department — Tabled at previous meeting) 
Unanimously voted that the town raise and appropriate the sum of 
$2,750.00 for the Legal Department: $2,500 for retaining fee; 
$250.00 for expenses, to be spent under the direction of the 
Selectmen. 


Item 18. (Moth Department — Reconsidered) Unani- 
mously voted that the sum of $250.00 be raised and appropriated 
for the extermination of poison ivy, in addition to the sum of 
$1,000.00 already to be raised and appropriated for the Moth De- 
partment, razking a total $1,250.00, to be spent under the direction 
of the Board of Selectmen. 


Item 34. (Library — Reconsidered) Unanimously voted 
that the town raise and appropriate the sum of $3,906.61 for the 
Library to be added to the sum of $1,093.39 to be transferred from 
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the dog license refund account, making a total of $5,000.00: 
$1,920.00 for salaries; $3,080.00 for expenses, same to be spent 
under the direction of the Library Trustees. 


At this point the Moderator read the report of the Incinerator 
Committee which follows: 


The Incinerator committee feels that the Winn Street Dump 
is adequate for the present, although we are in agreement that the 
town will require an incinerator in the future. We recommend 
that the Town take, by eminent domain, land belonging to 
Makechnie, off Locust Street, including a right of way from Winn 
Street to the proposed site. 

The approximate prices for an incinerator Peeable of meeting 
the requirements of a town the size of Burlington range from 
$150,000.00 to $200,000.00. 

It is quite certain that the Federal Government will aid 
financially in the survey, engineering, and possibly the actual con- 
struction. 


1. Reason for Locust Street Location: (a) Away from water- 
shed. (b) Sparsely populated. (c) Land ideal for purpose. Place 
to dump anything that won’t burn and the inert residue from the 
incinerator. 


2. Right of way to 40’ width. 


Article 8. (Hydrant Rental) Unanimously voted that the 
town raise and appropriate the sum of $30,000.00 for hydrant 
rental, the same to be paid to the Burlington Water District under 
the direction of the Selectmen. 


Article 9. (Transfer from Machinery Fund to Machinery 
Account) Unanimously voted that the town transfer the sum of 
$836.40 from the machinery fund to the machinery account, same 
to be spent under the direction of the Selectmen. 


Article 10. (Chapter 40 — section 6c — Snow and Ice re- 
moval from private ways) Unanimously voted that the town vote 
by ballot at the next annual town election to accept the provisions 
of Section 6C of Chapter 40 of the General Laws which authorizes 
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cities and town to appropriate money for the removal of snow and 
ace from private ways therein open to public use. 


Article 11. (Chapter 40-6F authorizing cities and towns to 
appropriate money for repairs on private ways, etc.) Unanimously 
voted that the town accept the provisions of Section 6F of Chap- 
ter 40 of the General Laws which authorizes cities and towns to 
appropriate money for repairs on private ways which have been 
open to public use for six years or more. 


Article 12. (Full time firefighting personnel overtime pay, 
etc.) Unanimously voted that the town pay its full time fire- 
fighting personnel overtime pay as provided in Section 58C of 
Chapter 48 of the General Laws as follows:— “If a firefighter in 
the service of a city or town shall be required to be on duty for 
any period in excess of his regular hours of duty as from time to 
time established, he may be given time off equal to such 
period of overtime duty or, if time off cannot be given by reason 
of a personnel shortage or other cause, he may be paid for such 
period of overtime duty at such an hourly rate as may be deter- 
mined by the authority in charge of a fire department, which rate 
shall in no event be less than the hourly rate of his regular com- 
pensation for his average weekly hours of regular duty.” 


Article 13. (Voting Precincts) Unanimously voted that the 
town be divided into two (2) convenient voting precincts by fol- 
lowing the center line of Cambridge Street, or Route 3A, from 
Woburn-Burlington Line to the Burlington-Billerica Line. The 
area west of the Center line of Cambridge Street, or Route 3A, 
to be designated as Precinct 1, and the voters therein to cast their 
votes in a Polling Booth to be located in the Cafeteria of the 
Wildwood Elementary School on Bedford Street. The area east of 
the center line of Cambridge Street, or Route 3A, to be designated 
as Precinct 2 and the voters therein to cast their votes in the 
Polling Booth to be located in the Cafeteria of the Burlington 
Memorial School on Winn Street. 


Article 14. (Chapter 91 of General Laws for aid) This 
article was tabled and then reconsidered taking from the table. 
Unanimously voted that the town authorize the Selectmen to 
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Petition the Department of Public Works under provisions of 
Chapter 91 of the General Laws for financial aid for the improve- 
ment, development, maintenance and protection of tidal or non- 
tidal rivers and streams in accordance with Section 11 of Chapter 
91 of the General Laws and authorize the Selectmen to execute and 
deliver a bond of indemnity therefore to the Commonwealth. 


Article 15. (Chapter 91 section 29 as amended by Chapters 
516 and 524 Acts 1950) Unanimously voted that the town as- 
sume liability in the manner provided by Section 29 of Chapter 
91 of the General Laws as amended by Chapter 516 and 524, Acts 
of 1950, for all damages that may be incurred by work to be 
performed by the Department of Public Works of Massachusetts 
for the improvement, development, maintenance and protection of 
tidal and non-tidal rivers and streams, harbors, tide waters, fore- 
shores, and shores along a public beach, outside of Boston Harbor 
including the Merrimack and Connecticut Rivers. 

Article 16. (To validate streets as to acceptance by a petition 
to the Legislature. Unanimously voted to table Article 16 and 
follow article 73. 


Article 17. Unanimously voted that the town accept from the 
Trustees under the Will of Marshall Simonds the sum of $3500.00 
for the maintenance and improvement of Simonds Park, same to 
be spent under the direction of the Park Commissioners. 


Article 18. Unanimously voted that the number of members 
of the School Committee be increased from three to five members 
in the following manner: In 1959 two (2) members shall be 
elected for three years and one (1) member for one year; In 1960 
two (2) members shall be elected for three years: In 1961 one 
member shall be elected for three years. Therefore two (2) mem- 
bers shall be elected each year for three years except that every 
third year one member shall be elected for three years. 


Article 19. The report of the Fire and Police Station com- 
mittee was read by Robert Kenneally which follows — 


Report of Committee to build combination Fire and Police 
Station. 
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Your committee has met on numerous occasions since the last 
annual town meeting, and have investigated the possibilities of the 
town constructing a combination station, and we now submit our 
recommendations. 


The committee feels that it is completely unnecessary for the 
town to build a combination station at this time and we cite the 
following reasons — 


. 


The police station is more than adequate using the 
neighboring towns as criteria. 


The Burlington Police Department has been operating at 
top efficiency and will continue to do so. 


The State allows towns in the Commonwealth to use the 
State Police Laboratories, etc. 


The Committee feels however, that the town should undertake 
the construction of a fire station as soon as possible, and cites the 
following reasons — 


i 


The present fire station is not able to house the present 
equipment. 


The fire house is at this time one of the town’s greatest 
fire hazards — it is unsafe for the men to live in and 
leave our equipment in constant peril. 


We have also found that a combination station does not 
save any money in the construction. 


Towns with combination stations have found through 
experience that a great deal of unhealthy friction arises 
between the two departments created by problems of main- 
tenance and future growth. 


The committee further recommends that no fire or police 
officials be appointed to the committee for the construction 
of a fire or police station, and that they may act only in 
an advisory capacity.

An 
amendment was made that no member of the Burlington fire de- 
partment serve on the committee.

This is a summary of your Cemetery Land Acquisition Com- 
mittee as a result of studies of existing and available land and a 
recommendation for a new cemetery site. 

The Committee feels that it has looked, from surface obser- 
vations at every piece of land that could be considered; rejecting 
all but two of these pieces, located on Terrace Hall Avenue, due 
to drainage or ledge or remote locations. 
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This committee unanimously recommends that the town ac- 
quire these two pieces of land on the northerly side of Terrace 
Hall Avenue, containing forty-two (42) acres, more or less, as 
appears on a “Plan of Land in Burlington, Mass.” January 3, 
1958, by Northeastern Engineering Associates, Inc. 

We are of the conviction that a site in this area will provide 
adequate land for future needs, and we strongly recommend the 
purchase of this area as soon as possible. 

In conclusion, we wish to thank the present Board of Cemetery 
Commissioners for their cooperation and we invite you, the Citi- 
zens of Burlington, to question us on any and all aspect on this 
vital matter when Article 67 comes up for consideration.

SCHOOL BUILDING COMMITTEE No. 2 


The School Building Committee is pleased to report the 
following progress since the last report. 

Meadowbrook School has been chosen and voted on unani- 
mously by the Committee as the name of the Lexington Street 
site. 

This Committee sought and acquired funds through the 
Federal Government under Federal Law 815. 

Reports from Architect Mario Vincent Caputo, N. D.C. Con- 
struction Co. and Clerk of the Works, Stewart Olford are as fol- 
lows: 


It would seem that July 15, 1959 is a reasonable date to 
expect the school building to be completed. This would allow 
approximately six weeks for installing the equipment and other 
miscellaneous items. 

Reports submitted by the structural engineer and by the con- 
crete testing laboratory indicated that both the concrete and the 
structural steel have met highly with their approvals. 

The design of the school has many excellent features, includ- 
ing safety protection for the children, which will be of reassurance 
to parents. Safety protection is summarized: as follows: 


1. The school is designed as a one-tory building and has 
L2Sexits, 


2. The school has a central fire alarm system which is con- 
nected with the town fire alarm system. 


3. The school has an electronic flame-failure sensing device 


on all boilers. 
4. The school has a low water cut-off feature for better 


protection. 


5. There is continual hot water circulation for the hot water 
pumps to protect them against freeze-up during the winter 
months. 
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The building is 60% completed and, with no delays antici- 
pated, the remaining 40% should be completed by the above men- 
tioned date: July 15, 1959. 

Local and state inspectors have visited the project and have 
kept informed of its progress. 

This work has been done according to plans and specifications.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF PUBLIC WELFARE 


OLD AGE ASSISTANCE — CHAPTER 118A 


Both the caseload and the expenditures in this category have 
remained approximately the same as during 1957. The majority of 
our new cases have been transfers from other cities and towns. 
Old Age Assistance grants are gradually decreasing in amount, due 
to increases in Social Security benefits and other private pensions, 
the need for Old Age Assistance in many cases being a supple- 
ment to these other pensions and for medical needs. During the 
latter part of 1957, the Federal formula for claiming reimburse- 
ment was changed, and we shall receive larger Federal grants 
during the coming year, thus decreasing the Town share. 


AID TO DEPENDENT CHILDREN — CHAPTER 118 


During the year, the caseload in this category rose considerably 
higher than last year but has again decreased at this time. It is 
difficult to predict our expenses for the program because of in- 
dividual family needs, based on the number of children in the 
family and any income available from other sources. The Federal 
change in claiming reimbursement in Aid to Dependent Children 
will result in only slightly larger Federal grants. 


DISABILITY ASSISTANCE — CHAPTER 118D 


This category has remained fairly stable during the past year, 
with only one new case being added to the rolls. The majority 
of our Disability Assistance cases continue to be nursing home 
cases. Due to increased medical costs and an increase in nursing 
home care, effective January 1, 1959, the expense of this program 
will be more during the coming year. 


GENERAL RELIEF 


This category is used for temporary aid and while awaiting 
eligibility for the Federal and State aided programs. The overall 
expense, including payments to other cities and towns for aid 
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rendered to Burlington settled cases, remained approximately the 
same as during the previous year. 

During the year the Board accepted the resignation of John 
J. Bowers, who had served so efficiently as agent since 1952. Al- 
though his resignation was accepted with regret, Mr. Bowers is 
wished the best of luck in his future endeavors. 

We would again like to take this opportunity to thank the 
other Town Departments, the Clergy, the Doctors, the Business- 
men and the residents of the town for their cooperation during the 
year.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH 
To the Citizens of Burlington: 


The Board of Health met and organized March 6, 1958. 
Kenneth Morrison was elected Chairman. Meetings were held every 
Tuesday until June at which time the Board changed to every 
other Tuesday. This was possible due to the passage of clear and 
precise rules and regulations in May 1958. These rules and regu- 
lations made unnecessary the former practice of the Board, consider- 
ing each and every problem that came up since most of them were 
covered in the new rules. The Board is very grateful to Tom 
Casey, Jim Cassani and Art Castraberti for the many hours they 
spent in writing these rules. The excellence of their job is attested 
by the fact that the rules were approved by the State Board of 
Health without so much as changing a single comma. And also 
by the fact that the legality has not at any time been challenged in 
court by builders or subdividers. 

The lack of coordination between the Planning Board and 
Board of Health has been corrected and these two Boards now act 
almost as a unit in those areas in which they have common interests. 

The Board of Health appointed the following persons, Robert 
Rimbach as Food and Milk Inspector, Julia Connors as Public 
Health Nurse, Mary Crawford as Clerk, Mrs. Crawford resigned 
in September and was replaced by Patricia Bancewicz. Augustus 
Berthiaume was appointed Animal Inspector and Slaughtering In- 
spector. Mr. Berthiaume was also appointed General Agent of 
the Board and resigned in September 1958. He was replaced 
temporarily by Kenneth Miller. 

The Board feels that it is essential to the future well being of 
the Town that a full time Public Health Nurse be appointed and 
that the inspection work and approval of Sewage disposal systems 
be done by a registered engineer and has made requests in the 
present warrant that these items be taken care of at this time. 

The Board, in May of 1958, increased permit fees so that this 
additional protection will not be a burden on the General Tax 
Rate. 

The mosquito control program was not as successful as the 
Board would have desired due to poor spraying weather so we 
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consulted with the State Reclamation Board and the East Middle- 
sex Mosquito Control Program and upon their recommendation 
decided to dust the swamp lands with D.D.T. during the winter 
with the aim of killing the eggs and preventing the hatching of 
mosquitoes in the Spring. 

This program plus some spot spraying during the summer 
should give us a much more successful control program.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 
To the Citizens of Burlington: 


It is customary for the School Committee in its report to you 
to briefly view items worthy of note in the many and varied areas 
involved with the operation of the school system. On occasions, it 
takes this opportunity, as is intended here, to ask you to give con- 
sideration to a problem with which it is currently concerned. 


In keeping with the pattern, it is with a deep sense of pride 
and satisfaction that it review some of the accomplishments testi- 
fying to further progress during the year 1958. 


The opening of the Wildwood School in February terminated 
an unpleasant and educationally unhealthy situation. The occupy- 
ing of the new building not only permitted the return of all 
elementary grades to single session, but provided the means for 
solving other problems. By lengthening the school day at this time 
the elementary schools more closely complied with the five-hour 
classroom instruction period recommended by the State Department 
of Education. It also enabled the committee to adopt the “‘right 
to eat’ permissive legislation requested by the faculty. 


With a view of improving the subject content and, in some 
instances, the teaching method, several projects were undertaken. 
Workshops in art and science conducted by specialists in the re- 
spective areas were held in the fall at the elementary level. The 
value of these is best attested to by the comments of the teachers 
who attended. Since September teachers at the junior-senior high 
level have been involved in a study of curricula content. Under 
the supervision of department heads, courses of study in English, 
Social Studies, Mathematics, and Commercial subjects are being 
developed. It is expected that the product of their efforts will be 
completed by early April. 


In the area involving the operation and maintenance of the 
school plant all projects as scheduled under the long-range main- 
tenance program have been completed. To dispel any fear that 
parents might have with regards to the safety of the Union School, 
be assured that all safety measures as prescribed by the State De- 
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partment of Public Safety were incorporated in the renovation of 
the building a few years ago. We are confident a tour of the build- 
ing will assure one of the same belief. 


In commenting on the issue of a new high school the com- 
mittee feels inclined to express different points of view on the 
subject. 


All agree on the need of a new four year high school. Dis- 
agreement exists in the main issue of whether it should be a 900 
or 1200 pupil capacity building. Th original plan for 1200 costing 
$2,695,000 includes a figure of $150,000 for athletic fields (base- 
ball, football), a track, parking facilities for 500 cars and bleachers. 
The alternate plan for 900 pupils costing $2,020,000 excludes the 
above features and reduces the building by twelve classrooms, one 
shop and converts the auditorium to what is termed a music center. 
Other facts pertinent to the discussion on which all agree are as 
follows; that the enrollment in grades 9 through 12 by September, 
1963, will reach 900; that the assessed valuation as of January, 
1959 — the current valuation — will be not less than $18,600,000, 
next year’s $21,000,00 conservatively. 


With the above facts as a basis, the committee presents argu- 
ments which will be considered in determining the issue. 


From past experience with school construction, the earliest 
completion date for either building could be September, 1961. 
Such being the case, if the smaller building were erected, it would 
mean that within two years after the completion, planning for an 
addition would be a necessity. This could certainly be termed poor 
planning. It would also be a more costly proposition in view of 
continuous rising construction costs and in light of the accepted 
building principle that a combination project built in two phases 
costs a minimum of one-third more than it would have cost if 
awarded under a single contract. The construction of the larger 
building would satisfy the school’s needs for a minimum of ten 
years and, as noted above, cost considerably less. 


Conversely, there are those who reason in all sincerety that 
good business practice dictates construction of the building in two 
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phases. They argue that if the town can maintain a comparatively 
stable tax rate, the additional assessed valution five years from now, 
resulting from an attractive tax rate, will compensate for the cost 
of the addition. 


A comment on what effect the additional cost will have on 
the tax rate the current year will bring this report to a close. It 
is to be noted that insofar as the current year is concerned, the 
cost to the town will be an amount set forth in the article. This 
amount must be not less than $4,000. But no principal or interest 
payment will fall due this year. 


The committee entreats you to attend the annual town meeting 
at which time this vital issue will be up for consideration. 


We thank the people of Burlington for their cooperation in 
the past year and hope this splendid relationship continues to exist.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
To the School Committee: 


Chairman and Members:— In submitting my annual report, 
it is my intention to devote a portion of it to the problem of com- 
munication between home and school. In relation to this, two 
matters are of vital importance: (a) the role of the individual 
parent in the first instance; (b) the role of parents collectively or 
as a group in the second instance. 


It would appear from observation that some parents of chil- 
dren who are not achieving satisfactorily in school are and have 
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been exhibiting an alarming degree of apathy and indifference to 
the causes for this lack of success. This attitude is particularly 
noticeable and very disturbing at the junior high level but to a 
lesser degree at senior high level. The number of instances of this 
type at the elementary school level appears almost negligible from 
general observation. However, the problem exists and we must 
deal with it. 


At the submission of this report, report cards from the junior- 
senior high school have been sent home since September, while 
warning cards have been mailed twice. One evening has already 
been provided for conferences in order that the parents may be 
able to avail themselves of the opportunity to check with teachers 
on the progress of their child. Even though the number of 
parents in attendance at the evening meeting was gratifying, the 
majority of those parents present were parents of children who 
have no apparent difficulty in relation to achievement. Few were 
the parents of those children who are experiencing real difficulty. 
Disturbing also is the lack of response we have received from 
parnts who have been advised to check with the teacher after 
receipt of report cards or warning cards which indicated unsatis- 
factory performance in certain subject areas. Incidents similar to 
this, but fewer in number, testify to a like situation in existence 
at the upper elementary or intermediate grades. This small number 
in these grades may be attributed to a general parental recognition 
that children at this age level are very much dependent upon their 
parents for guidance and assistance. 


The solution to what may well be termed an unhealthy situ- 
ation seems to be in a re-establishment or renewal of more positive 
lines of communication between home and school. The school 
recognizes and has always recognized its responsibility to initiate 
such a program in which parents know how and when to obtain 
information and assistance. However, once the school has exercised 
its duty there is a concomitant obligation on the part of the parent 
to join with the school to act in the best interest of the child. 


We have recognized the problem and feel that its solution 
will rest in a school-initiated program in which the knowledge 
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of school operating procedures and policies is not only available 
to the home but is readily accessible. 


Apropos of this, we feel that a good illustration of what we 
mean by the responsibility of the school to promulgate its policies 
and procedures is appropriate. We have selected two very im- 
portant areas to exemplify our policies: (a) Policy regarding con- 
ferences between teacher and parent and (b) Policy regarding 
homework. 


Re: (a) Our school personnel encourages visits by the parent 
to the school where contact can be made with the teacher. In 
general, our teachers are available for thirty minutes daily after 
dismissal. However, appointments to talk with the teacher should 
be made through the principal a day ahead, if possible. We find 
that this allows the teacher time for preparation and gives an op- 
portunity to assemble information pertinent to the child’s work. 


Re: (b) Policy on homework 
Grades 1 and 2 — No organized homework required 


Grades 3 — Homework 2 nights a week not to exceed 
Y4 hour each night 


Grade 4 — Homework 4 nights a week not to exceed 
Y/, hour each night 


Grades 5 and 6 — Homework 4 nights weekly with a 
minimum of 34 hour each night 


Grades 7 and 8 — Two hours of consistent homework 
each night 


Grades 9 through 12 — Three hours or more each night 
according to the student’s curriculum 


Another item deserving due consideration at this time is 
pupil housing. Specifically, it is intended here to inform parents of 
the plans recently formulated to accommodate pupils starting next 
September. 


However, in the event that action on the construction of a 
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new four-year high school has not been taken by the time this 
report appears, a few comments on the subject are worthy of 
mention. Not to be interpreted as pressure tactics, it should be 
understood that unless the high school is completed by September, 
1961, the junior-senior high school will be forced to go on double 
sessions; that is, theoretically one-half of the children will attend 
classes in the morning, the other half in the afternoon. In refer- 
ence to the size of the building, serious thought should be given 
to this aspect. In consideration of the fact that the earliest possible 
date for occupancy would be September, 1961, one questions the 
logic and economics of a plan for constructing a building that will 
reach or exceed its capacity only two years after completion. Such 
would be the case if a 900 pupil building is approved. Allowing 
for a minimum growth in the intervening years, current school 
enrollment figures show that by September, 1963, membership in 
grades 9 - 12 will exceed 900. 


Returning to the plans for housing children next September, 
the urgency of the situation makes it necessary to change from the 
6-3-3 system now in effect to the 7-2-3 plan. In addition to having 
grades one through six housed in the elementary buildings, it is 
planned to keep the present sixth grade, next year’s seventh, in 
these buildings. By September, the third elementary building, the 
Meadowbrook (Lexington Street) School, will be ready for occu- 
pancy with a capacity of 1800 for the three elementary buildings 
(Memorial, Wildwood, Meadowbrook). 


The change is due to the inadequacy of the junior-senior high 
plant to properly accommodate grades seven through twelve. It 
is expected that next September’s enrollment will approximate 
2600, 1700 children in grades 1-6, 900 in grades 7-12. However, 
the facilities comprising the junior-senior high plant have a ca- 
pacity for only 660 — high school, 300; Union, 270; Annex, 90. 


As a consequence of the change, all buildings will operate 
close to or slightly above capacity. The three elementary buildings 
will accommodate 1900 children; the junior high of grades 8 and 
9 occupying the Union and Annex will number 350; the high 
school will also have 350 pupils. 
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It would seem that the solution as planned will adequately 
meet the needs through the school year 1960-61. 


In commenting briefly on other areas associated with the oper- 
ation of the school system, it can be said that the past year has 
been one of further progress. 


With reference to the educational program being offered, it 
is only natural to expect the curriculum, teaching techniques, and 
tools for teaching to be subjects of continuous study with the view 
of making improvements in the respective areas. It was with this 
objective in mind that several projects were undertaken. 


Shortly after school got underway in the fall, a fifteen hour 
workshop in art was held at the Wildwood School for all ele- 
mentary teachers. It was conducted by a specialist in the field of 
art provided by the Binney and Smith Co.. In November a one 
day workshop in elementary science was provided by the D. C. 
Heath Co. 


The past year also witnessed activities of educational value 
instituted at the junior-senior high level. Under the direction of 
the respective department heads and with the assistance of their 
teacher associates, the development of courses of study in English, 
Social Science, Mathematics, and Commercial subjects was under- 
taken. All associated with the task hope to see it brought to a 
successful completion by April. 


The appointment in March of a full-time qualified librarian 
in the high school has already achieved gratifying results. Use of 
the library under supervision has encouraged student participation 
to a much greater degree than formerly. Records show that since 
September, a period of four months, 1030 visits have been made 
to it. Circulation figures show that during the same period 855 
books have been withdrawn, 273 of which were non-fictional. 


During the past year, the appointment of an assistant in the 
Guidance Department has aided greatly in accomplishing the work 
demanded of that department. In view of the fact that guidance 
services are all-inclusive involving school, home and community 
and an inter-relationship within each, the task can become quite 
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involved. The increase in the number of parental requests for the 
services of this department best testifies to the ever-increasing im- 


portance of this facility. 


It can be reported that all alterations and maintenance projects 
planned for the year have been completed. They include the fol- 
lowing: the installation of a complete new heating system at the 
Union School Annex; providing needed storage area adjacent to 
the shop at the Union School. High School projects included: 
resurfacing roof areas with 5 ply tar and gravel application and 
repairing all roof flashing, both projects covered by 15 year bonded 
guarantees; stripping and finishing additional hardwood floors; in- 
stallation of twelve new thermostats; removal of stones, seeding 
where needed, and rolling of area in rear of the high school in 
preparation for laying out of baseball field. The Memorial School 
projects included the rebuilding of concrete steps that had settled 
and the painting of one classroom wing. 


This report would be remiss were it not to pay respects to 4 
gentleman who will be long remembered by those who had the 
good fortune of knowing him. Just recently Mr. Charles McGinnis 
died from injuries resulting from being struck by an automobile. 
His services as a member of the School Committee for eight years 
was commendable. Ever mindful of his responsibilities, his con- 
cern was directed at all times to better serving the youth of the 
town. As so often expressed by him, his purpose on the commit- 
tee was to provide the children of Burlington with the means of 
obtaining an education equal to or better than what was being 
offered elsewhere. 


In conclusion, sincere thanks to the parents, town officials, 
and school employees, for their cooperation the past year. Grate- 
ful am I to you, the School Committee, for cooperation and advice 
provided me.

Age of Admission

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REPORT OF SCHOOL PHYSICIAN 


Honorable Members of the School Committee 
And Superintendent of Schools: 


I hereby submit my report as School Physician for the year 
Hite ped: 


This year an added examination has been carried out; i.e. 
examination of feet. This has been done by John L. Casey, Jr., 
D.S.C., the local Podiatrist and Chiropodist. His report would 
make interesting reading and is included elsewhere. 


Examinations this year did not reveal any unusual medical 
conditions or present any difficult medical problems other than 
pertussis (whooping cough) and scarlet fever. 


During the fall of this year, pertussis and scarlet fever were 
rampant and higher than the usual yearly average. It was only 
through the whole hearted cooperation on the part of the parents 
and the school nurse that we were able to keep these serious con- 
ditions under control. 


I am gratified to see that the varsity athletes have taken my 
advise this past summer and have kept themselves in good muscu- 
lar condition by summer employment and calisthenics. The use- 
fullness of this program is evident in the greatly reduced number 
of athletic injuries and the obvious absence of any rather serious 
injuries such as we have been plagued with in the past. 


I refer you to Dr. Merton Brandes’ report on the status of the 
dental hygiene of our school children for more specific evaluation. 
I feel, however, that since my examination also includes an oral 
inspection I can’t help but notice a continued prevalence of poor 
dental hygiene in the lower elementary grades (1-4) and the high 
school grades (9-12). I am particularly concerned about these two 
categories because continued negligence will ultimately lead to 
major dental problems. I recommend that you parents follow 
explicitly any recommendations that your family dentist has made 
for the treatment and prevention of dental caries. 


To you parents whose children have not had a dental examina- 
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tion by your family dentist or who have not received any notice 
from Dr. Brandes, I advise you to make arrangements for an ex- 
amination with your family dentist rather than assume that your 
children’s teeth are in good condition. 

In closing, I wish to take this opportunity to thank the Super- 
intendent of Schools, the School Nurses, the principals, and all 
the other members of the faculty for their patience and cooperation 
during the past year.

REPORT OF SCHOOL DENTIST 
February 3, 1959 
To the Supt. and School Committee: 


I hereby submit my report as School Dentist for the year 
1958. 


The objectives of the dental program is twofold. 


1. To examine all elementary pupils and issue two Dept. of 
Public Health cards, one for parent notification and the other for 
follow-up care by the family dentist. 


2. To perform corrective dentistry (restorations and extrac- 
tions) and do prophylaxes, only after all corrective dentistry is 
completed. 


A program of this type can only augment dental care by the 
family dentist because two visits, on the average, for each patient 
is insufficient to cope with the large decay rate in Burlington being 
typical of New England. 
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I would like to recommend that the dental examination, as 
part of the pre-school medical examination, be more strictly en- 
forced. The necessity for this can be seen from the fact that ap- 
proximately 20% of first, second and third grade pupils have 
never visited a dentist and another 10% have only visited a dentist 
for extractions. 


I wish to thank the Supt. of Schools, The School Committee, 
Dr. Anthony Giangreco, The Board of Health, Mrs. Julia Connors, 
R.N., The Elementary School Principals and Secretaries for their 
valuable cooperation and assistance.

REPORT OF SCHOOL PODIATRIST 
To the Superintendent and School Committee. 


I hereby submit my report as School Podiatrist for the year 
1958. 


Approximately 2300 children were examined during the period 
from the opening of school to January 23, 1959. 


Upon completion of the examinations I now fully understand 
President Eisenhower's motive in setting up his Youth Fitness 
Council. 


Footgear. This particular items is by far the biggest offender 
of children’s feet. Let us consider hosiery first. Socks should be 
one-half an inch longer than the longest toe. The biggest violators 
of this rule were the junior high school and high school girls and 
boys. The girls in particular. Their socks were anywhere from one 
to two inches longer than their longest toe. It was a sight to 
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behold to see them folding the sock back over their toes or 
instep and then jam their foot into the shoe. 


Next to pointed shoes stretch socks are raising havoc with 
childrens’ feet. Again it is primarily the junior high and high 
school students who are the biggest wearers. Stretch socks are 
made of a synthetic fiber which is a plastic. It will not absorb 
perspiration. Perspiration is acid in character. It is held against the 
tissue resulting in maceration of the tissue. In warm weather the 
results are burning feet and in the winter cold and clammy feet. 


By far the most practical foot coverings for foot health sake 
are cotton followed by wool. 


Shoes. As a rule, children in the primary grades and with 
few exceptions, those in the elementary grades, should outgrow 
their shoes before the shoe itself is worn out. 


Children between six and ten will change shoe size approxt- 
mately every twelve weeks. I recommend stopping in at the shoe 
store to have the child’s foot measured. It only takes a minute to 
be done. Remember, children grow in spurts. 


Sneakers were not designed for everyday wear. They should 
only be worn during physical education and indoor sports for 
which they were originally intended. They should never be worn 
all day regardless of the time of year, summer included. 


Loafers again have a place to be worn. They are intended 
as a casual shoe. They were never intended to be worn all day, 
day in and day out. 


The teenage shoe fad among girls, namely flat pointed shoes 
are going to ruin their feet. They are creating bunions in 15, 16, 
and 17 year old girls. I found that one out of every five in this 
group is afflicted. They don’t cause unbearable discomfort now, 
but they will ten and fifteen years from now. 


Among the elementary grade children, as a rule the shoes are 
very satisfactory. There were very few exceptions. Just a word of 
caution though, in this age group they will outgrow the shoes 
before they are worn out. It shows that while the parents are 
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having their say as regards to their footwear, for the most part 
proper shoes are worn. 


Hygiene. The hygiene of the children was excellent with a 
couple of exceptions here and there. In particular, among the 
elementary school group the hygiene was excellent. 


In the junior high group the few exceptions showed but this 
is more the child’s fault. It is not the parent’s fault. This seems 
to be just a certain stage they go through while maturing. Among 
the high schoolers, pride in their appearance showed itself and 
the hygiene was up to par. 


Nails. The proper way to cut nails is straight across. The 
corners should never be cut back. This leads to ingrown nails 
which very often terminate with an infection. The consequences 
of a prolonged infection of the toe is the possibility of developing 
osteomyelitis. 


The cutting habits among the elementary grades was satis- 
factory. The junior high had an alarming increase in poor cutting 
habits. It continued among the high schoolers until nearly one out 
of every two has poor cutting habits. 


Orthopedics. It is here in this department that faulty foot- 
gear, including both hosiery and shoes, made itself felt. The re- 
sults are flatfeet, inward turning of the ankles, hammer toes, over- 
lapping toes, bunions and ingrown nails. It is here that corns and 
calluses really show themselves on the toes and sides of the feet. 
The results of the examination show that 70% of the high school 
group have some type of an orthopedic condition. 


Be careful of what appears to the parent as a callus which 
shows itself on the bottom of the foot. Rarely is it a callus in this 
age group. It usually is the so-called ‘‘plantar wart.” These have 
a tendency to grow rapidly and multiply. These should be taken 
care of immediately. If cut they will bleed profusely. They cause 
untold discomfort. 


This report has been discussed with the school administration 
along with my recommendations. 
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I want to thank the Superintendent of Schools, the School 
Physician, the School Nurses, the principals and teachers for their 
valuable assistance and utmost cooperation.

REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE 


To the Superintendent and School Committee: 


I hereby submit my report as School Nurse for the year 1958. 
All children participating in physical education and interscholastic 
athletic programs were examined by the School Physician, Dr. 
Anthony Giangreco. 


The children of the first, fourth, seventh and eleventh grades 
were given physical exams and parents notified of defects. About 
40% of children in the first grade had physical examinations 
completed by family physicians as advised by State Health Regu- 
lations. 


The Dental Clinic now under the Board of Health is con- 
ducted by Dr. Merton Brandes two mornings a week. The chil- 
dren requesting treatment are given an initial treatment and then 
advised as to cavities and referred to their family dentist, All 
children in all grades were given the Massachusetts Vision Test 
and the Pure Tone Audiometer Test by the provisional nurse Mrs. 
Ann Kelleher and parents notified of defects. 


Many cases of measles and chicken pox were prevalent during 
the Spring. Also two cases of Ringworm in September. 


I am happy to welcome the appointed nurse, Mrs. June 
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Andruske to the schools. I wish to thank the Superintendent of 
Schools, School Committee, School physician Dr. Anthony Gian- 
greco, Board of Health and all teachers for their cooperation.

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REPORT OF THE PARK COMMISSIONERS 


1958 was a big year for the Park Department. The Park 
Commissioners started by acquiring office and equipment storage 
space in the Balcony of the Town Hall. 


Commissioner Warren P. Ganley resigned in June, and Com- 
missioners Jackson and Barnes met with the Selectmen to unani- 
mously appoint Henry J. Keating to fill out the unexpired term. 


Timothy J. Regan was appointed Superintendent of Parks and 
Playgrounds, pending Civil Service examination which was held in 
the Fall. Mr. Regan did an outstanding job in park and play- 
ground maintenance. Everybody in town must agree that the Park 
has never looked better, and the ball fields and playgrounds have 
never been kept up so well. 


We bought and installed two new playground sets — one at 
Memorial School and one at Simonds Park. We put out for bids 
hot-topping of the lower tennis courts, which was awarded to 
Derro Construction Co., the lowest bidder. The job was completed 
to the satisfaction of the Commissioners. 


The upper tennis courts were not satisfactorily hot-topped in 
1957, so the Commissioners prevailed on the contractor to resurface 
these. The job was done to everyone's satisfaction and bond 
money was returned to Warren Bros. Roads Co. 


Lights were installed in the shop buildings and floodlights 
on the tennis courts for block dancing, etc. This installation was 
made by Boston Edison Co. at no cost to the Town except for the 
building wiring. 

Recreational Program -— Supervisor Richard Roche and 
Leader Marie Seminatore were retained for the second year and 
their work during the summer deserves the highest commendation. 
Many citizens wrote and complimented the recreational program, 
and approximately 400 children took part in it. 


Picnic areas were improved by destroying many acres of 
poison ivy, installing picnic tables and benches and rebuilding 
fireplaces. We have started to thin out the pine grove in Simonds 
Park to create more picnic sites. 
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We started to fill in the swamp on the Common across from 
Town Hall, which will be completed in 1959, thus eliminating a 
hazard to children and a mosquito menace. Although skating is 
curtailed here, the Park Commissioners (with cooperation, plan 
formal skating ponds for 1959 and 1960. The fill for the Com- 
mon was acquired at no cost. 


We tried to flood the lower tennis courts for skating, but 
were unsuccessful due to the pitch necessary for playing tennis. 
We will be able to correct this condition for the winter of 1959 
and 1960, thus providing a large, safe skating area. We were 
successful, with the cooperation of Mr. Charles Bunton and the 
Fire Department, in flooding a large area in the outfield of the 
Simonds Park Ball field. Many children have enjoyed skating in 
that area so far. 

A second-hand pickup truck and chain saw were purchased. 
The Commissioners feel that larger equipment is needed badly and 
have so requested in the Warrant. If the citizens so vote, we will 
enlarge recreational facilities such as wading pools, ball fields and 
ice skating rinks. 

While our 1959 Budget may seem very high, the park and 
recreational facilities have not kept up with the rapid growth of 
the Town. It is our belief that any expenditures made to this 
end are an investment in youth and in the appearance of the Town. 


The Park Commissioners are appreciative of the cooperation 
given by the Simonds Trustees — Mr. Sidney L. Simonds, Mr. 
Lester O. Simonds and Mr. Selwyn H. Graham. Because of their 
careful stewardship of the Simonds Trust, a great part of Burling- 
ton’s Park and Recreational system is made possible. 


The Park Department will miss Manuel Souza, a valuable 
employee, who passed away this summer.

PROGRESS REPORT 
SCHOOL BUILDING COMMITTEE NO. 2 


The School Building Committee is pleased to report the 
following progress since the last report. 

Meadowbrook School has been chosen and voted on unani- 
mously by the Committee as the name of the Lexington Street site. 

This committee sought and acquired funds through the Federal 
Government under Federal Law 815. 

It would seem that July 15, 1959 is a reasonable date to 
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expect the school building to be completed. This would allow 
approximately six weeks for installing the equipment and other 
miscellaneous items. 

Reports submitted by the structural engineer and by the con- 
crete testing laboratory indicated that both the concrete and the 
structural steel have met highly with their approvals. 


The design of the school has many excellent features, includ- 
ing safety protection for the children, which will be of reassurance 
to parents. Safety protection is summarized as follows: 


1. The school is designed as a one-story building and has 
twelve exits. 


2. The school has a central fire alarm system which is con- 
nected with the Town fire alarm system. 


3. The school has an electronic flame-failure sensing device 
on all boilers. 


4. The school has a low-water cut-off feature for better 
protection. 


5. There is continual hot water circulation for the hot water 
pumps to protect against freeze-up during the winter months. 


The building is sixty percent completed and, with no delays 
anticipated, the remaining forty percent should be completed by 
the above mentioned date: July 15, 1959. 


Local and State inspectors have visited the project and have 
kept informed of its progress. 


This work has been done according to plans and specifications.

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BURLINGTON FIRE STATION BUILDING COMMITTEE 
REPORT 


To the Town of Burlington, Mass.: 


Subject — New Fire Station 
Appropriation — $80,000.00 


Architect —- Childs, Lawrence and Shannon, Boston, Mass. 
Contractor — Vincent Caputo Co., Winchester, Mass. 


Amount of Contract — $77,230.00 


The Fire Station is about sixty-five percent completed with 
the completion date set about May 1, 1959. Due to the extreme 
cold weather in the early part of the season, there was a delay 
in construction. 

There have been four change orders made since start of con- 
struction. 


Number 1 was for filling in with concrete, an old cesspool 
adjacent to the foundation wall. Cost — $160.99. 


Number 2 was for removing objectionable fill where the 
concrete floor will be laid and for refilling with proper fill to 
prevent settlement or cracking of concrete slab. This was ordered 
by the Building Inspector which was in addition to what was 
required by the contractor in the specifications. Cost — $1,609.84. 


Number 3 was for an outside door to the boiler room as 
ordered by the Fire Chief. Cost — $219.76. 


Number 4 was for changing the common red brick for the 
front of the station to a better grade yellow face brick so that it 
would harmonize in color with the new bank and the town hall. 
This was decided on by the architect and your committee. Cost — 
$249.15. 


These change orders bring the cost of the station to 
$79,469.74. 
We, of the committee feel that we are getting a lot of build-

ing for the amount of money appropriated. The city of Boston 
opened a new station in the Neponset Avenue section of Dor- 
chester in 1958 which cannot hold as much apparatus and cost the 
city in excess of $300,000.00.

WAGE SCALE SURVEY COMMITTEE 
Honorable Moderator and Citizens of Burlington: 


In conjunction with our original wage scale survey report 
made in March, 1958 at the Annual Town Meeting and at the 
request made of that body, we have studied further the establish- 
ment of a Personnel Board. 

It is evident to us that the surrounding communities are for 
the most part experiencing similar problems with regard to wages 
and job classifications. At present, for example, we do not have 
a minimum nor a maximum pay scale for the various town em- 
ployees: that is, a new employee could logically be hired at the 
same rate of pay as a long-time experienced employee even though 
his qualifications might not be comparable. 

In our discussions with various towns, such as Concord and 
Arlington, which have Personnel Boards, it appears that they are 
well organized because all jobs are clearly defined as to job descrip- 
tion and pay scales. The Board would assist the Selectmen and 
other hiring authorities in the proper selection and placement of 
qualified personnel for each job vacancy as well as to aid in draw- 
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ing up specific duties and wages on newly created jobs. The 
Personnel Board would also act as a htt Me house for all justified 
employee grievances. 

With the obvious growth of the town of Burlington and the 
logical increase in town services, we are assured of additional town 
employees. We feel that if we are to progress with direction and 
purpose, a Personnel Board should be established.

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PROCEEDINGS AT ADJOURNED TOWN MEETING 
March 23, 1959 


Meeting called to order at 8:30 P.M. by the Moderator. 
Quorum present. Voted to omit the reading of the adjournment 
and return of service of warrant, also the minutes of the March 
16th meeting. Non-voters were permitted to sit in the non-voters 
area as allotted. Voted that no new business be taken up after 
11:30 P.M. and if all the business of the meeting as set forth 
in the town warrant is not disposed of at this session when the 
meeting adjourns, it adjourn to Monday, April 6, 1959 at 
8:00 P.M. at the Memorial School. Debates to be limited to 
five minutes but to make an exception to the Chairman of the 
Finance Committee and allow as much time as seems necessary. 


The Moderator at this time recognized Mr. Phalon, Chairman: 
of the Finance Committee who read the Majority Report of Finance 
Committee on Article 13 of the Annual Town Meeting for 1959. 
“As the people of the Town of Burlington are all well aware, the 
past six or seven months have been filled with discussions on the 
relative merits of building costs involved in the construction of a 
proposed new High School in this town. 


At a Special Town Meeting held in September, 1958, the 
voters of the Town disapproved the appropriation of $2,695,000.00 
pupil High School and gave the further mandate to the High 
School Building Committee that they reconsider their proposal: 
based on discussions heard at that Meeting. 


Because the Finance Committee had expressed an opinion 
at September’s Special Meeting, and because the information avail- 
able at that time appeared inconclusive, we felt compelled to engage 
in a series of meetings between ourselves, the High School Com- 
mittee, various architects, and several other Building Committees. 
from other areas in an effort to determine the amount of money 
necessary for the Town of Burlington to spend in order to build 
a High School commensurate with the needs of the Town. 
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As a result of our efforts, we are pleased to set forth herein 
the following observations: 


1. Schools in the 900 to 1500 pupil range can be built fot 
$1,500,000.00 to $2,300,000.00 e.g. Tewksbury, Mass., Hull, Mass.. 
New Britain, Conn., Meriden, Conn. 


2. Reductions in cost which have been proposed by the 
High School Building Committee are partially the result of the 
removal of contingency factors which it may be necessary for us 
to provide later on, and partially the result of a reduction in 
facilities which the High School Building Committee felt were so 
necessary that they themselves recommended them last September. 


3. An appropriation which the people of the Town are 
requested to approve should be based on more factual data than 
the simple multiplication of square footage in the school times 
the average cost per square foot throughout the Commonwealth, 
e.g., the people of Tewksbury had firm bids from Contractors prior 
to appropriating funds for their new High School. 


4. The Finance Committee in its evaluation of any appro- 
priation must consider not only the immediate costs of construction 
and interest charges thereon, but also the long term costs of opera- 
tion and expansion of junior high school and grammar school 
facilities as well as the ever increasing costs of general town govern- 
ment. These costs will materially affect the tax rate which you as 
an individual home-owner must pay and which industry, in select- 
ing a site for expansion, will certainly consider. 


5. The High School Building Committee has demonstrated 
its unwillingness to deviate from its original plan, presenting 
merely modifications of the original. We can appreciate the Build- 
ing Committee’s position and their reluctance to change that in 
which they believe. 


6. We are cognizant of the fact that a delay in the School 
Building Program may possibly result in the necessity for double 
sessions in the junior-senior high school area for a limited period 
of time. The risk of limited double sessions must be weighed 
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against the dollar savings to be effected in a bond issue of twenty 
years duration. 


We feel it would be imprudent to appropriate funds for an 
expenditure of this magnitude without having a firm plan presented 
to the finance committee and the voters at the Town Meeting. 

Based upon the above observations, it is with sincere regret 
that we, the majority of the Finance Committee, find it necessary 
to make the following motion on Article 13: I move that the 
town vote to accept with thanks the report of the High School 
Building Committee and that the High School Building Committee 
be dismissed. It is further recommended that the Moderator take 
such steps as are necessary to immediately appoint a new High 
School Building Committee.

The Chair did not accept the motion by the Finance Com- 
mittee. 


Kenneth Dobbins read a report of the Minority Committee, 
alternating with Alfred Mugford on same. 


At this point a motion was made and seconded that the 
report of the High School Building Committee be accepted as 
read and that the town vote to purchase a 1200 pupil high school 
for $2,400,000.00 in accordance with the recommendations of the 
High School Building Committee. A substitute motion was made 
that the report of the High School Building Committee be accepted 
with thanks and be dismissed. There was much debate on Article 
13 after which the Moderator declared a five minute recess. After 
the recess a break down of figures was given by Mr. Fogelberg 
as requested and more debates were offered. A motion was made 
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to stop the debate and tellers were appointed to count the hands 
as the Moderator doubted the vote. 


Tellers Charles W. Buckley, Edward Sullivan, Frank Sullivan, 
Charles L. Shea and David M. Ward counted the hands — those 
in favor, 347 and those opposed, 139. Motion to stop the debate 
was carried. The question now came on the substitute motion. 
The motion was lost and the committee was not discharged. The 
vote now was on the previous motion. 


Article 13. That the report of the High School Building 
Committee be accepted as read and that the Town vote to purchase 
a 1200 pupil High School for $2,400,000.00 in accordance with 
the recommendations of the High School Building Committee. 
Those in favor, 377 — those opposed, 41. 


Article 14. Unanimously voted that the sum of $2,400,000.00 
be appropriated for the purpose of constructiong and for originally 
equipping and furnishing a high school building, and that to meet 
said appropriation the sum of $10,000.00 be appropriated from 
available funds in the Treasury, and that the town vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $15,000.00 and that the treasurer, with 
the approval of the Selectmen, be and hereby is authorized to 
borrow the sum of $2,375,000.00 under authority of Chapter 645 
of the Acts of 1948, as amended, and to issue bonds or notes of 
the town therefor payable in accordance with the provisions of 
Chapter 44 of the General Laws so that the whole loan shall be 
paid in not more than twenty years from the date of issue of the 
first bond or note and be it further voted that the Building Com- 
mittee appointed under Article 3 of the Adjourned Town Meeting 
November 12, 1957 be retained for entering into any and all 
necessary contracts for building and originally equipping and fur- 
nishing said High School, the same to be spent under the direc- 
tion of the High School Building Committee. 
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The Chair sustains a motion made and seconded that we ad- 
journ this meeting until April 6, 1959 at 8:00 P.M.

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PROCEEDINGS AT ADJOURNED TOWN MEETING 
April 6, 1959 


The adjourned town meeting was opened by the Moderator 
at the Memorial School at 8:30 P.M. Unanimously voted that 
we omit the reading of the Constable’s return and also the minutes 
of the March 23d meeting and to allow the non-voters to sit in the 
area provided for them. All voters to enter and leave by the rear 
door. The Moderator announced that all persons having cards 
left at their homes by the assistant registrars to fill out same and 
return to the Town Clerk. There were 113 checked in at the 
time of opening the meeting. 


Article 15. (Re. accepting amendment to Chapter 41 — 
Police Department) Motion was made and seconded and it was 
unanimously voted to dismiss this article. 


Article 16. (Two cruising cars of police department) Voted 
that the town raise and appropriate the sum of $3,000.00 for the 
purchase and equipment of two cruising cars for the Police Depatrt- 
ment, the present cruisers to be traded in on the purchase of the 
two new cruising cars. Same to be spent under the direction of the 
Board of Selectmen. 


Article 17. (American standard code for installing gas

PROCEEDINGS AT SPECIAL TOWN MEETING 
June 22, 1959 


The Special Town Meeting was called to order by the 
Moderator, Thomas F. Murphy, at 8:25 P.M., with a total of 
868 voters having checked in. On motion voted the Moderator 
omitted the reading of the warrant and return of Constable’s 
services. It was requested that voters leave by the rear door. Voted 
that no new business be taken up after 11:30 P.M. and that 
when the meeting adjourned it adjourn until Monday, June 29, 
1959 at 8:00 P.M. at the Memorial School. Unanimously voted 
to limit debates to five minutes unless the situation seemed to 
warrant more time. 


Article 1. Unanimously voted that the town confirm its vote 
at the Annual Town meeting whereby it accepted from the Trustees 
under the Will of Marshall Simonds the sum of thirty-five hundred 
dollars, ($3,500.00) to be spent under the direction of the Park 
Commissioners for the maintenance and improvement of Simonds 
Park. 


Article 2. Unanimously voted that the town transfer from 
the Sales of Graves Account the sum of $5,000.00 to the Cemetery 
Expense Account for the improvement of newly acquired Cemetery 
land. Same to be spent under the direction of the Cemetery Com- 
missioners. 


Article 3. Unanimously voted that the town transfer from 
the new High School Building Account the sum of $6,000.00 to 
the Treasurer’s Expense Account for the expenses to be incurred 
in the preparation, printing and issuance of bonds to be issued in 
connection with the new High School construction.

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REPORT OF BURLINGTON AUXILIARY FIRE DEPARTMENT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 


In August of 1959 the Burlington Auxiliary Fire Depart- 
ment came into being. The organization started out with a mem- 
bership of five men. By December of 1959 its membership had 
climbed to nine. 


In its first five months of operation the Auxiliary Depart- 
ment has progressed considerably. The Auxiliary Firefighters have 
had on the average of 35 hours training each in the different 
phases of firefighting including: Ladders, hose handling, nozzle 
instruction, drafting, salvage, ventilation, forceable entry, am- 
bulance instruction, masks and air packs, rescue, foam firefighting, 
portable pump instruction, engines review, as well as a Red Cross 
Course in first aid. 


When the Department was first organized, arrangements 
were made with the Fire Chief, that the Auxiliary members might 
respond to, and assist at all alarms of fire. Through this setup 
the Auxiliary men have been able to put into action what they 
had learned at the various drills. According to our fire logs the 
Burlington Auxiliary Fire Department has contributed one hun- 
dred forty-five and one-half man hours to the assistance of the 
regular departments (as of December 31, 1959). This does not 
include sixty man hours involved in the Auxiliary’s project of 
“fireproofing” Christmas trees. 


The Auxiliary members eyes are now focused upon March 
and the Annual Town Meeting. We sincerely hope that the town 
will see fit to appropriate the necessary funds to keep this or- 
ganization in operation. 


My fellow Auxiliary members along with myself would like 
to take this opportunity to thank Civil Defense Director, David 
W. Skelton for his hard work in helping this organization to 
get underway. Also, to Fire Chief Herbert W. Crawford for his 
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generosity and cooperation we extend sincere thanks. The Aux- 
iliary also wishes to thank the Regular Firefighters who have 
acted as instructors, and the other regular and call firefighters 
for helping to make the Auxiliary Fire Department a success. 


We earnestly hope the Burlington Auxiliary Fire Department 
will become an organization which the town can depend upon 
for public service.

No. 1, and Engine 2, 5, 6, are in fair condition. 

The manual force consists of 10 permanent and 16 call men. 
The permanent force is composed of a Chief, 1 Deputy Chief and 
8 Privates, and 2 Chaplains. 

I wish to thank the Townspeople for the new Firestation 
which we moved into on June 22nd and which was accepted and 
dedicated on December 19th, 1959. At this time we had open 
house for all residents of the town. An invitation is extended to 
the Townspeople to inspect the new station and the new pumping 
engine, which was delivered December 2nd, at any time. These 
conveniences make it much easier for the firefighters to accomplish 
their work more efficiently. © 

It is my intent for the year 1960 to ask for an automobile 
ladder truck; an increase of personnel by 5 permanent men; a 
committee to look into the possibility of a substation in the in- 
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dustrial area; land for a substation in the northern part of town. 
This land should be acquired and held until ready for use. 

With these increases I feel that the savings in the fire in- 
surance rate would more than cover the cost in the tax rate of 
1960. 

1961 Plans: I intend to ask for a 1,000 gallon per minute 
pumping engine. The construction of the industrial area sub- 
station, if found advisable. An increase of 3 permanent fire- 
fighters and 3 more men at the completion of the substation. At 
this time I will ask for 2 additional Deputy Chiefs. 

1962 Plans: I would like to buy a new ambulance for the 
Central Fire Station, the present ambulance would be stationed at 
the substation. Manpower increase would be according to needs 
and growth of town. 

1964 Plans: I intend to trade the present Engine #6 for a 
new 1,000 gallon per minute pumping engine. 

1968 Plans: I intend to trade Engine #3 for a new 750 
gallon per minute pumping engine. 

I feel that this will be sufficient apparatus for the needs of 
the Burlington Fire Department. 

The present small equipment which is used for brush fires 
will be abandoned as seen fit. The only piece that would be kept 
for use would be the tank truck, which would be needed for fires 
on Route 128 and Route 3. 

I wish to express my appreciation to the residents of the 
Town for their cooperation in fire prevention, to the permanent 
firefighters who have responded to alarms when off duty, and to 
members of other Town Departments for their assistance and co- 
operation. I wish to express my appreciation to all the Call Fire- 
fighters, who have responded to the alarms unfailingly during the 
year.

I hereby submit my report as Civil Defense Director for the 
period of April 7, 1959: to Dec. 31, 1959. 

During this period, activity consisted mainly on the lines of 
organization. The Town has now regained its eligibility to receive 
surplus properties, and we are looking forward to obtaining sur- 
plus items during the coming year. 

The Auxiliary Fire Department is well established, they having 
gone through extensive training in fire fighting, rescue and first 
aid. 

We have two local men who have completed a Radiological 
Instructors course and will begin immediate training of the various 
units on Radio Activity. 

Heads of the other branches of Civil Defense have been 
appointed and as soon as enough people sign up, training will be 
given them.

OLD AGE ASSISTANCE — CHAPTER 118A 


Under the Old Age Assistance program, the total expenditures 
have increased slightly; but due to increased Federal grants, the 
Town Share has remained approximately the same as last year. 
The number of cases has also increased to some extent. with most 
of the new cases being transfers from other cities and towns, 
which will undoubtedly continue with the increasing population. 


AID TO DEPENDENT CHILDREN — CHAPTER 118 


Both the caseload and expenditures in this category have 
decreased during the past year. At present, the expense remains 
quite low due to income from other sources, such as Social Security, 
payments from legally liable relatives, etc. Again, it is difficult to 
predict future needs, in this category, since grants are based on 
the number of children in a family, also medical care. 


DISABILITY ASSISTANCE — CHAPTER 118D 


Although the number of cases in this category has not in- 
creased to any great extent, the expenditures are higher due to 
increased hospital and nursing home costs, both in the private 
and State hospitals. A gradual increase is expected to continue, 
since a majority of the cases being aided are confined to either 
nursing homes or the State hospitals for the chronically ill. 


GENERAL RELIEF 


Public Welfare costs have remained about the same again 
this year, with approximately fifty percent of our expenditures 
being payments to other cities and towns for aid granted to 
Burlington settled cases. 


We would again like to take this opportunity to thank the 
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residents, the other Town Departments, the Clergy, and the Doc- 
tors in the area, for their cooperation during the past year.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL BUILDING COMMITTEE NO. 2 
MEADOWBROOK SCHOOL 


To the Citizens of Burlington, 


The building of the Meadowbrook School has added (20) 
new classrooms for teaching to the elementary grades. With the 
opening of the school in September 1959, 740 children were 
registered. If it were not for this much needed school, double 
session would have been mandatory. The building situated on a 
twenty six (26) acre plot of land was designed and constructed 
in a manner that took advantage of natural terrain. 


The cooperation between the Committee, Architect Mario V. 
Caputo, N.D.C. Construction and the Clerk of the Works, Stewart 
Oldford and Mr. Jerome Lynch, Superintendent of Schools, made 
the opening of this school possible. Each classroom has a nine 
hundred (900) square foot area and a large playroom has been 
fitted with all portable equipment, spacious area for large group 
exercises, basketball, volley ball and like sports, equipment set up 
at will. The cafetorium seats two hundred and seventy (270) 
with tables and is large enough to seat four hundred (400) with- 
out tables, with its well equipped all electric kitchen, large cafe- 
torium, spacious playroom, all located centrally at the front of the 
building, the Meadowbrook School is ideally located for social 
gatherings. To sum it all up the Meadowbrook School has every- 
thing that modern day facilities place at our disposal for use in 
teaching the students and maintaining the building itself. 


At this time the Committee is pleased to announce that the 
school has been accepted by the Committee as of December 29, 
1959 and also happy to announce that the Committee will turn 
back to the town a sum of money that has not been used.

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_ REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


' During the year 1959 the Planning Board held thirty-nine 
regular public meetings as opposed to sixteen the previous year. 
In addition, the members met as a body on ten separate occasions 
to inspect new land proposed for subdivision, subdivisions allegedly 
ready for acceptance and release, and streets offered to the Town 
for acceptance. Besides these ten formal inspections, individual 
members periodically inspected subdivision work in process as the 
same relate to street construction, drainage work and other site 
preparation within the responsibility of the Planning Board. 


During the year 1959 fourteen subdivision applications were 
submitted to the Planning Board. Of these fourteen, nine have 
been approved and are in various stages of development. The re- 
maining five, after hearing, have been sent back for additional 
information or changes in the plan and are still pending before 
the Board. 


The year 1959 marks the first full year in which the regula- 
tions adopted July, 1958, have been in force. This year also marks 
the first year in which the services of a full time Town Engineer 
have been available to the Board as opposed to part time sub- 
division inspectors hired directly by the Board. In the Board’s 
Opinion, the enforcement of the 1958 regulations, both by the 
Board in its hearings and by the engineer in his inspections, has 
resulted in a substantial improvement in the character of residen- 
tial development currently being conducted within the Town. It 
is your Board’s intention to maintain a continuing program of im- 
provement and strengthening of these regulations as the desir- 
ability for same becomes evident to the end that all residential 
development within the Town will reflect credit upon the com- 
munity. 


As a result of 1959 amendments to the Zoning and Planning 
Sections of the General Laws of the: Commonwealth, planning 
boards as a group have for the first time been given authority to 
regulate industrial developments. Your Board is, therefore, cur- 
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rently drafting a set of regulations for industrial subdivisions 
which it hopes to complete prior to the advent of the 1960 con- 
struction season. While your Board feels that industrial develop- 
ment to date in the Town has not suffered as a result of the ab- 
sence of any regulation, it is, nevertheless, our opinion that 
uniform regulations will protect the Town and present high caliber 
industrial areas from the encroachment of inferior developments in 
the future. 


As its second order of 1960 business, your Planning Board 
proposes to undertake the drafting of a master zoning plan for 
the Town. The preparation of this master plan will be conducted 
in conjunction with the activities of the Town Engineering De- 
partment in drafting a revised and accurate town map and the 
activities of the Selectmen’s By-laws Committee, which is presently 
preparing proposed modifications of the Town’s by-laws. It is 
hoped that all of this work can be completed during the year 1960 
and that all development applications submitted in 1960 and later 
years will be considered and evaluated with this plan in mind. 


In the area of zoning, the Planning Board has held numerous 
hearings on petitions to rezone parcels of land and has submitted 
reports to the annual and special town meetings thereon. The 
preparation of a master plan will assist the Board in judging the 
desirability of any future applications for rezoning. It is the aim 
of the Planning Board to attempt, insofar as present Town con- 
ditions permit, to logically separate the Town into various zoning 
areas so as to provide maximum residential enjoyment to the 
citizens without limiting the fine quality of industrial development 
which the Town enjoys. 


Your Planning Board will continue to work with other 
boards and bodies within the Town for the healthy development 
of the community as a place to work and live.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 
CITIZENS OF BURLINGTON: 


Never before has it been as necessary as it is today for our 
schools to produce an intelligent and enlightened young citizenry 
competent to deal with the many vital problems which beset our 
society. 


Fully cognizant of the fact that this can only be accomplished 
if an effective educational program is presented, it has been the 
intent of your committee to provide a learning environment for 
our students that will keep them constantly on the alert to sample 
mew experiences and understandings, as well as to give them a 
deep appreciation for the good and beautiful that is found in the 
old. The committee believes that it is offering a curriculum that 
is both practical and dynamic, one by which every child, whether 
he belongs to the gifted, the average, or the slow-learning group, 
is given an opportunity to develop to the full expression of his 
powers. 


The school population continues to grow and by September, 
1960, it may be well over 3000. While at the present time crowd- 
ed conditions are found at all levels, our high school students will 
be well cared for over a period of many years in the new High 
School which will be ready for occupancy in September, 1961. 
However, the picture is not so bright on the elementary level, for 
despite the opening of the Meadowbrook School last September, 
the third elementary school since 1954, crowding still prevails and 
will become more acute during 1960. It is the opinion of your 
committee that steps should be taken at once to procure a school 
site in the Wilmington Road-Mill Street area and plans started for 
a fourth elementary school. | 


Education is a costly item, but the value of its product, our 
youth, cannot be measured in terms of dollars and cents. That 
this is recognized by our townspeople is evidenced by their gener- 
our response to all budget requests. Nevertheless, your committee 
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is aware that there are limitations and is hopeful that in the near 
future more aid will be forthcoming from both the State and 
Federal governments, thus relieving the home owner of some of 
his tax burden. 


At this time the Committee wishes to commend the Superin- 
tendent and school personnel for the efficient and able manner in 
which they are carrying on their various assignments. 


To all, who by their cooperation and constructive advice have 
helped to make our school year a most successful one, your com- 
mittee extends its sincere thanks.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


To the School Committee: 


Chairman and Members: — For the past several years, it has 
been the practice with this report to concentrate on one or more 
current and impending problems, rather than devote it to a tra- 
ditional general and sketchy examination of the many areas in- 
volved with the operation of a school system. You have looked 
with favor on the approach because of your conviction that an in- 
formed public makes for an understanding public. You recognize 
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it also to be all the more necessary when the ultimate solution to 
the problem rests with the town’s citizenry. 


Before approaching the subject to be discussed, which con- 
cerns itself with adequate school housing, a word of appreciation 
for what has been accomplished in this area is certainly fitting and 
proper. To you, to the School Building Committees, and to the 
citizens of the town, the School Administration is grateful for the 
educational plant that stands today. In a period of seven yeats, 
the town has provided three elementary buildings totaling sixty 
classrooms, and has approved the construction of a 1200 pupil 
four year High School, which project is about to get underway. 
These are accomplishments of which the town may be justly proud. 
They stand as evidence of an unselfish community, determined to 
provide a school plant conducive to an ideal learning situation. 


In spite of the previous accomplishments mentioned above, a 
housing situation is developing that merits serious consideration. 


Because of the following factors, the School Committee has 
had an article inserted in the Town Warrant, for consideration at 
the annual Town Meeting: 


1. It is an accepted fact that the time element involved in 
the construction of a school, between the planning stage 
and the actual execution of such plans, approximates a 
period of three years; 


2. Unparalleled growth in school population is being ex- 
perienced by the town, and according to all reliable 
sources and reports, will continue in the future. 


On the basis of these facts, it would seem that it is not too 
early to request the town to appoint a School Building Needs 
Committee, to investigate the need of an elementary school to be 
erected in the Wilmington Road-Mill Street area. In view of all 
this, occupancy of such a building would not occur until late in 
the school year 1962-1963. 


Accepting the earliest possible date for completing another 
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elementary school as three years hence, we proceed to the pro- 
jection of enrollment figures for this period of time. Below are 
figures, official for the past two years, conservative estimates for 
the next three.

Before making a statement on the conclusion to be drawn 
from a cursory examination of the figures above, it should be ex- 
plained that the projected figures are conservative estimates. The 
first grade figures allow an increase of 40 per year. This is in 
contrast to actual figures of 62, 74 and 53 consecutively for the 
past three years. In grades 2 through 6 the increase from one 
grade to the next for the three year projected period is limited to 
October, 1959, increase over October, 1958. By way of illustration 
the first grade as of October 1, 1958, totaling 323, increased to 
347 a year later as the second grade, an additional 24 children. In 
projecting, a like increase was allowed for the corresponding grade 
for the three year period, a conservative approach in the light of 
past experience. 


In addition to the above, there are local features which give 
testimony to the conservative aspect of the figures, Burlington is 
predominantly a community of young families with a high per- 
centage of pre-school children. The census underway at this time 
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will provide proof of this. Too, it can be assumed that more 
children will be born of these young couples. Add to this the 
influx of children of new residents. A recent tour of the town 
to observe home construction plus reports of housing developments 
about to get underway testify to a continuing growth of the school 
population. 


If one accepts the figures as a reasonable attempt to predict 
the elementary enrollment three years hence, there is but one con- 
clusion to be drawn. There is need for voting favorably on the 
article to provide another elementary school in that section of the 
town which is currently experiencing and will continue to ex- 
perience much home construction. 


As of now the town has three twenty-room elementary build- 
ings with a total capacity of 1800. The capacity of 600 per build- 
ing is based on a pupil-teacher ratio of 30. The addition of a 
fourth will provide a total capacity of 2400, several hundred short 
of the expected enrollment. This situation, however, is not of 
too much concern inasmuch as the schools here have been operat- 
ing at a higher than the desired ratio for some years. The addi- 
tion of a fourth building would provide working conditions similar 
to that to which the staff and pupils have been accustomed. 


At this time a comment on the possibility of other buildings 
of the school plant providing needed elementary classrooms, will 
bring the discussion on the subject to a close. 


Assuming the new four-year high school opens on schedule in 
September, 1961, there will be need to house also the eighth grade 
in the building. This move will relieve a crowded situation that 
will have developed in the elementary buildings. This plan will 
permit the seventh grade to occupy the present high school, the 
sixth grade to be moved into the Union School. Such an arrange- 
ment will likewise provide the needed facilities for the school 
year 1962-1963 and, if need be, for 1963-1964. To venture to 
say it could continue beyond this time, would be rash. 


In continuing this report, wherein it is planned to dwell only 
briefly on a few of the many additional areas involved in the 
operation of a school system, it can be reported, speaking generally, 
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that the past year has witnessed further progress in the overall 
operation. 


Following the Christmas recess a year ago, the English, 
Mathematics, Social Studies and Business Departments’ Faculty 
continued to meet every other week to complete courses of study 
in the respective subject areas. The project was undertaken several 
months before and June of this year saw its completion. It was a 
project of cooperative effort involving not only teachers and de- 
partment heads, but also Guidance Personnel and Junior and 
Senior High School Administration. 


As a result of moving the seventh grade into the elementary 
buildings starting in September, a housing situation was relieved 
at the Junior High level. This move also enabled the system to 
initiate steps to provide special help for pupils experiencing diff- 
culty in certain areas. 

A class, limited in size, for pupils having learning difficulties 
in certain areas was organized. These children are given, inessence, 
individual instruction in troublesome subject areas at grade levels 
commensurate with their ability and achievement. The progress 
has been such for two of these that they were placed in regular 
classes at the beginning of the second marking period. Both have 
progressed satisfactorily since then. 

A Remedial Reading Program, organized with the reopening 
of school in September at the eighth grade level, has also proven 
quite successful. Working with groups of approximately ten 
children, the accomplishment has been such that currently the 


program has been extended to the higher achieving groups. It is 
expected that within a short time this special instruction will reach 


a segment of the ninth grade. 


The past year saw more time given to the music and in- 
strumental programs in the eighth and ninth grades. Since the 
beginning of the current school year a teacher has been assigned 
two full days to carrying out the program. On one of these days 
ptactice teachers from the Music Department of the Lowell State 
Teachers College assist with teaching. They work under the di- 
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réction and supervision of our music personnel and Dr. Fisher 
of the faculty of Lowell State Teachers. 


Since September, the Guidance Department, in addition to the 
multiple services it provides the entire student body, graduates, 
industry and business, institutions of higher learning and parents, 
has expanded its services by supplementing the program at the 
Junior High level. A classroom period per week has been set 
aside in the curriculum for each division to acquaint it with voca- 
tional and occupational information, character development, de- 
velopment of proper study habits and advice on problem solving. 
A Counseling interview for each child is also included. 


A comment on the accomplishment made in one other area 
will bring this report to a close. For the past five months the 
school system has been sharing a Speech Therapy Specialist with 
the schools of Bedford. She is here three days a week, assigned 
a day to each of the elementary buildings. During this period of 
time she has tested 132 children for speech defects. The results 
showed 81 of these children had need of therapy. This special 
instruction started after the Christmas recess and will continue on 
a weekly or semi-monthly basis as determined by the test. With 
reference to the remaining children tested, diagnoses showed no 
need for therapy for a large percent, in the case of others, recom- 
mendations to teachers for correcting the defects were made, and 
in a few cases decisions were deferred pending further. informa- 
tion or testing. 


In conclusion, sincere thanks to the parents, town organiza- 
tions and school personnel, for their cooperation this past year. 
To you, members of the School Committee, grateful appreciation 
for the cooperation, consideration and advice extended to me the 
past year.

Age of Admission 


Pupils entering the first grade in September, 1960 must be 
five years of age on or before January 1, 1960.

Vaccination 


The state law requires all pupils attending public schools to 
be vaccinated. Exception will be made for a child presenting a 
certificate signed by a registered physician stating that he has 
personally examined the child and found his physical condition 
such that his health would be endangered by vaccination. 


Attendance 


Regular attendance is necessary to do satisfactory work. A 
written excuse from the parent or guardian is required for every 
tardiness or dismissal. No pupil is allowed to leave school during 
the session without permission from the Principal or Superin- 
tendent.

Teachers may require pupils to attend extra afternoon session 
if it is necessary for success in their work or for discipline reasons. 
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REPORT OF SCHOOL PHYSICIAN 
Honorable Members of the School Committee:

I am most happy to report that for this year we have no 
serious problems regarding the health and welfare of the pupils 
in the Burlington Schools. 


Dental caries which have consistently been a problem in the 
past, this year, are definitely on the decrease. This is apparently 
due to the excellent dental care the children are receiving in the 
pre-school years. Although some problems in this field have to be 
attended to, the vast majority of the lower elementary grades 
show signs of good dental repair. 


The athletic injuries, which in the past have plagued us 
with some serious problems, have this year, been small in number 
and of not too serious nature with one or two exceptions. 


The two most important factors responsible for this improve- 
ment are: 


1. Excellent first aide rendered by the coaches thus preventing — 
more serious damage usually caused by delay before final treat- 
ment is rendered by a physician. 


2. The varsity this past summer has taken heed of the 
recommendations that I have made in the past, that they keep» 
themselves physically fit during the summer, thus sustaining less” 
muscle and joint injuries. These are the most common type of 
injuries sustained in athletic competition. | 


The examination of the food handlers has proceeded satis- 
factorily. About 80% of the children have been examined. The’ 
remaining 20% examinations will be completed as soon as 
possible. | 


I would like to take this opportunity to thank the Superin- 
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tendent of Schools, the principals, the teachers, the nurses, the 
coaching staff, and the parents for their cooperation and assistance 
during the past year.

REPORT OF SCHOOL PODIATRIST 
To the Superintendent and the School Committee: 


I hereby submit my report as School Podiatrist for the year 
£959. 


As of the writing of this report approximately 2000 children 
have been examined since the opening of school. The balance of 
the children will be examined in the coming weeks. 


The examination has shown how grossly neglected the feet 
| are in the health picture. Children’s feet are in poor condition. 


| In the primary grades 38% have an orthopedic condition. 
| This figure grows in leaps and bounds until we reach a figure of 
70% of all children in the high school who have a foot problem. 
| When I saw these conditions with my own eyes I now see how 
| the health authorities have arrived at the figure that 80% of the 
| American adult population are suffering with a foot disability. 
These figures, I believe, rule out the old byline, ‘They'll outgrow 
it”. A few did improve but the majority went the other way. 


Next to orthopedic conditions the fault arising most fre- 
quently was improper cutting habits of nails. Nails should be cut 
straight across. The nail should not be cut down the sides of the 
nail groove. When this is done the nail breaks the skin and an 
| infection follows. Infected toes were appearing far too frequently. 


1 Be 


Infections like these many times result in osteomyelitis. Children 
questioned about scars from surgical incisions on their feet gave 
a history of having osteomyelitis as a result of these infections. 


There is a particular growth found on the foot that is often 
mistaken for a corn or callus. It is a verruca (plantar wart). A 
vertuca is a benign tumor which appears to be caused by a filter- 
able virus. They tend to multiply if left untreated. They can be 
transferred from the infected person to another individual who 
has a break in the continuity of the skin. 


All the students who had this foot affliction, their parents 
were notified by one of the school nurses. 


Far too many students are wearing sneakers to school, even 
excluding days they were to take gym. Sneakers along with the 
stretch hosiery cause excessive sweating. 


Stretch hose should be avoided at all times. They are made 
of a plastic fiber which does not absorb perspiration. As a result, 
the perspiration which is acid in character, causes maceration of 
the skin especially around the toes. 


The shoe fad among teenagers, girls in particular, is putting 
the finishing touches on the ruination of their feet. They have 
been told but they continue wearing them because “everybody else 
wears them”’. 


Again as I said in the beginning of this report the feet are 
neglected in the health picture. The American public is much — 
more foot conscious now than in the past, but a great deal more 
has to be done in the future. : 


In conclusion I wish to thank the Superintendent of Schools, 
the School Committee, the School Physician, the School Nurses, 
the principals and the faculty for their assistance and cooperation.

The objectives of the Dental Program are the same as last 
year, namely, examining all elementary school children and issuing 
2 Department of Public Health cards, and to perform corrective 
dentistry. 


The second part of the program has been modified due to 
the large school population. This year some parents have been 
notified, that orthodontia is deemed necessary. Treatment in many 
of these cases is minor. Dental authorities believe 50-60% of 
orthodontia in the permanent dentition may be prevented if treated 
in simpler forms in the deciduous (baby) and mixed dentition 
(baby and permanent teeth) stages. 


The dental caries rate (decay) has not changed and will not 
change unless flouridation, either by private or public means, is 
instituted.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


To the Citizens of Burlington: 


Your Board of Selectmen held their first meeting of the new 
year on March 3, 1959, electing Albert E. Wilde as Chairman, 
and extending a welcome to the newly elected member, Donald 


N. Sleeper, Jr.

The following is the record of activities of your Board for 
the year 1959: 


A Selectmen’s Committee was established consisting of Charles 
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L. Shea, Selectman, Philip A. Phalon, Finance Committee, and 
Elmer J. Morrison, Board of Health, to study and make recom- 
mendations to the full Board on the possibilities of the Town 
entering into a Town operated pick-up system for garbage and 


rubbish disposal. 


A Selectmen’s Committee consisting of Donald N. Sleeper, 
Jr., Selectman, Paul Good, Town Counsel, and Harry Downes, 
Planning Board was appointed to study the revising, codification 
and clarification of our Town By-laws, the results of which will 
be submitted for your consideration at the Special Town Meeting 
in June of 1960. 


The Department of Civil Defense was reinstituted in the 
town for the first time in years. The result has been the acquisi- 
tion of many thousands of dollars worth of equipment at a mere 
fraction of its actual cost. Organization of agencies within this 
department has been instituted which will contribute materially to 
all phases of public safety. 


Traffic surveys have been completed on the five busiest in- 
tersections of the town for the purpose of obtaining State approval 
for automatic traffic control devices to reduce Burlington’s accident 
rate. 


Meeting nights were changed to the first and third Mondays 
of each month with the alternate Mondays being made available 
for meetings with department heads, committees, and for general 
planning. This plan was instituted to alleviate the long waiting 
periods for those townspeople and department heads who desired 
to consult with the Board on the same evenings. 


A division of supervision of town departments was made 
among the members of the Board to expedite the handling of 
detailed matters within each department, but with all matters of 
policy to be determined by the full Board. 


With the aid of the Citizens of Burlington, at the Special 
Town Meeting in June, the $100,000 bond issue for street and 
drainage construction was inaugurated (at the request and recom- 
mendation of your Board), thus the Town was able to make its 
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first major efforts on the solution of the many drainage problems 
and the establishment for the first time of a street resurfacing 
program, using hot-top for a hard surfaced street instead of the 
old fashioned sand and oil penetration method, thus greatly in- 
creasing the longevity of the roads so treated. 


Negotiations were completed with Federated Stores, Inc., Wm. 
Filenes and Sons, Inc., and others paving the way for the erection 
of a $10,000,000 shopping center, to be in operation by the fall 
of 1963. These concerns have already donated to the town a tract 
of land in their industrial area for the relocation of our Highway 
Department, and for the relocation of Lexington Street. These 
negotiations also resulted in making available industrial land to 
United Car Fastener Company which plans a $16,000,000 build- 
ing program over the next several years, and the ultimate reloca- 
tion of all of its executive offices in the same area. 


Improved telephone service was brought about by the efforts 
of the Board for the benefit of those who found it necessary fot 
continual communications with the entire Metropolitan area, as 
well as an unlimited service for business phones in the immediate 
area. 


A petition has been submitted to the Post Master General 
requesting the establishment of our local post office (now a branch 
of Woburn) as a separate and independent first class postal 
office. 


Piped natural gas is now available to residents of many areas 
of the town. 


Through last year’s expansion of our street lighting program, 
the entire system has now grown to twice its previous size. Out 
“Great White Way” in the Cambridge Street business area was 
installed and now affords continuous lighting throughout the night 


The erection of our new central fire headquarters was com- 
pleted and new equipment was added including our big new 750 
gpm pumper. The interior of the Town Hall was remodeled and 
the exterior was made much more attractive. Additional personnel 
was added to the police, fire and highway departments, as needed, 
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and additional equipment was added in carrying out the moderni- 
zation of these vital functions. We have placed into operation the 
health, accident and life insurance program for the town em- 
ployees as voted by the Town Meeting. Most of our key brooks 
and waterways have been channelized and dredged so as to handle 
increased amounts of water as our drainage program proceeds. 


Your Board has been instrumental in causing the activation of 
a $7,000,000 to $11,000,000 business and industrial park owned 
by Burlington Associates, now in progress. Your Board recom- 
mended that the High School Building Committee’s program be 
carried out, and this construction is now under way 


The Board wishes to express its sincere thanks to all its de- 
partment heads and employees, and to all committees both ap- 
pointed and elected for their help and cooperation in contributing 
to a continuing better Burlington. Growth of industries and resi- 
dences continues at a rapid pace and both are welcomed; this 
gtowth coupled with proper planning and the continued business- 
like administration as rendered by your Board will insure that Our 
Burlington will take its proper place as one of the most outstand- 
ing and leading communities in the entire Commonwealth.
